The Minutes of the last annual meeting, and also those of the Committee ad Interim were read, and Mr. Fowle 
and Dr. Carrington were appointed a-Committee to examine the doings of the Committee ad Int. and the letter book of 
the Secretary. 


It was voted to ‘make the hours ‘for the sessions of the meeting from 9, 30 A. M. to 12M. and from 1.30 to 4 P, M. 
the first half hour of the afternoon to be given to devotional exercises,

The Secretary was requested to mention, in writing to Boston, the infelicity of the classification of missionaries, 
in the Boards’ Annual Report, into “missionaries” and ‘assistant missionaries” suggesting the use every where of the 
terms adopted in the new Tabular View blanks, He was also instructed to seek for specific instructions concerning report 
of native contributions as related to Colleges and Boarding Schools, | 
The Committee on Religious Exercises made the following report, which was , accepted and adopted, viz.

q After singing and prayer, the minutes of -yesterday’s sessions were read. Dr. Parmelee from Trebizond, Mr. Me. 
Naughton and Miss Mills from Smyrna, and Miss Barker and Miss Kinney of the Constantinople Station, took their seats 
as delegates. ‘The order of the day was then taken up, and the Report of Brusa Station was read by Mr. Baldwin, and 

that of Caesarea Station by Mr. Fowle, and prayer was offered by Rev. Mr. Campbell of the Highland Church, Roxbury, 

Boston. The Report of Constantinople Station was read by Dr. Greene and prayer was offered by Dr. Farnsworth. 

Phe Report of Sivas Station was read by the Secretary and prayer was offered by Dr. Greene. 

Took recess till 1.30 P. M. 
The Devotional exercises were conducted by Mr. Baldwin, and remarks were made by Rev. Mr. ‘Campbell ; Mr. 


March of Tripoli, en route for America, gave a brief but interesting statement concerning missionary and educational 
work in Syria. 


Resuming the order of the day, the Report of Marsovan Station"was read by Mr. White and prayer was ‘offered 
by Mr. Herrick, Mr. Ransom of the Zulu mission then made an impressive address concerning South Africa. Mr. Me. 
Naughton read the Report of Smyrna Station, and Dr. Parm lee that of Trebizond, and prayer was offered by Prof. Ly- 
byer. After again singing /as often during the day, adjurne to-morrow, at 9.30 a. M. 
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Bible House, May 17% 1901. 


The session opened with singing and prayer.’ The minutes of yesterday's sessions were read. It was then vot€d to 


take up the question of the supply of the Field. ‘The consideration of this subject occupied the entire morning, state- 


ments being made by delegates, and corresponding members, relative to each field and department of the work in ttrn. 
The state and the needs of every branch of the work were thus brought vividly before the meeting, and at five minutes 
before 12 0’. the whole subject was put into the hands of the Committee on Plans and measures. It was then voted to 
have the usual daily Devotional exercises immediately and to adjourn till to-morrow a. mM. in order to give Committees 
time for their work, ‘The Devotional exercises were conducted by Dr. Parmelee, and the'session closed at half past 
twelve o'clock. 


Saturday, May 18, 1901. 


The meeting opened with singing and prayer. The Committee on the theleias of the Committee ad Interim re- 
ported, recommending the approval of the work of this Committee, and the report was accepted and adopted, 

The, Committee on Plans and Measures made a report which was accepted and was, after discussion and modifica- 
_ tion, adopted item by item, as follows. 3 ‘ | 

1. In regard to a kindergarten Training School, the need for which, with suggestions for meeting it, has been 
urged by Caesarea, Constantinople, Smyrna and Trebizond Stations; in view of the plant existing at Smyrna, the 
work done and to be done by Miss Bartlett, and the suitability of that place for kindergarten training, we recommend 
that « teacher be asked of the Board to be located at Smyrna, to provide for the requirements of the mission, with the 
least possible delay. : | 

2. We recommend that 2 cordial invitation be sent to Dr. H. O. Dwight to return to his work in viernes 
and that the Prudential Committee be requested to facilitate this return. | : 

3. We appreciate the desire of Constantinople Station to have a young man put in training for its future needs, 
by present residence at some interior Station, and the desire of Caesarea Station to have a young man in training for 
their needs when duties must devolve upon other shoulders than those that now bear them: we therefore recommend that 
two new iissionary families for the mission be asked for in the near future, their temporary location to be determined 
by the Committee ad Interim, | 

} 4. In view of the fact that Mrs. Seelye has retired from Caesarea, that Miss Closson expects to go home at the 
end of the current school year, and that Miss Nason’s return is for the present indefinitely postponed, we recommend that 
two ladies be asked for without delay to relieve this most critical and distressing condition, with the hope that Miss Nason 
may be able to return within-another year, and the certainty that if she cannot, another lady will be needed in her place. 

5. We recommend that Miss S. 8S. Holt be located at Brusa, | 


6. , We recommend that the Mission reiterate, and urge upon the attention of the Prudential Committees the call 


X for a missionary lady for ‘Trebizond. 


The subject of the Avedaper was taken from the Docket, and, after full statements from Dr. Barnum concerning 
plans for future changes in the condyct of the paper, aud remarks from others, this subject, together with that of 
‘Enlarged Resources for the Publication Department” was referred to the Committee on the Press,

Monday, May 20% 


The service in memory of Dr. Elias Riggs was held, as appointed, in the Bible House Chapel, at 2,30 p.m. yester- 
day May 19th, in presence of an audience which quite filled the chapel. The service was in the following order, Rev. 
M. Bowen presiding. ‘The chairman offered prayer and read selections from the Scriptures, After singing, Dr. Greene 
vave a Biographical Sketch of Dr. Riggs, followed by Rev. Mr. Michaelides, who spoke of Dr. Riggs’s wish for the 
Greck people. After singing, Mr. Herrick gave an address on Dr, Riggs as Bible Translator, followed by Rey. A. Assa- 
dourian on his work for the Armenians. ‘This was followed by singing, after which Rev, Mr, Bowen read the address 
prepared by Rey. Robert Thomson, not able to be present, on Dr. Riggs’s work for the Bulgarians. The last address 
was made by Dr. Barnum on Dr. Riggs as a man. Dr, Farnsworth offered prayer, and after singing, the memorable 
service closed with the benediction pronounced by Dr. Farnsworth. 


The session of today — Monday — was opened with singing followed by prayer. ‘The minutes of the meeting of — 


Saturday were read, A letter to the R.'T. S. of Londov was read by Dr. Greene, and adopted by the meeting. ‘The 
meeting took up from the Docket, and discussed, topic No. 5, and voted that it is the sense of this meeting that the 


99, - salaries of single ladies in the Caesarea, Marsovan and Sivas Stations be fixed at £75 each. 


The Committee on plans and measures reported recommending that action taken heretofore requesting another 


% lady texcher for Marsovan be reattirmed, and the report was accepted and adopted. ‘Took up from the Docket topic 


‘No. 6, viz, that touching the question of how to meet the expense of taxes, repairs and insurance on tlie Boards’ pro- 
perty at the several stations, After discussion this topie was referred to the Committee on Finance. The Committee on 
the Press made a report which was accepted, and after discussion, was adopted, item by item, as follows, 

Res. 1, ‘That we contemplate with apprehension the continually diminishing stream of pure literature issuing 
from our Press, while harmful literature from other sources flows on in increasing volume, Editions of valuable books 
are becoming exhausted, and the Publication Committee is without the means of printing new editions of these, or of 
publishing new books. 


2. That a restoration of the ssecechabintlies of 1950 liras for publication work made in 1890, already greatly re- 
sy duced from the amount given in still earlier years, is none too much for the vigorous prosecution of this branch of our 


nissivuary work, and that 1500 liras from the Board is the smallest sum consistent with the necessary efficiency. 
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3. ‘That we call the attention of the Prudential C Surmlttes to the fact that, while the appropriation for publi- 
cation’tork has been reduced 60°, since 1890, the amount left for other publications, after the sum necessary for the 
support of the periodicals is deducted, is reduced more than 90 °,. 

4, That we’hail with great satisfaction, the suggestion made by Mr. Wishard to a member of our mission, that 
‘‘He would be glad to propose publication work in Constantinople as a specific’object for some wealty church to support”. 
We believe that such a chureh would find correspondence with the Publication Committee a means of stimulating its mis- 
sionary zeal, and that it would feel that its gifts are most propitably expended. | 
5. ‘That we recommend to the Publication Committee to secure, if possible, the services of Prof. Hohannes Kri- 


korian of Aintab, or some other competent person belonging to our native Evangelical Community, as assistant editor 
of our periodicals, the responsible editor to remain, as heretofore, an American Missionary, 


The Report of the Committee on Finance was made the special order of the afternoon.

‘That we hereby call the attention of Station Treasurers to the Article in the Handbook of 1894 requiring 
the collection of .rents for the occupancy of dw ellings furnished by the Boar d, and we recommend that a yearly repert ‘be 
made to the mission Treasurer, showing the terms of occupancy of such dwellings, and the rents collected on all property 
in the station owned by the A. B. C. F. M. and the W. B. M. respectively. : , 

2. ‘We favor a return to the practice inaugurated some years ago by the former Treasurer of the Board, under, 
which the rents collected were held by the mission Treasurer as a fund for meeting the expenses needful for maintainance 


® and preservation of the Boards’ property. | : 


Mr. Mg. Naughton read the letter to the Missionary House, so far as prepared, and it was adopted so far as read, 
The meeting then went into C ommittee of the Whole on Estimates, and at 11.50 a. mM. the Committee rose and 
reported progress, 


The meeting voted to take a recess, after Prof. Hilprechts visit, and to stand adjourned at the close of the com- 
munion service this afternoon, till 9.380 to-morrow a. M,. 

Prof. Herman Hilprecht of the Univ orsity of Pensylvania and the Nippur Exploration Committee was then in- 
troduced to the meeting, and gave us a most interesting and lucid account of the work done the last thirteen years in 
that centre of Babylonian research, and of its result, 

In the afternoon the annual sermon was preached by Dr. Farnsworth from Isaiah, 11:9 ¢*The earth shall be full 
of the knowledge of the Lord us the waters cover the sea”; the words chosen by Dr, Farnsworth when he preached the 
annual sermon before the mission forty years ago, 


The communion of the Lord’s Supper followed, the service being conducted by Mr. White and Prof. van Millingen. 


Wednesday, May 22%, 1901. 

After singing and prayer, the minutes of yesterday’s sessions were read. | 

‘The Committee on Finance presented the following report which was accepted and adopted, viz, 

Having examined the records we find that, in addition to the sum of £600 obtained or now desired by the Mar- 
sovan Station from the legacy of Mrs. Leonard, applications amounting to £915 have been approved by the Committee 
ud Interim. ‘This makes a total of fr. 1514 which we suppose to exceed the amount of the legacy. , If however, there 
s still a surplus, over and above this sum, and if it appears that the stations of this mission have no more pressing 
Applications to make, at present, we would recommend that £r. 200 be granted to the Aintab Station for the completion 


the church at Killis. 


‘wo applications were then presented for further grants from the above legacy, viz. a plea from Caesarea Sta- 
tion for Fr, 100 additional for Angora, and one from Trebizond Station for #r. 200 inv aid of the Armenian Church of 
Ordoo. It was voted to add these two items to the list of sums applied for, these also to take precedence of the applica- 

tion for Killis, | 

Dr. Parmelee read a letter addressed to Dr. Smith asking fora furlongh for the coming summer for himself and 
Mas. Parmelee, with #r, 30 as a grant in aid. This application was endorsed by the mission. 

The remaining Estimates for 1902 were then read, and the whole list of Estimates was adopted. Additions to the 
ter to the Missionary House were presented by Mr. Mc. Naughton and the whole letter was adopted by the mission. 
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It avas voted to commit the final preparation of the Jetter to the B. L. M. A. S: to the Committee. ad Interim. 
The Secretary was requested and authorised to prepare, and the Publication Committee to publish, a pamphlet giving a 
summary of the Station Reports of the year, with such other information concerning the work in our hands as may 
stimulate’friends every where to pray and give for the prosecution of the work in its various departments. 


It was-voted to accept the invitation of Marsovan Station to hold our next annual meeting, D. V. at Marsovan | in 
July 1902.

| And what we write is not in the way of accusation, but is 
simply a Statement of things hich have come to our ears, and which we have 
heard anwillingly.: We are told that our brother, Mr.Baldwin of Broussa, 
is envagel in commercial: business.: No one has been encouraged to make such 
charges against hia. But when sone of us have said that it was not plea- 
_ Sant to hear acousations against a missionary associate it has been intie 
mated to them that it sisht be their duty to do so, and they have listened 
in the hove of being able to free Mr.Baldwin from anjust saspicion.. oe 
- No one has hinted that Mr.Baldwin has been anfair or dishonest 
in any business transaction. The sole affiraation is that he is in business 
ani the question is asked why it is that when other missionaries sive then- 
selves wholly and ina self-sacrificing spirit to the Lord’s work, and seem 
to have no other interest but the buildins up of his spiritual kingdom, 
this: one is so largely engaged in business.- The charge has been heard in 
Stations as distant from Broussa a3 Cesarea and WVarsovan and in some pla- 
ces the name “commercial missionary” has been given to our brothers And 
it is affiraed by native frienis that sach business connestions are incos- 
patible with Vr.Baldwin’s: usefulness as a aisstonary aad have already 
proved a serious hindrance thereto.: 
We do not forget that there are those who take pleasure 
in circulating such charges against missionaries, and that a story of this 
kind, once started, travels ravidly.: We recosnize the fact that the 
personal’ antivathy of one man aight be the source of such charges. And 
yet, in the present instance, the statementscone from so many and are 
made with such circumstantial details that we do not feel ourselves at 
liberty to ignore then. 
fhe two most important statements are these: 
1.: Wr.Magurditch Shahunvirian is at the head of a large 
devartaent store im Broussa,and the capital with which the business is 
carried on, or a& least a large portion of it, is furnished by Wr.8aldwin 


at least a large portion of it, is farnished by Mr. Baldwin, who thas becones 
a silent vartner in the firma, and this partnership began at least seven: 
years aso.’ | 

2. ‘“r.Stevan Dinvilian, lately sub-asent of the Sinver Sewing 
Company at ski Shehir, a few months ago: came from that city to Broussa, 
whera he ovened a store with capital furnished by Wr.8aldwin.: Though not 
anvearing at either of these stores as salesman or manager, Wr.Raldwin is 
thus concerned in their prosperity, and has business interests in Broussa.- 

We regret that these statements have come to as while Vr.8aldwin 

is absent in America, and that we cannot, at this meeting, heer his explana- | 
tion of his course. We are confident that in any thins he has done he has 
acted with a good conscience, and has convinced himself that his action is 
consistent with his duty as a missionary. We feel, howaver, that, if the 


statements we have given here are true, he has violated the spirit of the 


rules given on vases 19 and 20 of the Handbook,and has committed a grave 
error of juisment — he has put serious aatestin in the way of his 
missionary success. 
But we do not vrejudge our beloved ssseubete;: The object of our 
letter is simoly to pass on to the Prodertial Committee the statements we 
have heari, in the hove that this will lead toa fmll and frank considera- 
tion of the matter by the Committees and Mr.RBaldwin. And, nothins will please”

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Constantinople Christian Literature Fund. 


FOUR FACTS constitute to-day a crisis in the history of progress — 

in Turkey - 
1. Education has opened a way for literature to shape the adéel 
growth of the people; but morally stimulating books in native lan-. 
guages are wanting. 
2. American missionaries have won such a leading position in the 
field of literature in that land that they can reach all the people 
with Christian books of power. 
3. The missionaries have not the money to publish the fresh, 
attractive, inspiring books needed to continue the culture begun in 
the schools. : 
4. Half educated native writers of atheistical tendency and ven- 
dors of the pander's literature have found that there is money in this 
situation, and, if inaction to-day permits the apostles of eeneuss +87 
to wrest from the hands of the missionaries pre- eminence in the lit- 
erary field, @ like opportunity for molding the moral qualities of 
the nation can hardly occur again. 
Missionaries of the American Board have been in great degree the 
agency by which a knowledge of reading has been spread through Turkey. 
More than any other writers in the empire tlbay are equipped for giv- 
ing to the people books that will elevate, whether in Turkish, Greek 
oF Armenian. They have agencies in every province, and sell their 
books even in Persia and Russia. The American Board supports the mis- 


Sionaries and assistants engaged in literary work; the London Tract 


Society annually grants $1,250 for printing tracts and some other 
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strictly evangelistic literature, but there is no money to publish 
books for young people, for the Christian culture of the community at 
large, or for stimulating thought among the clergy and other leaders. 

Schools continuously pour out multitudes ready to read without 
discrimination. Prevailing conditions make . the issues of native pub- 
lishers at the best indiscriminate, and for the most part vicious. 
‘Experience has shown that if the missionaries offer the people good 
books they will be bought and appreciated. We all know that the press 
is the only means by which a small body of workers can influence vast 
multitudes. Yet the mission press is almost idle because there is no 
money to maintain it in activity. 

In this emergency it is desired to raise a fund of THIRTY THOUS - 
AND DOLLARS for the use of the Publication Committee of the American 
Board's Missions in Turkey. This fund will be applied entirely to 
maintaining book manufacture ; that is to say it will be dedicated to 
the expense of paper, illustrations, printing and binding books of 
Christian culture without sectarian bias. 

Printing will have to be done in three leading languages of the 
country, and the necessity for this duplication makes the sum pro- 
posed small in proportion to the enterprise contemplated. 

| The plan is to proceed cautiously ; to issue well-chosen books in 
attractive form, and to sell the books at a small advance only over the 
cost of production. This will keep the price of the books low, will 
provide for the cost of distribution over a great territory, and at . 
the same time will gradually increase the annual output while ensuring 
the final return of all the money to be used again. In short, the 
fund is to be a capital which is gradually to be invested ina busi- 


ness of which any profit will go to extend the business. Properly 
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managed such a fund will not only initiate, but, like an endowment for 
a school, will permanently continue this enterprise of education, en- 
lightenment and spiritual culture. 

Because of the unsectarian quality of the literature contemplat- 
ed, philanthropists of every name may aid in this effort to stimulate 
moral growth in a nation. Because of the profoundly beneficent aim 
of the undertaking, every Christian may help it, for it is of the 
class of work which Jeous Christ did when he walked among men.

At a regular meeting of the station held last 
week after long discussion in regard to the financial condition 
of our Boys ‘Boarding school,it Was voted unanimously to place 
the matter formally before the Prudentiel Committee.After 
years of strehuous effort we have succeeded in erecting a fine 
building end in laying founds tions for permanent and effective 
work for ALL races in this field. But at the very time when 
the door is open for a@arger enterprises we find ourselves in 
very serious danger of being obliged to close our institution 
because of inability to meet current expenses. The eliects of 
the old regimeae,combined with shortage of crops for two years 
in succession,have nearly doubled the cost of living, while the 
pupils are less able to pay than was the case © few years ago. 
Consequently our school is in a critical condition.a brief 
statement of cur financial condition today will make the sit-

documents: 

We are persoually very warmly attacied to Dr. and Mrs,.Carring- 
ton, aud surink from the thought of losing them from our sijiciatnaaaiia 
circle in Marsovan, We highly appreciate and value Dr .Carrington’s 
srofessional skill, yr the thought of his leaving the medical work | 
here, which he has so laboriously built up, is not a welcome one to us, 
At the same time, in view of his own strongly expressed preference for 
the change, and Liview of the urgent pressure for it on the part of 
some at Paabaubiaieiie: aiid ln view of the hope of an adequate gupply 
for the continuance of the ee work in Marsovan, we do not wish to 
put any Obstacle liu the way of the transfer of Dr.Carrington to Con- 
Stantinople, if there is a reasouable prospect of the carrying out of 
the plans proposed. If he goes.ue shall go with our most cordial wim-

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.Il. We should be glad:to see a vigorous medical work established

but 1t does not appear like a very dignified proposal to be made to tk 
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Mission, It seems to us perfectly clear that if the Board approves 
the principle of the proposed undertaking, they should add to the sala-

‘shat they have denied, but in this case the decision is so obviously due to 
aisunderstanding and lack of information that it seess our duty to call the 

Committee’s attention to the actual facts in the case. Allow us to state 
‘them'as follows:- Since the tine of the appointaent of Dr.Carrington to 
Marsovan Station it:has been the recognized principle of the:Board to main- 
‘tain a physician at that point, and it has been repeatedly acknowledged that 

‘that the Station sas justified in including an ites for the salary of such 
‘physician in-its annual -estinates. Dr. Carrington aent to the 

"United States we secured Dr. Ottley to occupy the position temporarily, but 
in view of the fact that the board was still at expense for Dp. Carrington as 

_ the physician of our Station, se asked nothing froa the Board for Dr.Ottley, 

but took his salary out of the income of the Hospital. This sas very dif- : 


ficult to do, but by having only one Baglish nurse, and by econogizing in 
other lines, and absorbing an existing balance, ae sere able to accoaplish it. 
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fhe records however ghow that this method diminished perceptibly the success 
and efficiency of the Hospital, and it was evident that it could not continue 
its work on this basis. When it became evident that Dr.Carrington was not 
to return to Marsovan, all felt that some adequate person must be found to 
take his place, and all eyes turned instinctively to Dr.Warden. In your let- 
ter to Mr. White of March 9.1905. you say, “...This makes it clear that for the 


nedical work at Narsovan ne must find another man”..°Sr.Marden is at present at 
Adana.”...* I know that he greatly enjoyed being at Warsovan...”.." It is desi- 
rable for every reason that this matter should be taken up at once, and the 
wish of the Station expressed.” It was expressed, and that very emphati- 
cally, in letters both to you and to Dr. Marden. You are aware that we 
received from Dr.Narden a categorical negative,. and that forbade our putting 
‘in any estimate for his salary. - When ultimately altered circumstances led 
him to a different view, and he came to Marsovan, we addressed ( I wrote in 
September last ) a request for the needed sum. $$ In view of all these facts 
and hearing no refusal from you, after correspondence with Wr. Peet, our Trea- 
surer inserted in his semi-annual account a charge for Dr.Narden’s salary for 
the first two quarters under the head of “Bxpenditures not under appropria- 
tions.”, confidently expecting that the Prudential Committee would see the 
consistency and the need of the request. § In view of the narrow margin of 

the Hospital funds, and the strenuous effort required in order to keep it out 
of debt, you can readily understand how seriously we were disappointed to have 
the sum charged back to M.Peet from Boston. Dr. Barton, in his letter of 
April 18.1906 says that the combined sub-committee stated “that it has never 


been the understanding at the Rooms in Boston that any expense sould come to 
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the Board’s treasury either for Dr.Marden’s traveling expenses, or for his 
support while in Marsovan.” From the facts presented above I think you 
rill see that this statement, which was the basis of the Prudential Commit- 
tee’s action, was incorrect, as the salary asked for was the one medical

The sub-committee on Turkey, to which was referred a lette# fron 

Dr. C. C. Tracy, of Marsovan, which letter was ehforsea by the oemmittee- 
ad-interim at Constantinople, appealing from the decision of the Pruaen- 
tial Committee in regard to the salary and traveling expenses of Drs Mar- 
den, after carefully considering Dr. Tracy's 4etter and the previqus 
report of the Committee on the subject, beg leave to report as féliavs: 
; We regret that there seems to be a misunderstanding on the part cf 
the Mar sovan station as to the attitude of thp Prudential Committee on this | 

subject. There is no doubt whatever in the winds wf your eonmittee of 
the value of the medical work at Marsoven and of the importance of keep- 
ing it up. Neither is there any doubt as to the need of money for its 
support. Your comiit tes would most gladly recomend not only an eppro- 
 priation sufficient to meet the expenses of Dr. Warten, put also addi- 
ti onal appropriations for the mich needed support and helping of the 
Hospital and its work. 


Thie question, in the minds of your committee, ig wholly a finanetel 
one, as are most of the questions which come before the Board at the pres- 
ent time « In view of the financial stringency the Comittee has been un- 
able, during the past year, to consider to any great extent the merits of 
cases asking for appropriations, but has been compelled to basa its action 
almost exclusively upon the financial ability of the Board to respond. 
A year ago the Prudential Committee decided to assume no new sajaries 
during the fiscal year. To that decision the Committee has most elosely 
adhered. The request of the Marsovan station for the assumption on the 
part of the Prudential Committee of the salary of Dr. Marden was the re~ 
quest for the assumption of nit ortag, the Br. 
Carrington, received no mlary from the Board. Dr. Carrington remained 
upon the salary list of the Board and remains there still. 


The request 
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that the Prudential Committee should assume the salary of Dr. Marden and 
other expenses was one which the sub-committee to Turkey could not rece 
ommend in view of the previous action of the Prudential Comittee which 
had been closely followed throughout the year. 

In Dr. Tracy's letter he suggests that the Prudential Committee is 

pledged to furnish one physician's salary at Warsovan continuously. 

Your committee would suggest that the Marsovan station's attention be 
called to the fact that the Prudential Committee does not pledge itself 
to provide a salary for any missionary at any station or for any specific 
work indefinitely. ‘The Committee mst decide ail such questions acéording 


to its ow financial resources. In two missions of the Board during the 
past year large and important medical work hag been completely closed 
‘because the Prudent lal Commit tee could not furnish a salary for a wdieal 
missionary to take the place of one who had withdrawn. While the Com 
mittee desires to furnish the supply of workers for every department of 
work #0 that nothing will suffer, it must be controdled in its action by 
the resoure’s at its command. 


In view of these facts, your comilttee recommends that the action | 
taken in April be reaffirmed, that the request of the Marsovan station 
for salary and traveling expenses for Dr. Marden be denlined. 

We would further recommend that the facts referred to in this report 
be communicated to the Marsovan station, that they my wnderstand epme~- 
thing of the financial straits under which the Prudential Committee is 
trying to carry on the work of the Board.

House. As you know we began this building without any authori- 
zation fram the Committee. | The Woman's Board paid for the land on 
which it stands in exchange for the Double House which has been 
turned over for the uses of the Girls’ Schools. To begin the 
new house we raised some money in America in driblets and borrowed 
some without interest. In Mareh 1902 we asked the Prudential 
Committee to give us a grant of 200 liraz to meke possible the fin- 
ishing of the house . This request was vefused but in its place 
permission was givwn to use the surplus rent of the Station for this 
purpose. §§ Before this permission was given, in order to get the 
house in condition so that we could live in one floor of it and give 
up the Double house to the schood, Mr. Perry became personally re- 
sponsible for a debt of 100 liras using Board money to this extent 
with the understanding here that he would take the responsibility if 
criticised for it. | So far as we know no objection has came fran 
Boston to this overdraw.

Dear Dr. Smith;- 
In vour letter of April 4th, 1904, informing us of 

the inability of the Prudentiel Committee to make us a grant of 200 
liras for the purehase of a site for the Normal school you say; 
"The station will undoubtedly renev the request and with such added 
urgency as the lapse of time will vield. I think it almost certain 
thet whenever the Committee can see its way clear to make this grant 
the grant will be made. One of the conditions helping the Committee 
to see its way will be the steadfrest renewal of the request from the 
station." 

In harmony with the above sentiments I once more on behalf of 
Sivas Station present our Semi-Affnual request for this grant and take 
pleasure in so doing because it seems tO us that the lapse of time has 
given us new ana forceable reasons for asking a favorable considera- 
tion. If we have succeeded during the past five years since this 
request was first made, in making clear to the Prudential Committee the 
need which the Sivas Normal School is trying to fill, and the Oppor- 
tunity for greater service which lies before it depending largely on 
the investment of a very small sum Of money, (and this seems clearly 
understood from the hearty approval of the Committee to our request), 
then our correspondence has not been in vain but has accomplished its 
main purpose, even before the grant is made. 

Now that the need of this center of a great Villayet for such 
a school as we are trying to build up is understood and the need of the 
school for a moderate equipme {nt for this work is admitted, it seems 
not worth while to spend more time on this subject and I wish simply 
to call vour attention to changes in conditions during the past five

]. Changes in population and increased interest in education. 

The best authorities claim th:t the population of Sivas city has 

increased for the past several years at the rat» of 2000 a year and is 
now nearly 60,000. © These newcomers are not paupers but those who 
seek better Opportunities for themselves and their children. 
Owing partly to this influx and partly to the improvement of the school 
the interest in education constantly grows. Chenges for the bettet 
during the past tWo vears in the Gregorian schools oblige us becamse 
we are not satisfied witn their religious training, tO continue to 
improve our school. The Jesuits also, encourgaed by the outcome of 
their zovernnent troubles are planning to improve and enlarge thewr 
schools, and it does not seem as“thouge> this oldest missionary school 
in Sivas should be sidetracked by others even though they have more 
foreign workers andvastly sore money. 

During these five years the attendance in the Normal Schoo] 
has increase: from 30 to over 100, the amount and quality of work 
done has been greatly improved and the time is near we hope when we 


shall have plenty of teachers to supply our needs and of a quality of 


which we need not be ashamed. —§ The purpose of thic school to pre- 
pare Christian teachers preachers and business men was never more in 


our thoughts than this year. On June 7th, 1902. J wrote you as 


follows; "We ought to have in the near future and must have if the 
work of this Station is to prosper a Boarding School of at least 50 
boys who will go back to their villages t9° supply the growing demand 
for Christian teachers. This is the cheapest and best wav to 

evangelize this field." 
When I wrote these words we had a boarding 


school of 15 boys. This year we have 46 and I am obliged to refuse — 


several good boys who wish tO pay all théér expenses because there is 


not room. 
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3. 
These boys represent 18 cities and villages and seem to be very hope- 
ful material. 


The second change in conditions is brought about by*the be- 


sinning of a medical work in Sivas. Our work here is now scattered 
in four parts of the city quite a distance apart. This renders 
work mOre expensive and more difficult. The plan we have of locat- 
ing the Normal School and the Hospital on the edge of the city would 
combine ee ct these plates and give to both institution s healthier 
and better locations than they now have. It would (also save us 
from the continued annoyance of renting year by year suitable build- 
ings for Boarcing School and Haspital where no suitable buildings are 
to be found. No one vho has not tried it can appreciate the dif- 
ficulties in a large and crowded city in this country of trying to run 
a boarding school in a rented building some distance from the dav | 
schools in one direction and from the Director's house in the Other. 

The third reason and by far the most urgent one is that re- 
garding recognition by the govermnent. You in Boston appreciate 
somewhat our difficulties in carrying on successful work in this land 
in spite of obstacles. The difficulties of gaining a foothogld for 
our school in this center Of a Villayet are infinitely harder than in 
villages like warsovan and Talas. In the course of a fey weeks we 
suppose the differences between the American and Turkish governments 
will be settled and firmens will be issued for schools similar to ours 
like Bardazag and Talas. If we are able to buy soon our permit may 
be included with the rest but if not we are left stranded with no 


vlace for a school recognized by the government obliged to work along 


without official permission and in the future to fight out again the 


same question which is now being settled. Consul Jewett agrees 
with us in the opinion that it may never be as easy again to put the 
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school in its right position before the government as now when such — 
work is to be done by the wholesale. We wish to buy four small 
fields located together. We have money enough for one buy if we 
buy that and wait for the others the price will immediately go beyond 
our reach. . We are confident that we would be saved a vast amount 
of trouble and no inconsiderable amount of money if we could secure 
these fields this Fall. 

For these reasons we ask that the Prudential Committee make 
a special item of our request for 200 liras and include it in the 
extras granted this Fall.

Smith relative to the condition of my father’s health and the prob- 
ability of his death before the regular time for our furlough. 
In the absence of Dr. Smith my letter fell into the hands of Dr. 
Barton who immediately wrote father end after hearing from him,assur- 
ed me that his condition was not at present, at least, dangerous. 


We were of course glad of this news and put aside any thought ofa 
change in our plans. 
By the last post I received a letter from father in which he 
says, "We are fairly well or perhaps it is nearer the truth to Say 
we are quite poorly. Sometimes I feel that I am to stay here but 
- briefly and then f feel quite resolute. I cannot read aloud half 
a page without my voice utterly failing. But when I read of the 
4 death of Dr. Judson Smith and other such men I think I shall follow 
soon. Generally I have a clear brain and can say what I please 
and again I am troubled to express my thoughts. It wotld be a 
great blessing to us if you could come to us for your vacation 
pretty soon for I am failing in all ways."

evidence of a strong and confident grip of the various problems presented 

oy the many-sided efforts of the missionary body. Among the matters 

referred to in these reports were:- 1. {he problem of self-support. 

“increasing poverty,” “unendurabls taxation,” “bitter oppression” were 

recurring phrases in the reports. in the present circumstances of the : 

land retrogression might oe expectsd; but there has peen no backward step. 

Jn the other hand many instances of commendable advance in giving on the 

part of the native churches and communities were cited. 

2. ths wonderful sirengto of tne educational movement impressed 

those who néard the reports. Urowded colleges, bign schools, orimary 

and Kindergarten schools, to a gratilying extent selfsupporting, testify 

to the great imoortance given to this arm of the work py the missionaries 

and to tos enthusiastic response of all classes of the people. 

8, The success ana far-reaching influence of the medical work was so 
vividly brought out that it called forth the suggestion of a medical 
secretary to pS added to the secretarial staii of the Board at Boston. 
The experience of those connected with this branch of the work shows toat 
is a constitucncy outsides the ordinary constituency of toe board 
boat woulda entpusiastically support the medical oranch of the Work While 
remaining nore or less indifferent to the purely evangelistic. No 
prancn of our work is more capable of contriouting bo the coming of ‘the 
Kingdom of God tnan is the medical.

the warmest appreciation of Dr.Post was expressed and the wisn was manifes

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4, ‘the native churches and the evangelistic work, as reported, show 
progress on tne whole. In the face of great difficulties the struggle 
goes oravely on and there is increasing promise of harvest. Some of our 
congregations, as “that at Pera, Constantinople, and that at Adabazar are 
rejoicing in the possession of splendid church buildings newly erected. 

An inportant discussion took place on the report of the committee 
tO which had been referred the letter from the Prudential Committes, dated 
December 12, 1905. In the course of the discussion on this letter it 
appeared that the mission is clearly under the impression that it has 
not succeeded in getting sufficiently into contact wito the Prudential 
Committee, lt seemed evident to the meeting that decisions were sone- 
times reached in Boston and communicated to the missionaries, which, 
in their inception, ignored fundamental facts and important considerations, 
While deep sympathy Was was felt and freauently expressed in regard to 
the ourdens of the Prudential Conmlitee and great admiration of the able 
and busy men who freely give their time and strength to a weekly meeting 
at the nooms, yet it was felt that the standpoint of the mission was not 
sufficiently regarded, and instructions were sometimes issued from 
Boston woich tne missicn considered impossible of observance. 

{t{ was with sincere regret that the mission said “ soodbye” to 
Miss Phoebe Cull, who, after thirty-five years of valuable service, retires 
from the foreign field, followed by the Loving regard of all who nave 
known ner. At the same time toe cali for several new women to occupy 
posts of Lmporvance Walting for them was an enheartening procssding. 
| the necessity under which the Prudential Committee round itself 
to refuse the sum asked for oublication work for the current year was 
felt to be most unfortunate. Letters written to the Prudential Committee 
on the suoject oy Urs. asrrick and Barnum were reported to the meeting and 
strongly endorsed. | | 

ine report of the finance committees, dealing with the estimates 
for 1907, was fully discussed. No Station seems yet to have discovered 
a plan by which to reduce or restrain 10s work within the limits maae 
possiole by the Koard’s appropriations. sitforts, sometimes fairly 
descrioped as desperate, are made to find means of supplementing the 
aporopriations. Jur earnest prayer is that the churchamay speedily 
come to the aia of tos Board, so that the Prudential Committee may be in 
@ position to relieve the missionaries [rom a strain for which there is 
no otner remedy than the suoply of the needa. Where the Board cannot 
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oe and work here, and who, in his contact with the missionaries, talked rich 


Supply the need the missionary must, oftentimes not simply to his 
serious discomfort, put also to the impairment of health. 

The Theological Seminary of the mission was fully reported upon, and 
an interesting and instructive discussion took place in connection with 
a series of resolutions looking to a forward step in theological training. 
We need not only the best native material, but we need the best possible 
training for our men, not for the sake simply of our comparatively limited 
evangelical constituency, but perhaps more for the sake of the thousands 
of non-evangelicals who hang upon the lips of our preachers. 

A pleasing incident of the week was a short call at the Bible 
_Mouse from the Hon.Mr.Bryan, who showed much interest in our presence 


sense and not politics. 
lie also had the pleasure of listening to a talk on the Y.M.G.A. 

work in Japan and elsewhere by the senior secretary of the International 

Committee, ir.n.Weldensall, who has been engaged in the work for thirty-

The opening of the meeting was on an ideal spring day, 

cool and bright, and it seemed a graceful and fitting thing when we found 
ourselves organized by the choice of the two senior members of the Mission, 
each of whom is nearing the end of a half century of service in this land, 


In addition to the routine business which usually fills the 
first day, there was an inspiring address from Dr.Christie of Tarsus who 
was with us for a few hours on his way to the World’s Sunday School Con- — 
vention at Kome. He deeply impressed us by his description of the sterling 
qualities and the wonderful industry and endurance of the late lamented 


growth in spirituality and in numbers of the churches in his Mission. 
Another incident of the first day for which we were profound- 
ly grateful was the reading by Mr.Peet of a letter received from the 
American Ambassador, communicating the good news that a firman has been 
issued granting to American educational, medical and other institutions in 
this land the same recognition and the same rights as have been granted 
to those of other nationalities. For this triumph of efforts continued 
through five years, efforts which have been as persistent as they have been 
patient, the Mission fe@ls that it owes much to our government at Washing- 


affairs. But it feels that it owes the result still more to Him in whose 
hand are the hearts of rulers and who, in answer to the prayers of his 
people, has granted this success.

of the workers is one of hopefulness, and this attitude is justified by the 
results reported. 
be In every station there is more work than can be properly done by 
those engaged in it,and were it not for the necessity of economy imposed 
by the financial limitations, nore laborers, oote native and foreign —_ be 
profitably employed. 
> wa evangelistic, educational, publication, and medical departments 
of the Mission, all have an important part in securing the beneficial and — 
spiritual results we seek, and no one of then could be crippled without — 
detriment to the work. 
The Mission regrets that the financial condition of the Board has” 
compelled it to decline all items included in our contingent estimates, and 
fi nearly all appeals for aid toward the erection of buildings. We ask that, 

i’ if possible, an exception be made in favor of the building for the Mission 
Theological Seminary at Marsovan, toward the erection of which a grant of © 
four hundred liras is asked by the Meeting. 

It is with unusual pleasure that we have learned that Agre may 
receive 2 visit from Kev.Harlem P.Beach D.D. of Yale University next spring. 
We hope the plan of his tour will permit him to be with us at the time of 
our Annual Meeting. We shall be very grateful if officers of the Board, 
or other friends in America, can afd us in facilitating such an arrangement. 

The Mission listened with deepest interest to a report presented by 
Mr.Allen as chairman of a committee appointed at the last annual meeting. 

The report gave evidence of much labor and of a careful study of the problems 
submitted to the committee for investigation. It dealt mainly with three 
subjects: the relation of the Mission to the national churches of the land, 
the improvement of our educational imstitutions, and our relation to our 
native evangelical churches, the last subje¢ét including methods suggested for 
urging our communities forward in the line of self-support, and other matters. 

The discussion of the first question was animated, and extended 
through two sessions. It was participated in by the President, the ex- 
President, and the senior Professor of khobert College, and the agent of the 
American Bible Society, all but one of whom have formerly been missionaries 
of the Board. A few felt that the course most helpful toward the evan- 
gelization of non-Protestant christians would be to advise those members of 
the Orthodox and Gregorian churches who come under the influence of the gospel 


to remain in their old communions and do what they can to leaven them with 
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the truth. 


But the great majority of those present felt that they could not con- 
scientiously advise a man to remain where he might find very little to nourish 
the spiritual life begun in his soul, and where maintaining a consistent 
christian walk. agd faithfully witnessing for Christ might be most difficult. 
The right course, in the view of this majority, is to set clearly before such 
an enquirer the ‘duty of serving Christ and the nature of christian service, 
leaving it to his own conscience to decide as to his future church relation. 
It was also felt that the loyalty to the Protestant churches of the land which 
have been planted by us forbade us to take a course which could hardly fail 
to bring to them discouragement, and against which two of our preachers 
protested by letter and another orally. Throughout the discussion, it was 
evident that all spoke from deep conviction, and in the end all were able 
to unite in a unanimous vote declaring it to be our duty to strengthen the 
Protestant churches, and to show friendsaip and sympathy toward the other 
churches of the land. 

The other two subjects contained in the Committee’s report were referred 
to other committees and will be again considered yext year. 
| The call for a man to join the Puplication Department is one of special 
urgency. The late Secretary of the Board,Dr.Judson Smith, expressed his 
opinion that Mr.Goodsell, now studying in Germany, was one unusually well 
equipped for such work, and the Mission has looked forward with considerable 
confidence to his joining it this Fall, with this work in view. He has now 
been appointed to the Central Mission and v6 must look elsewhere for the 
reenforcement, soon to be imperatively needed, by the department. Only the 
lack of a suitable man on the ground who could be spared from other work, and 
the belief that Mr.Goodsell had pare qualifications for the position, led us 
to think of him in connection with it. Years of missionary experience are 
desirable as a preparation for a share in the work of publication and we know 
no one who combines this with all other needed qualificatious in a higher 
degree than does Mr.Macallum of Marash. Should he be unable to accept our 
invitation, we must call for another man. 

The action of the meeting with reference to the Normal School 

needs a word of explanation. That Adabazar presents some advantages as the 


a seat of such a school is evident. But the school at Smyrna has made a suc- 


cessful beginning of its work, and its pupils of both the Greek and Armenian 
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nationalities have an opportunity to teach under the supervision of their 
normal school instruct{o® and in their own languages. In Adabazar there 
would be not such opportunity for Greek girls. It is therefore thought 
best to retain the normal school at Smyrna, and to limit the number of 
American teachers at Adafazar to three. Tis is not for want of acprecia- 
tion of what the school at Adabazar is accomplishing under its native Board 
of Managers, but because of such appreciation, and because we do not wish 
the work there to be more largely American than it is at present. There is 
need of three American ladies to share the burdens, and to maintain the 
school at its present high level of efficiency. The Mission is prepared 
to give a hearty welcome to the lady newly appointed to Adabazar. There 
will be a scope for the exercise of her skill in training teachers, as 4 
large number of those graduating from that school enter the work of teaching. 

The need of added facilities for training teachers, both for Kindergarten 
and for primary schools is one that is felt in the three interior stations 
of the Mission, and the expense involved makes it impossible for them to send 
more than a very few either to Smyrna or to Trebizond for such training. 

A lady who could train both Kindergarten and primary teachers would fill 

the present need of all these nations by spending a portion of her time 
with each. In the hope of devising a plan by which this end can be secured 
with the least possible expense to the Board, the Mission has postponed action 
until further consultation is had between the statioms concerned. 

When the new building for the Boys’ High School at Talas is completed 
all the stations of the Mission having boys’ schools of this or higher grade 
will have secured at least fairly suitable accommodation for these schools, 
with the exception of Sivas. There the Boys’ School has shown most grati- 
fying growth under the superintendence of Mr.Partridge, but the building 
occupied is inadequate and unsuitable. Now that Mr.Partridge is in America 
the Mission expresses its earnest request that the Prudential Committee of 
the Board authorize him to solicit funds for the new building needed. 
| One of the pleasant features of the Meeting has been the presence of 
Miss Helen Gould with us at some of the sessions. By her winning personali- 
ty, her deep interest in all Christian work, and the evident joy with which 
she recognizes herself as a steward of the Lord, she has charmed us all and 
made her visit an event we shall never forget. 

One session was wholly devoted to the reading of papers on topics 
connected with the Sunday School, followed by a discussion of the same. 
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This nas found so interesting and profitable that a committee was appointed 


to prepare for a similar session next year. Bible study has always 
been promigesitin our churches and schools and bee plan to continue it with 
increased enthusiasm and in the use of improved methods. 

We beg the Prudential Committee to give careful attention to the vote 
An the last session of the meeting concerning the Publication Department. 


4 / We wish your committee to accord to the work of this Department the recog- 


nition which its relative importance and usefulness demand. More than this 
we do not ask, less than this we trust the committee will not give. The 
money given by Mr.Rockefeller and others for new work in the Department has 
been heavily drawn upon to maintain work adready in hand. Under existing — 
circumstances the work of publication can go on, as at present, for only 

two or three years more,and then be almost wholly suspended. Aside from 
the fact df its location at Constantinople, the Department is no more con- 
nected with our Mission than it is with the other two Missions of Asiatic 


Turkey. It seems fitting therefore that it should be regarded as 4 dis- 


tinct entity, having a budget of its own. And the stability which the 


plan proposed would give, would greatly add to the efficiency of the Depart- 


ment.

the Western Turkey Mission assembles under circumstances quite excep- 


tional in many respects, In the first place, instead of belng as 


usual at the Hible House, in Constantinople, we meet at the Mission : 
premises in Marsovan. The skies are skeen, the temperature cool, and 
the air of this bracing climate exhilarating, and those wno come from 
the sea-coast find this a refreshing change. Secondly we are privi- 
leged to have the presence of our Board’s Treasurer, Mr .Frauk d.Wiggin >

, this among other tnings, that Mr Knapp made an eleven days’ journey, 


and Dr,Lee a seventeen days’ journey, in order to secure it, We are

also very glad of the presence at many Of our sessions of Frof.Dwyer, 
of Ropert College, in Constantinople, and of Dr.,Malbon, the skilled A+. 
merican dentist at the wiietes. both of them neeply interested in the 
work of our Mission, These gentlemen have accepted the position of 


corresponding members of our meeting, as well as four pastors of local 


churches, and several of the Professors and teachers of Anatolla Colle. 
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We are grateful to a protecting Providence for the fact that all 
the very considerable journeys, by land and by sea, involved in this 
assemblage, have been accomplished without accident or distress, and 
that while the government of the land is manifestly suspicious and jea 
lous of us and our work, we have suffered no interference or intrusiog 
but on the contrary, officialsin Marsovai and elsewhere, have been 
courteous and helpful. 

We have listened witn interest to aeeets from all parts of our 
own Mission field, and from our sister Missions. The average tone of 
these, while not exuberant, seems to be cakmly hopeful, Progress is 
belng made, ehieugh lo this slow country it would naturally be slow. 

The growing Leek of properly qualified preachers ‘is Occupy vacant pul- 
pits, ‘and to push the evanjélistic work 1n all the region, capnaniiia 
by the translation to a higher sphere of God’s service, within spout a 
year,of not less than five of the most prominent and most esteemed of 
the preachers of this Mission, and also the apparently inereasing in- 
disposition to enter the ministry on the part of intelligent and edu- 

cated young itn: we view @S among the most alarming: symptoms of our 
Situation, And we cannot dissociate it in our minds from tne strong | 
trend towards emigration, which has carried out of the country mich of 
tne best and most needed material, The depression in trade , 
which during the past year has affected the entire commercial world, 
has borne very heavily on those who are always dangerously near the 
sharp edge of their resources, Aside from the external and universa 
reasons for this low state of industrial affairs, the crops in these 


regions megkx@ were largely a failure, so that in some regions the con- 
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dition has been almost one of actual famine, We are thankful to ob- 
serve that the pedebbete for tne crops tnis year are well up to the 
average, and we trust a reasonable degree of prosperity may follow. 
This is a matter of serious consideration to us, not only on grounds ¢ . 
general philanthropy, but maluly because 4 ddores of commercial activ- 
ity is a necessary condition of the support, by the churches and con- 
gregations, of the institutions Whicn they have undertaken to maintain. 
During the past year it has been exceedingly difficult for many of the 
copgregations to redeem their pledges for such support, but we are 

very glad to observe that instead of succumbing to the strain of their 
exceptional circumstances, they have in general pluckily accepted ther 
increased respousibilities, cost largely exertion 
and privation. We use every opportunity to impress it upou our nae 
tive friends that they must iii: aud as rapidly as possible, 
enlarge their activities so as ultimately to assume tne burden of the 
entire aggressive evangelistic work in tne country. At the same time 
we feel assured that a thorough ener an with the work in all its 
parts would convince all fair-minded persons that the time is not near 
when the American Board will be justified in withdrawing from this fiad. 
Tne vastness of the work to be done, and the lack of means and ability 
on the part of our native friends, makes us feel that tne work 1s 
scarcely more than begun, and that much self-denying patience will yet 
be required are it can be passed over wholly to native agencies. 

We make this remark as a distinct reply to suggestious to tne contrary 


not infrequently made by lnfluential parties. It snould be re- 


membered in this connection 


that while in other fields a large number. 
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of other missionary societies ate sharing in the work, and even at 
some points quite decidedly rubbing against each others’ shoulders, 
this broad field of the four Turkey Missions has been left almost ex- 
clusively to tne Anerican Board, and this certainly puts our Society 
under very spéclal obligations to complete the work upon which it has 
entered, 

The sessions of the present meetin; are held in the building oc- 
cupied by Anatolia Colleze, the devotional and other public meetings 
being in the large study hall, or College Chapel, witn sometimes quite 
@ number of outsiders present, while the more private business sessiors 
are held in the sider part of tlie puilding, in what was the original 
assembly hall of tne Theologicel Seminary in the early days,- a much 
smaller room, Tne religious exercises of these sessions have been 
marxéed by solemnity inl thoughtfulness, the afternoon sessions of Mon- 
day and Tuesday belng specially profitable. 

The reading of the letters received Pas the year from the of- 
ficers of tne Board in Boston drew the atteution of the Mission to 
several of the topics which have been discussed ln the meeting. ia 
some of those letters, as well as elsewhere, allusion is made to a 
purpose to press for more direct and general efforts for the evangeli- 
zation of the Mohammedan races, We sympatnize most deeply wita the 
spirit of tnese suggestions, and we repeat what we nave frequently re- 
iterated before, that we consider it the main and ultimate aim of our 
whole Mission to reach and evangelize the ruling race of this land, At 
the same time we do most keealy feel that in seeking to accomplish ths 
it is our duty to use tne utmost caution, Any demonstrative polemic 


method would be sure Ouly to thwart its ows end, but also imme-

diately to pluage into peril and destruction the complicated and valu- 
. able system of workwhich we now have in hand. We pelieve tnat the 
effort which now principally Occuplies our powers and means, namely to 
evangelize the nominally Christian races of the land, is not only the 
ouily broad and confessed effort whicn would be permitted by tne Turk- 
ish government, or by the other Powers, but is the pest means for ulti 
mately reachin; the Mohammedans, and the ay way to Siaiiee an other- 
wise insuperable out of their way. We therefore beg 
‘that our frienis in America and elsewhere will be most wise ind patie 
avoiding the publication of sucn rousing announcements as would irri- 
tate tne government of this land, and bring On disaster to our present 
work, 

From among the many topics On which our present meeting has been 


called to taxe action, we would draw speclal attention to the follow-

Lng polats:- 

1, The Education Commission appolnted by the Mission last year, 
mats @afull and interesting report, showing what is the present state 
of education in our field, and outlining somethin; of what is to be 
done, Tne Mission has put this Board into a more permanent form, and 
we shall look to it for information and suggestion in this important 
line of work, An individual letter just received from Boston speaks 
of the American Board as "“dolng more in the higher educational work 
than any other mission board of America, if not of the world," This 
is a high distinction, and we shall try in our Mission to maintain 
this reputation, 


2. In this same line we have urgently endorsed tne request of the 


Smyrna Station that the Woman’s Board would secure the sum of $40,0U0 
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to enable that Station to secure a suitable location and building on a 
spot now available on advantageous terms, for the proper housing of t® 
Collegiate Institute for Girls, This charming spot at Kara-Tash has 
been inspected by several members of tne Mission and officers of the 
Board, and their conviction is unanimous that the opportunity of se- 
curing such a prize should not be lost, ou that thus alone can the 

prosperous future of this most useful institution be secured. 

5. We desire also once more most —_rre to draw your atten- 
tion to the third annual appeal for meaus to erect a suitable building 
for tne Mission Theological Seminary. Tne members of the Mission beig 
personally On the ground have realized as never before the absolute 
ee Of such a pbuilding to the usefulness and to the very exter. 
ence of this essential and they unanimously, not 
Only to renew the request, but to raise the estimate of the rhiaees 
amount from the former too timid request for £T,.400 ($1760) to four — 

- thousand dollars. ($4000,) A special letter on this subject will set 
forth the facts more in detall, and we feel assured that the money mi 


be forthcoming. 


4, Another laudable project 1a the line of higuner education pre- 
sents itself from Ordou, On the Black Sea, an out-station ofr Trebizond. 
The Greek evangelical church there sets forth confidently and convince 
Pee tne necessity for the establishment ln that town of a strong 
Christian digh Senool, Under the circumstances the Mission has felt 


itself precluded from asking the Board directly for the pitiable sum 


these enterprising people ass as aid to enable tnem to start such a 


school, but we are all deeply impressed with the crying need for sucd 
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an institution. An appeal almost equally distinct and strong comes 
to us from Samsoun, and we feel assured that tne day of higuer educa- 
tion for the masses in this country is dawning. 

2. The canaeeren Station presents a strong plea for aid from the 
Woman’ s Board to the amount of LT.75U, to enable them to make needed 
addition to the building of their Girls’ Boarding Scnool. We are in- 
pressed with the imperative need ln this onae, and we hope the Board 
will find some means to provide for it, 

6, The affairs of our Publication Department in Constantinople 
have occupied mich of our attention, and we very much wish that this 
enterprise could be placed on a more firm and permanent footing. The 
need in this whole land for é. pure and elevating Christian literature 
is not a whit behind the need for education, and it does seem as if a. 
steady supply of tints for this purpose ought somenow to be avallable, 

| Another serious need of the Publication Department was brought to 
our attention by allusions to the advancing age of three of the io 
most heavily burdened in this work, and we have renewed the call for 
-Mr.MeCallum of Marash to be transferred to Constantinople. In doing 
so we have not at all forgotten the claims of the educational work ia 
Marash, nor do we mean to minimize the demands of the Centtal Turkey 
Mission, but the literary worx at the Capital 1s equally for all the 
Missions, aud do not see another maa available for this cahl. We 
hope the transfer of Mr .MeCallum may be readily agreed to by all part®s, 

. «  ostlnee the writing of the bulk of this letter the meeting 
of the Mission has closed, and @ number of the delegates have started 
on their return journeys, The meeting has been notable for the promt< 


hess and unanimity of its actions, and especially for its striking so- 
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Clal features, As we were all together within one compound some of 
our evenings were given to business sessions, but not many. One eve- 
ning was devoted to a socialreception, when our Professors, teachers, 

pastors, ani chureh ites. with their families, had an opportuni 
to meet the delegates and members of the meeting. On another evening 
we enjoyed an impromptu musical entertainment, under the direction of 
the misical instructor in Anatolia Colleze. And on the Fourth of Juy 
we indulged in some mild patriotic demonstrations. As a means for 
constantly meeting Jomestically, as well as to facilitate tne work of 
entertainment, the whole sixty-three of us,- old and young,- took all 
our meals together, and these assemblings at the table tnree times a 


day, with daily afternoon tea at one of the houses, have left a pleas- 


lng aroma as the social impression of the occasion. But these relax- 
ations were Only the necessary reaction from the strenuous work to with 
we applied ourselves durlijy the seven working days of tne meeting. 
Sunday gave opportunity to some of tne guests to address the large cor 
gregations assembled in the evangelical church in the city, and many 
others were present and enjoyed seeing something of this vigorous 
church, It was to some of them their first sigat of a congregation 
larzely seated on the floor, 

As we close this letter we just receive the first word from the 
Annual Meeting of the Eastern Turkey Mission, in session in darpout, at 
just about the same time with ours. _ Also during the same days there

Clans in Asia Minor. Praylng that the efforts represented by © 


these several bodies may be accepted of God, and be used by Him to 
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bring la the harvest to the glory of dis name, and that dis blessing 
may also rest abundantly On you all at home, who are as truly mission 
ries as are any of us, we unitedly send to you all our heartiest and 
most affectionate ereetings.

REPORT ON LANGUAGE. 


The Committee on Language, appointed by the Mission at the last 
Annual Meeting, in November last sent a Circular letter to the Stations, 
and recommended certein courses of study for new missionaries in Turkish, 
Armenian and Greek, | 
The same Committee, acting for the Constantinople Station, have 

to report that there are three members of the Station who come under the 
conditions for examination in language, namely Miss Gwen Griffiths, Miss 
Mary W.Riggs and Miss Annie T.Allen, 

Miss Griffiths writes that the Trustees of the American College 
for Girls stated to her on coming out that, since the language of the 
College is English, she was relieved from the necessity of acquiring 
Turkish. Miss Griffiths says, however, that while she does not feel the 
need of one of the native languages in her school work, she would be very 
glad to acquire Turkish if she could find the time; she hopes also that 
in the summer, or at some other time,she may be able to arrange for the 
study of Turkish. 

Miss Rigés has made sood progress in the study of Turkish in the 


Arabic character; and is ready for an examination as soon as the oppor- 

Miss Allen, since her return from Germany, has taken up the study 
of Turkish with a good teacher, and will ere long be ready for an examination, 


CESARBA,. 


The Committee on Language of the Cesarea Station, namely Dr.William 
S.Bodd and Miss E.D.Cushman, report on the examinations of Rev.& Mrs H.M. 
Irwin, Miss S.¥,.Orvis, Miss A.S.Dwight, Miss Longhridge and Miss L.F. 
Cole. 

Mr.Irwin, after one year’s study, reads easily in Armeno-Turkish, 
though his accentuation is incorrect. He has read considerable in the 
Bible, and has studied the Primer and Medkhel. In Arabo-Turkish he has 
studied the Primer and the Osmanli-Medkhel, and reads selections from the 
latter quite easily. In Grammar, Syntax and Construction he is very 
sood. In oral translation from Turkish to English and from English to 


Turkish he does well. In written translation from Turkish to English 
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he is almost perfect, and from English to Turkish is good. He converses 
a great deal with the people, and is advised to give special attention 
to drill in pronunciation. 

Mrs Irwin, after one year’s study, reads well and correctly in Armeno- 
Turkish. She has read most of the Gospels and can translate into English. 
Has studied Riggs’ Grammar and part of Medkhel. In Grammar, Syntax and | 
Construction she needs much more drill. In oral and written translations 
She does well. In translating from English to Turkish she is not so good, 
but is still good, considering the amount of time she has been este to give 
to study. 

Miss Orvis, after two year’s study, | pronounces and accents very 
correctly. In Armeno-furkisb she has read the Gospels and Acts, Jessica’s 
First Prayer, some tracts, portions of the Avedaper, and portions of the 
First and Second Natural Science Readers. She has studied Riggs’ Grammar, 
the Primer and Medkhel. In Arabo-Turkish she reads well, and prefers it to 
the Armeno-Turkish. She has read most of the Gospels and Acts, and has 
studied part of the dhaller Osmanli Grammar, the Osmanli Medkhel, the First 
and Second Readers, and Well’s Grammar. In Grammar, Syntax and Construction 
she is very correct. In oral and written translations she 1s very good. 
She converses with the people a good deal. The past Fall she began the study 
of the Armenian language, while keeping on with Turkish. 

Miss Dwight, after two years’ study, pronounces and accents beauti- 
fully. She reads easily in the Armeno-Turkish. She has read the Gospels, 
Acts and other portions of the Bible, the Third Reader, Hymn Book and The 
Other Wise Man, and has studied the Medkhel. In Grammar, Syntax, Orthogra- 
phy and Derivation she is very correct. She translates easily and correctly. 
In Arabo-Turkish she reads as easily as in Armeno-Turkish. She has read 
nearly all of the New Testament, some Psalms and part of the Life of Lincoln, 
and has studied the Primer, the Second Reader, the Smaller Osmanli Grammar and 
part of the Larger. She is urged to use her language more freely. She 
has also begun the study of Greek. 

Miss Loa@épridge, after three year’s study, pronounces and accents 
very correctly. She reads fluently in Armeno-Turkish. Has read the 
Gospels, Acts, Romans, Corinthians, Second and Third Readers, and portions 
of the Avedaper. She has studied Riggs’ Grammar and the Medkhel. In 
Arabo-Turkish she reads easily. Has read the Primer and the First and Second | 
Readers, and has studied theagmall Osmanli Grammar, part of the Larger and 
Well’s Grammar. In Grammar, Syntax and Construction she is exceptionally 
good. In oral translations she does well, and in written translations 
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she is good, but makes some mistakes. She is said not to converse with 
the people very much. She is advised to do less studying and to give more 
time to conversation. 

Miss Cole after three years’ study, pronounces well and has a good 
accent. In Armeno-Turkish she reads correctly. Has read the Gospels, 
Acts, Psalms, Second Reader and part of the Third and some Tracts. Has 
studied Riggs’ Grammar and the Medkhel. In Arabo-Turkish she has made 
a beginning and has studied part of the Primer, the Osmanli Medkhel, and 
Well’s Grammar. In Grammar, Syntax, Construction and Orthography She is | 
weak. In oral: translations she does fairly well, but in written transla- 
tions from English to Turkish is not so good. She converses easily, and 
understands exceedingly well. She is advised to give special attention 
to careful written translations from English to Turkish. 

Miss Orvis, Miss Dwight and Miss Loaghridge are —_ ‘to receive 

a certificate for proficiency in language. 


MARSOVAN. 


The Committee on Language of the Marsovan Station, namely Dr. Edward 

Riggs and Dr.C.C.fracy, report that those who come under the conditions © 
for examination are Miss Ward and Mr.Getchell. Miss Ward is studying 

the Armenian language, and Mr.Getchell, the Turkish. But neither one of 
them has been called upon to pass examinations, under the requirements of 
the Mission, because circumstances did not appear to warrant such a demand. 
Owing to the very much depleted numerical strength of the Station, which for 
several years has brought a special strain upon all the members of the 


force, Miss Ward and Mr.Getchell have been obiiged to be steadily occupied in 


such work as they could do in English, and hence they have had very little 
time or opportunity to undertake regular study of the languages on which 


they have begun. On the return of Dr.Tracy and the arrival of new associates, 


it is hoped that this long strain will be relaxed, and these individuals 
will be able to give some eeasonedte time to the regular study of the 
languages of the country. 


SIVAS. 


The Committee on banguase of the Sivas Station, namely, Rev.Mr.Perry 
and Rev.Mr.Partridge, report that those who come under the conditions for 


examination are Dr.0.&.Clark, Mrs Miss Mary L.Graffam and Miss Nina BE. 


Rice. 
Dr.Clark began the study of Turkish in Talas in January 1904, where 
he remained teCJune. In Sivas, since August 1904, he has had three lessons 
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come under the conditions for examination are Mr.Samuel on Mrs 


a week from the principal of the Boys’ High School. His lessons have 
been twice interrupted, however, by professional: tours, and at Kara Hissar 
he was stricken with Typhoid fever and delayed several weeks. Yet @n 
examination, given him on March 25, in the Second Reader andin Medkhel as 
far as page 190 was satisfactory. In written translations from the books 
mentioned he has done well. He is continuing his studies in Turkish, using 
the Armenian character, and is following the course suggested by the 
Committee of the Mission.

Miss Graffam, having been alone for a long time in - the Girls’ 
School, has taken few lessons, but speaks Armenian fluently and quite 
correctly.

SMYRNA. 


The Committee on hanguage of the Smyrna Station are Rev.Alexander 
MacLachlan and Miss Emily McCallum, Mr.McNaughton writes that those who 


Carrie B.Caldwell, Mrs May S.Tracy and Miss Jeannie b. Jillson. ome three 
persons first mentioned are studying Greek, and Miss Jillson, Armenian. 
As no examination has yet been held, it is impossible to make a definite 
statement touching progress in study, but it is expected that at the 
expiration of a year of study examinations will be held.

Dr.b.S.Crawford reports that only “Miss Charlotte °.Halsey comes 
under the conditions for examination, and that she has neither time or 
strength to undertake regular Armenian lessons. She, however, reads 
the Armenian Bible with her pupils at their mornings devotions, and understands 
enough Armenian to tell whether her assistant translates for ner from 
English into Armenian correctly or not. She also appreciates and enjoys 
Armenian preachins.

While at 
Marsovan I had the opportunity to examine her in Armenian, and was greatly 
pleased with her pronunciation of Armenian and with her knowledge of Armenian 
Grammar. (Indeed I have hardly sever met the person, who in nine months has 
made so good progress in the acauisition of the Armenian language as Miss 
Gils. 
Dr.C.C, Tracy and Dr.fdward Riggs make the following report

‘in the study of Turkish. ‘They gave their time in tre main, for a year, to 
this work, refraining from such other occuvation as would interfere with it. 
Dr. Hoover has so far mastered the language, that he does his medical work 
effectively. carries on his consultations with ths vatients directly and 


intelligently, and is fairly on his feet in the work of the medical department. 
4, SIVAS Station has no new missionaries who come under the re- 

‘quirements of language study. Dr. and Mrs Clark and Miss hice who arrived 

in 1908, were given examinations by the Language Commitiee of the Station in 

the following years. Miss Cole who went to Sivas in September last .had 
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Barton 


already completed ner Turkish examinations while stationed in Cesarea. 

5, SMYRNA Station asks for the necessary appropriation ifor language 
study in the case of two ladies, who, though present in Smyrna more than 
the three years during which it is exnecisd that such studies will be completed, 
have not opportunity to study for the second examination. Miss Jillson 
and Mrg Tracy .havé, each, taken examinations for one year’s work, and reauire 
one year more for study. Miss Jillson came ‘out at .her own charges, and 
therefore the question of language study was not raised until after two — 
years, when she entered the service under the Woman’s Board. Sinee then 
the siete of the teaching force in the American Institute for Girls has 
hampsred her studies. In Mrs Teacy’s case illness and an abssnes of | 
seven months have caused the postponement: Of studies “DShOneiag to the second 
year. 

6, There is no Language Resort: from the Trebizond Station, but we 
hear that Miss Halsey has continued her work, and has, we ‘rust, continued to 
improve in language.

The Committee appointed by the Western Turkey Mission 
+o review oanere read by Dr. tracy and Mr. Allen 


at its Annual Meeting in 1906. 


On the oceasion of the celebration of the 75th anniversary of 
he occupation of Constantinople as a station of the American Board, Mr. 
Jlen was given an opportunity to state the impressions received during 


in extended tour made by him in the central and northern parts of the 


iission. This paper, after emphasizing the vital character of the work 


lone by noble and consecrated missionaries through nearly three-quarters 


f a century, called attention to certain disquieting evidences of what 

Bicht be termed "arrested development," and asked the question whether 
he Gime had not come to review the wnole field in a calm, sane spirit, 
usbhand limited resources of strength and means, and orepare for a united 
orward movement all along the Line, The topics suggested for considera- 
‘ion were the self-support of the evangelical communities, their more 

fficient organization for concerted effort, the marvellous growth of 


‘ducational institutions as a development of missionary work and the need 


f their standing in closer relations for the purpose of spiritual and 
ntellectual ends, and finally, the responsibility of individual missiocn- 
ries and the Mission toward the historic Christian churches of the Hast. 

At a later meeting Dr. Tracy read a paper on the heaetos and 
reanization of the executive office of the American Roard with respect 
‘2 more efficient management of the foreign field, and closed with an 


ypeal for closer relations hetween the stations of the Mission. 
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Since these two papers contained various suggestions hearing on 
mission policies, it was thought best to give them more careful consider= 
ation. The Comittee then apvointed for that purpose now has the honor 
to report, 

Te Committee felt incompetent to deal wnaided with these 
weighty problems and invited to its assistance every mamber of the Missicn 
by issuing a circular containing 356 questions and soliciting the fullest 
and frankest expression of opinion. With one exception the wives of 
missionaries did not, reply, shall we say for obvious and well known 
reasons? Hliminating thie number of "silent partners," out of a total of 
52, 34.replies were received. The Committee takes this occasion to thank 
all those who sacrificed valuable time and placed at its disposal the 
pest fruit of their thought and experience and hv their. own enthusiasm 


gave needed courage. 


Tie query has been raised why in this arrav of themes so vital 


to missionary work in the Ottoman Empire no place has been siven to 
problems connected with the ruling race. In the first, place it was 
thought unwise in so general a correspondence as the Committee had under- 
: taken to place this as a topic among the issues raised. In the second 
place, neither of the papers submitted to the Committee referred to this 
important matter, And in the third place, If, may be added, the siuhiect 


is one of such magnitude as to require special treatment. 


This suggests a word of explanation which mav not be out of 
place at this point. Your Gomnittee has tried its hest to prepare for a 
faitnful accoiunting of its work covering the past 12 months. In spite of 
its errors in the use of unofficial terms the Committee has had no plan 
of reforning the Western Turkey Mission, a process for Wiich happily 
there is no call and never will he. AS individuals chosen to work toge- 
ther in the interests of the Mission our lovalty to its honored past and 


our helief in its still more glorious future have fed the flames of our

enthusiasm to sta hignest point. If we speak with positiveness of con- 
viction and depth of feeling, we ask you fo take this as an evidence of 
our sincerity and the desire we have of fusing our common purposes by the 
white heat of enthusiasm for the grandest work that ever fell to the 
share of men. We have no criticisms to offer of the past. We have no 
reflections to cast on noble men and women who for faithful service shall 
surely win the crown of life. In obedience ‘is our instructicns We desire 
to place hefore vou the whole field as it is today and ask vou to survey 


it in the broad and dispassionate spirit of those who realize that the 


destinv, the sniritual welfare of several millions of men, depends not 
only on deep consecration but that highest statesmanship of which the 
human mind is capable. We call no one's conscience in question. We ask 
for no surrender or compromise of principle, on the contours we appeal t0 
your nishest sense of duty and your unquestioned love for Him whose un= 
sullied spirit breathed the very air of catholicity and left. as his 
heritage the broadest and purest love the world has ever known. In what 
we believe to he a critical hour of the intellectual and spiritual histor 
of these Rastern peoples, when the whole political, social, and moral 
atmosphere is quivering with impending changes, let us face the facts as 
we find them, not however with reference to the past but to the Future. 
This hour, by its solemn obligations, summons us to meet the crisis with 
an unflinching courage, a broad interpretation of our Christian Ambassa- 
dorship, and in the whole-souled union of an undivided hody, 


As one of our number nas well said,"Primarilyvy and ultimately 


the aim of all missionary work in Turkey must remain the same - the 
building up of Christ's Kingdom, and as this Kingdom is all inclusive, we 


mist be careful not to associate it, too closely with a single organiza- 


tion." Our attitude as workers for spiritual ends toward organized 
bodies of men must he either friendly or hostile. The middle course - 


indifference = can never characterize Christian service, “An attitude of 
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friendliness toward the old cormmunions does not imply an acceptance of 
their dogmas nor on the other hand does hostility mean personal animosity} 
rather a withholding of friendship. The first is an enjoyable privilege, 
while the second, if duty demands if, is a stern necessity. In other 


words, if we would be leaders in the Christian thought and life of this 


country, in whatever position we take we must be consistent, This 
motive has enided us in formulating the following issues of the dav, 
First we have tried to grasp clearly the import of our message to the 
peoples of this country and in the second place our effort has heen to 
place these issues in consistent relation with this message and with one 
another, If a new sense of dutv and opportunity brings us nearer to the 
Old churches, the same sense should awaken in us a stronger love for the 
eVanzelical commmnities., Should we plan new work among our brethren of 
the national Armenian and Greek Churches, the same plan should include 
our friends in the evangelical churches, One must not, be sacrificed to 
the other nor must one be built up at the expense of the other, 

Amvhasizing then the need of Christian statesmanship in the new 
day that, is dawning for Turkey, the largeness of our present opportuni- 
ties, the broadest possible interpretation of our message, and the 


consistent avnlication of it, we present the following statements under 


principal heads, 


Le What should the attitude of the Missionary hody he toward the old 
churches of the land? 

This matter is treated quite fully in answer to several of the 
"seneral questions" for menhers of the Mission to amar. in nearly all 
of which due importance is given to this great prohlem, An analysis of 
these answers shows the following differences of opinion. Several of 


them would be well worth quoting if there were time to do so, 


The first is represented bv the answer that hy all means we 
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should urge those evangelically inclined in the old communions to unite 
with the Protestant churches. This answer is in substance given bv six 
members of the Mission, 

The second class, eighteen in nember) 46 represented by the 
iAbie® that there should he no attempt at proselytizing. Some would like 
to see those evangelically inclined come into the Protestant fold; others 
would be satisfied + -0 have them remain in the old church, in noth cases 
leaving the matter to the individual conscience. 

The third class, 14 in number, believing that the evangelically 
inclined "represent the best fruit of the evangelical work" would 
encourage them to remain in the obd church “as a transforming power" there. 

In the answers there is an almost unanimous expression to the 
effect that our attitude toward the old churches should be one of 
"cordial sympathy." It is also frequently urged that our purpose is the. 
reform of abuses in the old churches rather than the disintegration of 
those churches, It is a question, however, whather sich expressions of 
"sympathy" and of our "leading purpose" are quite consistent with the 
thought and policy which were developed manv vears ago. Cordial sympathy 
‘with the old churches surely should cover an appreciation of the 
apostolic character and historic importance of these churches, of their 
witness in the past ages of darkness and persecution and of the tremendous 
disabilities under which thev have strugeled in this land and of the 
spirit of lovaltyv to the vast connected with a vearning toward God which, 
however imperfectly, is trving to express itself in the present life of 
the church, certainly of the Armenians, to a less extent perhaps of the 
Greeks, 

Our school work, growing in importance every vear, is hearing 
us irresistahly into the atmosphere of intellectual activity and moral 
awakening in the old cormunions, and we welcome this, henceforth, ina 


sense that never could have heen true in the past as the natural sphere 
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of our activity, 

We must be leaders in a movement which means the forward march 
of veoples not sections. We have bean, hut are no longer, but are no 
longer, dependent for our leverage, as Christian workers, on our connec- 
tion with Protestant bodies here and there in the country... Now it is a 
fact that our work is welconed as never hefore by awakening masses of the 


peoples, and tne time has come for us to show as much sympathy and active 


interest toward the old comminions as toward our Protestant friends. 


In view of tnis position we would offer the following suggest= 
ions Wich, if carried out, will stand as tangible proof of our 
friendship and place us in a broader sphere of Christian influence. 

aS We should study the religious history of these peoples under 
the guidance of competent: scholars in these cormunions. 

Re We should supolement existing social relations by forming 
friendships with both laymen and ecclesiastics. 

Oe Tt would encourage the spirit of fellowship if from time to 
time the missionaries ware to attend services in the old 
churches for the purpose of worship, 

4, We should enter the already open door of opportunity Tor co- 
operation with the old churches for the purpose of forming 


Young Men's Christian Associations and similar organizations. 


ation al Work 
1. We would offer the following as a statement of the guiding 
principle in all our educational work. 
The aim of our schools snall be the development of 
Christian character together with a sound practical education, 
We would recommend that at this Annual the Mission | 
elect, in accordance with the expressed approval of a majority 


of tne Mission, an Kducation Commission composed of 15 members, 
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one missionary and one native from each station of the Mission, 
and one representative from Rohert College.

Questions as to cooperation with vational Church Commmities in 
school work, and the study of English in the common schools, might well

3. Evangelical Cormunities. 


We helieve the time has come to unite in vigorous and sustained 
efforts for a genuine awakening of the evangelical churches throughout 


the Mission. Tnis may be brought about hy more personal work on part of 
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the missionaries, by closer and more sympathetic contact With the people, 
by a deeper interest in their affairs of church and home, and by fresh 
efforts to bring each individual church into its right of self-support- 


ing independence, 


On the question whetner a church should be organized if it 
could not he self-supporting from the start, 11 expressed themselves in 
favor, and 29 entirely disapproved. 


Recommendations. 


Le As one long step toward self-support, your Committee recommends that 
a rule he adopted the ‘aid granted for pastors ‘and preachers’ 
salaries be decreased vearly, without exception, hy a certain proportion 
not less than 5%. 
Re We recormend that the Mission call the attention of the native 
church organizations to the excellent success which has marked the work- 
ing of the Nicomedia Local Conference and that a friendly suggestion be 
given to organize all neighboring groups of churches in the same way, 
enclosing for their guidance an outline of this Conference prepared hy 
Dr. Chambers. 

Oe We recommend that all the missionaries, men and woman alike, he 
urged to attend the meetings of the tocal Conferences and Unions just s0 
far as possible in order to advise with them, report their own work to 
them, and give them every encouragement within their power, 

4, We reconmend also that these Local Conferences throughout the field 
be invited to send representatives to spend a few days in conference with 


the missionaries at the close of each Annual Meeting. 


Tn answer to the question asking for the reasons for the 
meagreness of results of work done among the Greeks, one memher of the 


Mission at least does not admit that the results are meagre and refers to 
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‘ne places where encouraging work is being done. ‘The large majority, 
however, regard the results as inadequate and attribute this condition 
lst to the fact that the Greeks have heen neglected and, end, to the 
extraordinary bigotry of the Orthodox Church. One member reminds us 
that out of 49 ordained missionaries, only 4 use the Greek language, and 
out of 70 unmarried women missionaries, possibly four are able £0 use it. o | 
And these would seem to suffice for 5 millions of Greeks as over against 


less than 2 million Armenians. 


The recormendations of the Committee, so far as general prin- 
ciples and a gensral progressive program are concerned, are intended 50 
include the Greeks just as much as the Arnenians, This heing the case 
the Committee urges that, in order to follow a consistent policy in this 
forward movement, well considered and definite plans should now be under- 
taken to increase “the number of missionaries who shall give tneir whole 
time to educational, Literary, and evangelistic work among the Greeks of 
the Ottoman ire. 
In closing our report we desire to say that these accompanving 
statistics expressed in diagram should he eloquent with meaning fo0.ugs for 
they concern no other persons in the world so much as ourselves. Their 
clearest message is to emphasize what a member of the Mission recently 
expressed in the words = “Our work has only just begin." But perhaps 
their strongest message is to teach us that the normal and successful 
method of doing Christian work in this country is what our absent inember,

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Discussion of the Report, 


The discussion of the principal issues raised by tne accorpany= . 


ing report occupied the greater part, of two davs at the Annual “Meeting | of 


the We ‘ve Me in May, 1907. On the day appointed for the report large 


delegations from Robert College and the American College, as w ell as 
other interested friends, were present, and by sharing in the discussion 
following the report helped to place the whole subject of our relation to 
the Oriental Churches on a broad and comprehensive hasis. Dr. Gates in 
particular made a statesman] Like address, reviewing the policies and aims 

of the Board and closings with an earre st appeal to meet the onportunities 


of the dav in the spirit of a broad and sympathetic Christianity, - Some 


of those who took a middle ground emphasized their readiness to he 


tolerant. If a man preferred to remain in ‘he old church, thev would not 
urge him to leave eS ee the other hand, ne did leave it they would 
not close the doors of the protestant church against him; ios uncon- 
sciously perhaps, cormitting themselves toa policy, Which seomingly 4 
of tolerance, is rather too close to indifference, 

Sone of us took the ground that a consistent friendship requires 
an active interest in the welfare of the old Churches, and that there is 
no better way to show this than by encouraging the spiritually awakened 
to work untiringly and earnestly for a general quickening in the Church 
of which thev are memhers, 

The extreme conservatives, without ahsolutely denying the hope 
of salvation to those within the Old Church, evidently could not under- 
stand how a truly religious person could find anv spiritual nourishment 
in the ancient Churches, the Protestant Church, it was affirmed, was the 


natural place at least for those "evangelical ly inclined" persons who had 
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not the strength to stand by their convictions against adverse currents 
in the old cormunions, 

Another argument advanced by those who shy at the word "prose- 
lytizing," but tacitly indorse all that it implies, is that the evangelic- 
al churches cannot he strengthened for their work unless the number of 
its members is increased by additions from outside. I for one have been 
criticized as inconsistent at least in advocating an active interest in 
both protestant and Armenian Churches, This, I suppose, is a new. 
adaptation of "Ye cannot serve two masters," My reply is this. Asa 
Christian »-issionary, conscious to some desree of the great Nnessage 
entrusted to me, I cannot be a partisan where the growth of Christ's 
Kingdom is concerned, much less can I be a promoter of the sectarian 
spirit which has been for vears a blighting influence on the evangelical 
work in this country. Under the name of sturdy Puritan principles, I an 
asked to support what is practically sectarian pride: and narrow unchrist- 
jan prejudices. 

In saving this I an not attempting to judge the more cbnserta« 
tive among my associates. They sectarian vride and 
unchristian prejudice wherever they found itt, My contention is that thev 
fail in many cases to detect the insincerity and shallowness of some who 
pose as ardent protestants, and consequently, without being conscious of 
it, for vears they have been shaking the evangelistic policies of the 
mission to suit the ideas of the strongly sectarian Protestants, Instead 
of srowing broader ecclesiastically, we have been growing narrower. ‘The 
expansion of our work educationally and along all philanthropic lines has 
been marvellous, but the churches, glowing reports to the contrary, are 
either at a standstill or are slowly drifting backward. In private con- 
versation this fact is never denied, in public it is not often mentioned, 


Various are the causes given to explain this condition of things. "We 
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are not aggressive enough," savy some. "We mist add new members to our 
decaying communities." But the truth is, with now and then a convert fron 
the old churches, for 25 vears at least additions to the protestant 
Churches from outside have not heen possible. To some this sounds dis-~- 
couraging, whereas in the case of the Armenians, this fact contains the 
‘proof that the evangerscas mission to this country has not been a failure. 
Dr. Patrick well expressed it when she said that the evangelically 
inclined in the old churches are the vest fruit of our mission work, Sore 
of our conservative associates seem to accept this as good as far as it 
goes, but thev make no secret of their desire to have the evangelically 
inclined join the Protestant @hurches. Here is the point at, which we 
divide. How are we to complete our mission to a million and a nalf of 
Armenians? Or first of all, what is our mission? ts it to extend 
convrepational ecclesiasticism or to wre’ rer the spiritual awakening of 
hundreds of thousands through a church that has stood for 1600 vears and 
unlike any other church in the world, has been the nursery of all national 
ideals? I+ means to its children what Plymouth Rock, Bunker Hill, and 
Gettysburg mean to the American people. Christian faith and national 
ideals have developed not side by side, hut absolutely from the same 
stock. The life blood of the one is the life blood of the other, some 
are disposed to quarrel with this undeiiable fact, and are persuaded that 
religion is being sacrificed to nationalism. Dr. Tracy, writing in the 


Missionary Herald last August, dismisses the whole subject by classing 


—_ 


the Armenian Church under the passing svstems of Church and State. This 
is a fundamental error, due to superficial observation, The Armenian 
Church is no more a State ehureh than the Congregational Church is, 

self-covernnent and self-support constitute the hasic 
principles of the Armenian Church, whereas in a State @hurch it is the i 


State that both soverns and subsidizes. 
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The Armenian Church, I admit, is very far from perfect. It is 
loaded down with a mass of un-Armenian traditions. It needs moral puri- 


fication and spiritual awakening. Rut on the whole, as I study its 


history and watch the trend of the Christian Church in other parts of the 


world toward institutionalism, I am not sure but this venerable church, 


with its paternal interest in every detail of the nation's life, includ- 
ing schools, orphanages, hospitals, endowments, and literary contests, 
nas something to teach the vounger Christian nations of the West, The 
wealth of the Armenian Church consists in its democratic system of orgen- 
ization which has been wrought out, through centuries of experience under 
all conceivable conditions, in its absolutely unshakahble faith in Christ 
as the divine Saviour, in the nobility of many of its past leaders, and 
the deenly spiritual quality of a large portion of its liturgy, Its 


| voverty can be sured up in a single phrase - a feeble spirituality in 


the vresent, life of the church, mhis seneunte for a good share of the 
defects of the church, 
The vital point to consider is this, Is there anything in the 
Church, organic or doctrinal, which is prohibitive to spirituality or 
applied evangelical faith? So far as mv investigation extends T nave 
found nothing of a radical character, There are hindrances to the 
development of a genuine spiritual Life - and thev are not insignificant < 


but I believe they are to be removed not through reorganization but thro 


revival, thro the precious truths that lie embedded but not quickened in 
the very heart of the church, Herein is the hope of the Armenian Church, 
but how is this hope %o he realized, 

he By religious training. 2. By a searching and svmpathetic study of 
the Church as representing the religious life and the national ideals of | 
the past. 3. Ry the preaching of the @ospel in terms familiar to the 
Oriental consciousness, I will not attemp% at this writing to enlarge on 


these points, but to my mind they are of supreme importance. 
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Thus far I have heen stating the ideas wnich led some of us, 
after a strenuous discussion, to vote for the amendment which read as — 
follows :- 

"ti) That the attitude of missionaries towards tne old Afmenian 
and Greek communions should he alt: attitude of friendship and also of 
sympathy with every movement within them towards a more evangelical type 
of Christianity, (2) and that those evangelically inclined in these 
cotmnions’ can best assist in the evangelizing of their churches by 
remaining in them and working for their spiritual upbuilding ." 

IT believe seven of those present voted for this amendment , and 

The main resolution read as follows:- 

Resolved (1) that we believe the fathers of the Mission were 
divinely led to take a step thev did not at first contemplate in organ- 
izing a separate evanzelical church in this land. We helieve this step 
has resulted in immense spiritual good to thousands of souls, and that 
the mission of this evangelical mission to be a Witness to the saving 
truths of the cospel is hy no means ended. We hold that it should there- 
fore have our hearty support and co-operation, 
gE. We believe that our proper attitude is not one of hostility to the 
National Churches of the land, but one of sympathy, of glad appreciation 
of the many things good and true which they contain, and of readiness to 
‘cooverate With them so far as possible in the furtherance of the gospel 
and to do what. We can %o encourage and aid the evangelical element which 
exists within them." 

This resolution was passed by a unanimous vote. I believe it 
was our most conservative member who suggested that it was the radical | 
character of the amendment which helped +o pass the resolution without 
challenge. We who voted for the amendment take the ground that the 


amendment is the logical sequence of the resolution. If we are "to 
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encourage and aid the evangelical element which exists within them (the 
old churches)" does not a consistent attitude require a candid Statement 
to the effect that "those evangelically inclined in these communions can 
pest asrAist in the evangelizing of their churches by remaining in them 
and working for their spiritual upbuilding?" On the other hand, if one is 
unwilling to vote for the amendment, can he honestly vote for the 
resolution? That honest people did vote in this way goes without saving 
put how thev did it T am unable to understand. 

Tn the report submitted vou will notice that we advocate more 
vigorous efforts in hehalf of the evangelical churches in order to 
strengthen then and lead them into a larger usefulness, From this point 
on it will be necessary for me to trace events which culminated in a | 
final and I trust decisive strugsle, 

Mv individual opinions on these subjects assumed importance and 
attracted attention first as Chairman of a committee that ventured to 
enter tne sacred precincts of traditional policies, and second as the new 
editor of the Avedaper. On the termination of the discussion my fellow 
"radicals" were apparently forgiven for tneir rashness and they returned 
to carry out in school and college the snirit of the rejected amendment. 
Not so with me. For eight months I have heen under the closest 
surveillance and have heen subjected +o treatment which I have tried to 
endure without protest only for the sake of the work entrusted to me, 

Pirst let me say that, because of my real interest in the 
Armenian Church and my friendliness with Gregorians, I have been called 
pro=Grerorian. I do not ohject to this designation so far as it means 
friendship with a veople to whom both Christ and our churches in America 
have sent me with messages of love and sympathy, but it is intended viel 


set me apart as a partisan, and, therefae, aS unfriendly to the interests 


of the evangelical churches, Fortunately, I have something of a record 


to fall back on. In Harpoot, Van, Boston, pardezag, and Scutari T have 
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tried to serve what seemed to me the highest interests of the evangelical 
communities and I think sufficient testimony to this effect could be 
adduced to satisfy the most, OXACTING. Nevertheless, certain self-inter- | 
ests working on the BUspACL OnE and fears of my associates here and else- 
where developed at least several phases of a panic, and the story in 


brief is as follows. 


Story of Bight Mc Months Bt rugel Ce 


After our Committee had sent out its long ‘list of questions for 
members of the Mission to answer, tr, McNaughton wrote to suggest that 
the pvastors in Smyrna have the opportunity of expressing their opinions 
on certain points. We replied that there was no reason why the Smyrna 
pastors should he singled out for this vurpose and that at present it 
would he best to confine the discuss sion to the Mission. In spite of this 
reply Mr. Mcvaughton either showed the questions to Mr. Tashjien or told 
him what disasters he believed to be impending through the work of our 
Committee, he result was Mr, Tashjian addressed a long letter to the 
Mission full of warnings and appeals =~ hysterical in the extreme and of 
course wholly wide of the mark, as well it might he since it was aimed at 
a Committes report which nad not, heen when he wrote the 
letter. This letter was raad at our session bv Dr. Greene with a passion 
of emphasis which Webster himself could hardly have surpassed. Another 
docuent produced to make the flame hotter was Dr. Tracy's letter in 
which he expended copious drafts of energy in condemning certain Jena 
men in Van for suacesting that Protestants return to the hosom of the. 
Mother Church, This too was wide of the mark since not a member of our 
committee even dreamed of the guestion of union between the two churches, 
and more, the tenor of our report was in the contrary direction, Never- 
theless this personal letter of Dr. mracy's was read in a tone that swept 


the vlace clean of all neretical corraittees, 


At one of our sessions Dr. Christie happened to be present for 
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a brief time. After heing primed by Mrs. Mardin he brought into his 
otherwise excellent speech a defense of out and out proselytizing. It 
sounded hollow and forced and one who knows Pr. Christie expressed ‘im- 
self as amazed at nis attitude, | | 

It remains to mention a fact which, in my opinion, is the key : 


to my chief difficulties since taking charge of the Aveda are Without 


sanction from the Mission Prof. Krikorian was asked to be present at the> 
reading and discussion of our report. At Dr. Greene's publicly expressed 
“request the Chai:man (Dr. Herrick) invited him to speak. He spoke a few 
minutes and T judge from nis remarks that his preparation to speak on ‘the 
report preceded .the report itself. tT took the occasion to reply that what 
Prof, Krikorian said was interesting but not at all pertinent to the 
‘subject in hand, 

At this point a significant omission took place. Mr, Schmavon= 
ian, the accredited representative of the Bithynia Union was present as 

usual but he was not asked to speak. This obvious effort to ignore hin, 
especially on the part, of Dr. Greene, could not eit leave a bad impressiom 
on those who wished to hear the whole question discussed in a fair and 
judicial spirit. 

But so far as Dr. Greene is concerned, heat rather than Light 
seoned to he the hest he could produce. The majority, however, mace an 
effort to discuss the problem in a calm and serious way and I think, on 
the wnole, we were all satisfied witn the spirit shown, The strange part 
of it, however, is tnat the ante-Annual Meeting agitation conducted by 
Messrs. Greene and Mcwaughton was not, allowed to die down after the 


report had been read and Annual Meeting was an event of the past, It 


cropped up soon after I hegan my work in the Avedaper office, and this 
forms the second part of my "tale of woes," 
I oresume that you are familiar with at least some of the 


details of the “Turkish speaking Church" movement, an effort to organize 
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the Bible House congregation into a church and involving the separation 
of several members from the Pera Church. I will not attempt even to otite 
line the unhappy course of events which served to bring ahout an almost 
complete estranrsenent between the two congregations and particularly 
between Mr. Schnavonian and prof, Krikorian, In spite of my refusal to 
be drawn into the controversy in anv way, Prof, vrikorian and at least 
one of my associates, interpreted my friendly relations with Mr. 
Schmavonian to mean that I was a partisan and therefore unfriendly to 
Krikorian. I will confess tnat “ne latter's propensity to stir up 
trouble as he has done in one way and another since he came to Constanti- 
nople, gave me an uneasy fesling as the time approached for me to he. 


associated with him, but I can say that I started with a determination to 


allow nothing to interfere with our complete cooperation. Since that tire 


I have worked on this principle, that nothing of a personal nature,either 


of my own or others, should he allowed to interfere with the interests of 


the Avedapsr. I have a very strong feeling that a paper which is read 
from week to week by thousands of people is large enough to overshadow 
purely versonal motives. I tnink this idea more than anv other has 
helped to steady mv hand and keep mv eve on the furrow, 

In making several changes at the beginning and in all important 
matters T have nade a noint Of consulting with Krikorian and have seldom 
failed to profit bv his advice, Incidentally I gave him a position on 


the paper which Dr, rnarnum had not altowed him, I asked him to write 


every otner week the leading editorial, whereas before he had simply 


written a weekly article which followed Dr. Rarnum's editorial, I 
alternate with him in writing two short editorials which follow the 


longer one, 
I have alluded to the efforts +o organize a Turkish-gpeaking 
Church. An incident in connection with this was the occasion of our 


first clash. An anonymous writer had published in one of the Armenian 
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dailies a brief article mildly satirizing Krikorian for his excess of 
strenuosity in attempting to organize another church in Constantinople. 
One of Yrikorian's friends took occasion to make a reply to this, and sent 
it to Krikorian himself for the Avedaper. Without mv knowledge he gave 

it to ‘he compositors and it was set up. When I saw it and found that it 


would compromise the Avedaper by drawing it into a discussion that had 


just passed its acute stage in the neetings of the Rithynia Synod , I went 
to Krikorian and told hin that y could not allow the publication of the 
article. OF course he was angry, first hecause this whole question of a 
new church organization was of his own naking,and second hecause I pre- 
sumed to exercise more than a merely nominal authority over him in his 
work. Almost evearv week he would find something at which to take offense, 
and in spite of every effort on ry part to treat him with the utno st 
courtesy, he complained that ne was peing treated like a "school hoy." 
RKarlvy in the summer he took a vacation and left with one of the 
translators nis articles for the caper. The first to he presented was a 
sharp criticism of an article in one of the dailies in which a certain 
pastor was reported as slurring the Armenian Church and encouraging 
proselytizing. Krikorian's article was a defense of the pastor and a 
general challenge to the Old Church people, T put this aside on the 
ground that we knew nothing of the facts and could now, therefore, pre= 


sume to pass judgment on the case, I Wrote vrikorian that I could not 


publisn it, 


In the meantime I accepted an article on the Feast of 


+. 


Assumption of the Virgin, written by a man whom I know well. Ke is deeply 


attached to the old church and at the Same time is one of the most ardent 
and loval Protestants I know. His literary style enriched with many 
quotations from the liturgy and painting a true picture of the place 


occupied hy the mother of Christ in the Armenian Church, produced a 
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profound impression in the Armenian reading world, The first letter I 
received after it was published was from a Gregorian friend, a man of 
deep piety, who said that this article nad cleared his mind on this vexed 
subject. After reading it he had a feeling of repugnance on tne one Land 
for Mariolatry and on tne other for a tendency to despise the mother of 
our Lord, Unfortunately, acting on the suggestion of my translator, we 
heralded the appearance of this article py saying that we thought it 
represented the ideas of serious minded Protestants, This announcement 
was made the pretext, but it was not in fact tne real cause, of the 
attacks that were made on me later. When Krikorian returned he was boil- 
ing over with wrath. He demanded an explanation of my rejection of his 
editorial on the unknown pastor. I gave it to him cheerfully. Then he 
began to rage about "that pernicious article on the Virgin," and said he 


wished to reply to it. The next day he brought me an editorial in which 


he condemned the article and its writer in unmeasured terris. J asked him 
to wait a few davs and I would bring him face to face with the writer so 
that he might talk with him and judge better, by personal. conversation, 
of fhe man and his ideas.. This, however, served only to delay the matter 
and resulted in a few in the editorial which 
ne insisted on publishing. Then I took the cround that we as editors had 
no right to publish an article and then attack it. Just at this time the 
Bardezag preacher furned up here. Krikorian told him about everything 
that happened in the office since I took hold, and he returned and prompt- 
ly imparted the information to the Nicomedia field pastors and delegates 
then assembled in conference at Bardezag. In a few days came an article 
from Dr. Kavaldjian criticizing me, as the new editor, and the article 

in question. Tt was immoderate in tone and unfair in every line, but I 

— thought it might serve as a safety valve and so published it, Tnen came 
the minutes of the Conferance containing a vote of protest against my 


announcenent that this article represented the views of serious minded 
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Protestants, and also the insulting vote that these minutes be published 


in the Avedaper provided no omissions were made, All this I published 


with the result that the Conference in its impetuous haste to condern me, 


did itself a vast deal of harm, and gave me a stronger hold with tnose 


who had already recognized my effort to make the Avedaper serve the 
moral and spiritual interests of a larger constituency. 

In the meantime Krikorian kept husy writing letters, especially 
to Aintab and other Turkish speaking centers, and soon evidences hegan to 
accumulate showing that a systematic agitation was detrip on in Aintahb. 
When papazian of Aintah stopped here for a few hours in the summer, 


yrikorian had two long talks with him and I judge from subsequent events 


that they arrived at a complete understanding as to the steps that should 
be taken. 

| A little later when Mr, managed to 
putton hole him for half an hour or so. The conversation was Svltie iii but 
I inferred from the talk T had with Mr. and Mrs. Hicks on our way to 
Bardezag that Krikorian had rasuiie some form of complaint against me. 
Fortunately Mr. Eicks is too broad and generous aman to be unduly ins 
fluenced by one man's representations and I know he will alwavs be fair 
and considerate. But this incident is significant as showing the length 
to which Krikorian was prepared to go in order to have me repudiated by ry 
own associates and the Board authorities, 

Not tong after he presented another editorial condeming anong 
Protestants the celebration of "name days," mentioning the attendant evil 
of drinking. I told him that it would be a good thing if he would write 
a strong editorial condemning drinking and carousing, but that his repre= 
sentation of the origin and purpose of the immemorial custom of "nane 
days" was not correct and by publishing such statements we would only 


make ourselves ridiculous. This was what T meant, but T tried to say it. 
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in a way that would not offend his pride, At first he was angry anda 
hinted that we would not be able to work together. I talked with him 
very earnestly on the subject of our joint responsibility to the people 
and appealed *4o him to work with me patiently in solving our many prob- 
lems. At last he fo. be mollified and promised +0 cooperate. 

| In the meantime he had written to his friends in Aintab saving 
that his position here was becoming untenable and asking them to find a 
place for him.in the Central Turkev field, me 

Tt was no% Long pefore the Aintab agitation hurst into flame, 

A violent letter from Prof, Rezjian to Dr. Herrick heralded it, ri was SO 
bitter that Dr. Herrick never showed it to me. Then i a official 
document purporting to be from tne three Protestant churches of Aintab. 

I believe it was signed by the pastors and scribes, The burden of the 
document was to prove that T was using the Avedaper to discredit the 
Protestants and was all but openly advocating a return to the Old Church, 
The only proof they could rake wp Was mv editorial on "Church, or 
Churches?" in which I had tried to show that the Protestant element in 
this country was no% yet solidified into one corporate organization and 
that fortunately the Churches were not yet committed to any one form of 
Congregational or Presbyterian polity, so that they were free to work out 
that form of corporate unity which would best suit the needs of the 
country. One sentence was incorrectly translated into Turkish and ale 
though Krikorian (who compares text and translation) had my manuscript 
before him, he made no correction. This sentence was twisted to mean an 


advocacy of return the rule of the 61d Ghurch! The communication closed 


with solemn warnings and threat te the effect that subscriptions would be 
cut. off. 

I must digress here a monent to say a word sili ait Herrick. 
372 is aman of hign ideals, including tolerance for the views of otners 


and justice in dealing with his fellowmen, but I have thought that some- 
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times his courage was inadequate. Whenever he was inclined to condemn me 
it| was under the influence of fear that something untoward might happen, 
His good wife, whom I scarcely know, for weeks would not allow him to 
swerve from his loyalty to an associate, It was due to her influence 
that he stood by me with more or less steadiness. He was in a difficult 
situation. Krikorian went to him on every occasion with his misrepresent- 
ations as to my course and Dr. Greene was unceasingly haranguing him on 
the calamities impending my editorship. But when the Aintab letter came 
Dr. Herrick was apparently convinced that I was to be trusted as an 
associate and an editor. He prepared a reply to the Aintah letter which 
he asked me to publisn. It was reassuring to the effect that the 


Avedaper, altho under a new editor, was still the representative of the 


Mission and Churches and would always stand for the vital principles of 
Protestant faith, which he enumerated. Toward tne end he introduced =) 
sentence to sav that Dr. Rarnum had returned and would hereafter assist 
in the internal affairs of the paper. It was worded more strongly than 
this to sive tne idea that I would be under constraint and proper super= 
vision, After thinking it over I made objections to this dattekée and 
expressed my willingness to write a brief editorial, we Leoning Dr. Rarnim 
back and stating mv satisfaction ‘that T nseht henefit by his advice and 
experience. Dr. Herrick was quite willing to make a change and strike 
out the sentence Wnicn was evidently put in at Dr. Greene's reqitest, In 
the amended form the open letter went forth, How much satisfaction it 
gave Krikorian's partisans JI do not i ow hut I think most of our readers 
were puzzled to know what it Was all about, 

When this letter appeared the dedication of the Pera Church had 
taken Ylace. This too introduced a further complication. Directly after 
the dedication, vrikorian, who was not present at anv of the services of 


the day, wrote an editorial taking Prof, Djiedjiizian totask for the too 
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liberal sermon he preached in which he emphasized points of contact 
rather than difference with the Mother Church. When Krikorian presented 
this editorial I tried to make him see the impropriety of criticizing & 
sermon which he did not hear and as kindly as possible told him that as I 
was present at the dedication I would write something to take the place 
of what he had prepared, In this connection I will say that IT made an 


address on Spiritual Inheritances, which was later published in the 


Arevelk (an Armenian daily). Krikorian and some of his immediate 
supporters tried to make capital out, of my address as an argument that J 
was advocating a union of the two churches. Dr. Greene who heard the 
address went about for dave lamenting that the missionary representative © 
should have made such an address. Dr. Barnum and others who were not | 
present very naturally inferred that J had made a great mistake. When, 
however, they reas mv address in plain typewritten English they admitted 
that thev could find nothing to criticize. I an sending vrou herewith a 
copy of mv address, | 

When Dr. Barnim returned the excitement over the dedication had 
not died down and the Aintab Letter was on the boards, He made at least 
one serious mistake. Instead of talking with me first of all, he came to 
me last with his mind strongly prejudiced. By patient effort I think I 
succeeded in restoring nis confidence and he expressed himself as well 
satisfied. In the meantime, yvrikorian, who had been panking on Dr. 


Rarnum's return, was insisting that his position on the Avedaper be 


defined and his relations with me be specified, Right here I will say 
that evervone of my associates, including even Dr, Greene, told me that 
in my place they would have refused to publish the editorials and article 
which T rejected. Nevertheless, so far as I know, no one seemed willing, 
unless it was Dr. Herrick, to tell Krikorian that he was in the wrong. 
Finally, however, Dr. Rarnum thought he had succeeded in persuading 


Krikorian to go on with his work and secured some sort of a promise from 
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him. Once more peace settled down over the camp, but it was of short 
duration. It was about this time that papazian's fulminous letter to Dr. 


Barnum came along, a somewhat spent and belated shot. Never have I heen 


so disapvointed in a man in mv life, 


The Final Struggle. 


Sometime in February after the subscriptions to the Avedaper 
had heen pouring in in unprecedented figures the storm, temporarily 
lulled by coaxing and compromise instead of fearless rebuke, broke again 
with increased fury, and the ‘manner of it was thus.) 

A certain Murrmurian published the life of an Armenian, Hivhauswe 
Pronsalei Brouerile , who was very vrominent at the time of the Catholic 
and Protestant agitation in Constantinople soon after the arrival of our 
first missionaries, He was an uncompromising and powerful opponent of 


the Protestant movement and has always heen suspected by Armenians of 


playing into the hands of the Catholics, Murrmurian, a thoroughly 
conscientious and loyal Gregorian, is also something of a hero worshipper, 
and some felt that his eves were holden so far as Broussatsi's pro- 


Catholic tendencies were concerned, Puzant Ketchian, editor of the 


Puzantion and a very influential man, took issue with Murrmurian and 
handled his hook with Sharp severitv. Among other things he said that 
the aregorian Church had little to fear from the Protestant movement, but 


evervthing to fear from the Catholics. Murrmurian replied of course and 


incidently remarked that the organization of a Protestant Church (very 
likely an excellent institution for the West) had not heen essential for 
the Armenian people. He used the illustration of the new piece on the 
old garment in this connection. At this point our doushty champion of 
Protestantism jumps up and insists on taking a hand in the fight. He 
wrote an editorial and by a violent wrench of Murrnurian's illustration 


of the new piece on the old garment argued that protestants could not - 
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return to the old church, a subject which had not even been hinted at in 


the discussion between the author of the hook and the Puzantion. J 


think that vou will see at once what Krikorian was aiming at. For months 


he had been trving to publish in the Avedaper some statement which would 
make it appear that the union of the Protestants and Gregorians was a 
question which was being mooted by certain Protestants, among others 
myself. His effort Was to make a live issue out of a phantom and in the 
anstine fray crush a nunber of those whom he regards as his enemies and 
Win everlasting glory for himself as "tne defender of the faith." 

After reading the editorial with the greatest care I called 
Krikorian and told him. that: IT had at least two reasons for deciding not: 
to publish his editorial. The first was that there was no reason why the 


- Avedaper should take part in a controversy going on between two Gregor- 


1ans. The result would probably be that both would turn against us, The 
second reason IT had was that Murrmurian had not suggested a union between 
the two churches and that moreover no such issue existed at present, At 
this point Krikorian, who is not at all clever, lost himself and in | 
disputing my statement as to there heing no issue of union, began to 
quote from Prof. Djedjizian's and Mr. Svhmavonian's sermons , and finally 
said that mv address also gave the impression that union was advocated, 
For eight months I had tried to endure With patience Krikorian's 
systematic efforts to undermine mv influence as editor before the people 
and my associates and I thought the time had come for me to speak plainly. 
So I turned to him an@ said without a trace of passion, "Mr. Krikorian, I 
hold you responsible for the agitation that has been carried on against 
me since I assiwmed charge of the Avedaper." My considerate treatment of 
him and my complete silence in regard to his own connection with my 
difficulties evidently had reassured him that I was unaware of what he 


and his friends were trying to do. When at an unexpected moment I looked 


him in the face and told him that I knew all about it, it was a thrust 
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that would have upset a stronger man than Krikorian. He was ahsolutely 
speechless with chagrin and anger. When he could speak he jumped to his 
feet and declared that he would resign. It was no use to talk to him and 
in fact he rushed from the room in a towering passion. | 

I carried on my work as usual and the next day went to him 
about matters connected with the paper. He could hardly control himself 
to speak to me, put I took no natdee, ead he finally settled hein. to our 
routine pace. In the meantime he had presented his resignation to Dr. 
Herrick as Chairman of the Publication Committee and informed me that he 
had done so. There was npkhdne: tox me to do so I kept, quiet and fortu- 
nately had plenty of work to keep me busy, 

Now comes the saddest vart of the whole story. I wish from my 
heart that there was no necessity of speaking of it, but the truth must 
be told, The moment that Krikorian resigned, three of my associates, 
Drs. Rarnum, Herrick and Greene turned against me. It would be perhaps 
fairer to say that they were panic-stricken at the possibility of losing 
Krikorian and were in an ineestns rage at me as being the Cause. 
Finally Dr. Barnum called me into his office and we had an interview of 
two hours or so, He hegan with "the big stick" and ended with a few 

generous words of apology. One of his first remarks, even before he had 
a word of explanation from me, was that they could not let Krikorian go. 
even if they had to pass the Turkish Avedaper over to his control, Dr. 
Barnim would not have said this in his cooler moments and I did nit 
attach much importance to the remark even at the time, +8 was somewhat 
emphatic too in affirming that my attitude toward rrikorian was dte to 
~Schmavonian's influence, JI leave vou to imagine my reply to such an 
insinuation. Well, after a few preliminary skirmishes like this we 
settled down tO a more sober consideration of the real problem. I tried 


to be very frank in all I said about the Avedaper and the great problem 


of our relations to the Christians of this country, Evidently Dr. Rarnun 
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was much in need of information which I could have given him before if, 
instead of listening to others, he had come directly to me. However, he 
seemed much relieved by what I had said to him, and our interview ended. 
I gathered from his remarks that he was sanguine of being able tw smootn 
down Krikorian's ruffled feathers and to persuade him to withdraw his 
resignation. Ina day or two, however, he came +0 my office with a some- 
wnat clouded brow. After more or less discussion Dr. Rarnum made a 
proposition, I+ was that in future I should consult either Dr. Herrick 
or himself when I had any doubt about Krikorian's editorials. This may 
sound harmless, but in reality it meant that so far as Krikorian was 
concerned the control of the paper should not be in mv hands but in Dr, 
Herrick's or Dr. parnun's. | 
This is what Krikorian had been aiming for in his bluff game 
from the My good particularly Drs.Rarnum and 
Greene, are wholly convinced that yrikorian is not only an ahle man, but 
wholly trustworthy and, in spite of every evidence of his duplicity and | 


disloyalty to me as editor of the Avedaper, they assumed his innocence 


and sincerity a priord, and, by making propositions as to the compromises 
I should make, tested rav patience to the last degree. I turned Dr. 
narnum's suggestion, not "down", but aside, ana our second interview 
ended. During the rext day or two an incident occurred to which I widh 
to call your attention particularly. ‘In accordance with Dr. Rarnun's 
repeated request we undertook, through the good offices of our Embassy to 
have the right of publisher (Sahihi-imtiaz) transferred from Dr. Greene's 
name to mine, The correspondence wisn our Embassv had been completed, 
and the necessarv legal papers of ana needed only Dr. Greene's 
signature and mine. When Mr. Peet took the form to Dr. Greene to sign, 
he refused to do so without instructions from the Publication Committee. 
This was reasonable, tho in reality an unusual insistence on a technical- 


ity. But this play for time was followed by a hasty conference between 
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Drs. Greene, Rarnum and Herrick, who are, you will notice, only three of 
our Publication Committee consisting of nine members. Later in the day 
Mr. Peet informed me with a twinkle in his eve that these three had 
decided to postpone the request for a transfer to my name for several 
months. I went to Dr. parnum and asked him wnat was the reason that the 
papers were not signed. He replied, to his credit be it said, somewhat 
shamefacedly, “Well, your associates have decided that you are still on- 
probation and the official papers must wait." I was dumbfounded, and on 
this subject have been dumb ever since » but I must confess the ing ustice 
of it all rankles yet, I had been giving my best to the paper, and as 
Dr. Barnum himself, on several occasions, remarked had won unusual success 
with a record of 650 subscribers more tnan when he handed the paper over 
to me, and yet the moment that yrikorian resigned and I refused to hand 
mv authority as editor over to some one else, I was repudiated and put 

On probation, Just at closing hours I was passing Mr. Pect's office. 
He called to me and wanted to know how I was feeling, etc. During these 

- gomewhat tense and busv davs we had had no opportunity for conversation. 

I told him just how I felt and I knew very soon tnat he sympathized with 
me completely. I trust I am not breaking confidence in saying that Mr. 
Pest has a keen eye for reading men and understands Krikorian as well as 
he does the gray headed doctors of our station, I told him what I hada 
mind to do. He encouraged me to go ahead on that tack. So on the 
following Monday (Feb. 2) after nearly a week of silence on the part of 
my censors I asked them to come together and invited mr. Peet to be 
present. I knew by every sign that they were at a standstill in their 
negotiations with yrikorian and that he, relying on their anxiety to keep 
him, was playing his bluff game for all it was worth, At this confer=- 
ence I gave a brief account of the incidents that nad led up to the 
existing situation, and, to the surprise of all except Mr. Peet, stated 


that all the circumstances considered, I thought it was to the hest 
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interests of the Avedaper that Krikorian should remain as assistant 


editor. Then I went on to show that if they wished us to work in harmony 
there mus*% be no compromise and division of authority, since an official 
understanding that our differences were to be arbitrated would in itself 
be a cause for constant irritation and confusion, Finally I suggested 
that Dr. Herrick as chairman of the Publication Committee call Krikorian 
and tell him that all of us, Lnctwaihe myself, wished that he should 

| continue his connection with the Avedaper, but that I was the ‘controlling 
editor and in the event of differences arising they must he adjusted 
between ourselves. All admitted, with the possible exception of Dr. 
Greene, that tne position IT had taken was reasonable and gratifying, and 
Dr. Herrick promised to state the points on which we had agreed to Mr, 


Krikorian. I am glad to sav that as a result of Dr. Herrick's interview © 


with yrikorian, the latter took back nis resignation and ever since has 
been as docile as a lamb. When Krikorian saw that neither Dr. Barnum nor 
the Committee would stand back of him, he vielded at once, 

Thus closed a mewiorable struggle, tovering exactly eight months. 
What did Krikorian gain? Absolutely nothing, except the definition of 
his position for Which he nad been pressing with ambitious hopes and 
incidently the exposure of two parties, one in Aintab and the other in 
Adahazar, which entered into a plot to make my position untenable and 


push the cause of native control of the Avedaper. What this entirely 


unnecessary struggle has cost me in vital energy and health only those 


nearest to me know. Once or twice T came near a complete breakdown and 


unfortunately I have not vet recovered the ground lost, 


The Future of the Avedaper, 


IT know that I an trespassing on vour valuable time, but in 


closing this long statement T wonld like to add something about the future

of the paper for which I am responsible, 
If my nature allowed me to rest content with conditions as they 
are, I would trv to be faithful as an editor and quiescent, as a tradition- 


alist. Such men have their place and value, but as you know J am not of 


that class. Mv ambitions for tne Avedaper are out of all proportion to 
our present financial means and I may add, impossible of realization under 
the existing political regime, but I believe that God never kindles a 
fire in a man's breast except for sone exalted yurpose Of his own, J 
admit tnat my tnedency is alwavs to draw my plans on too large a scale 
and to regard what sone call practical difficulties as just so much 
rubbish which determination and enthusiastic work can clear away. But 
while I stick to my larger plan as none too big, experience has taught me 
to show more respect for the weight and size of obstacles. I make these 
personal allusions in order to assure you that, while my plans for con- 
quest are certainly far-reaching, I am not a hopeless visionary, One 
more personal statement seems necessary, I understand that the American 
churches have sent me +o this country with a message to all the people 
and not simply to the comparatively small number of those already 
evangelized. In a certain sense as a missionary I feel under far greater 
obligations to reach out to those who have been as vet only partially 
reached. You will see at once that it is this interpretation of my 
message which has subjected me to all sorts of unfair criticism on the. 
one hand from narrow minded and overfed Protestants so look on the 
American Board and its missionaries as their own property and on the 
other hand from well meaning associates, who by dint of plodding in 
beaten paths, have forgotten the florious call to blaze new trails, 

My ambition is to have the Avedaper extend its evangelical 


influence riore and more among the Arnenian and Greek peoples and become 


to them agrevangel which they will heed, How is this to be done? TI 


will reply to this question under certain heads, 
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le We cannot hope to reach these several nililion veople (ineluding 
Greece, the islands, and Macedonia), by controversy or by demonstrating 
the righteousness of the Protestant, body and inviting the benighted to 
join it. First of all we must win their confidence as their true friends, 
This cannot be done hy emphatic protestation, We must prove it, . 
In the second place we must Found our love for them on knowledge. 
A mere sentiment for humanity watered with a little superficial informa= 
tion is not enough. If we are +o save these people for Christ we must 
know them, historically, morally, spiritually, personally. They are 
hungering and thirsting not for pity or alms, but for love. My desire 
and aim is to have the Avedaper pulse with this real life-hlood of tne 
soul, for as Paul said long ago, love is the only thing in all the world 
that never fails. Some Protestants are very insistent in the claim that 
the Avedaper is their "organ," whereas my view is that the paper stands 
for evangelical truth and mist not be limited by sectional or sectarian 
interests. Its message is to all people, of whatever church or creed, . 
who accept Christ as Saviour and Master. 
During the past vear I have heen able to secure some recogni- 
tion of my purpose, with the result that there has heen a substantial 


increase in the subscriptions. Here in Constantinople we have several 


men of influence who are now regularly reading the Avedaper, among them 
the first Secretary of the Arnenian Patriarch, a strong ill wabiieiin who is 
beginning to recognize the importance of our mission to his people. Men 
of his class confidently expect us to encourage the increasing Ssiens of a 
longing for better things in the Armenian Church, and every indication 

of indifference on our part, or any effort to continue the policy of 


coddling and favoring only those who enroll themselves in Protestant 


communities, is a source of disapvointment to them, T am confident in 


saying that the Armenian people are ready to open their hearts and doors 


to us if only we can go to them on the terms of a consistent and permanent 
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friendship. tne opportunities are slipping by and I must 
confess that in ny depressed moments I am almost afraid of hearing the 
final sentence, "Thou art weighed in the halances, and art found wanting." 
Do not think that I am unaware of certain evil tendencies in Armenian 
nationalism, against which we must. be on our guard, or of glaring defects 
in the church which we cannot ignore, but how missionaries can close 
their exes to the opportunities lying on every hand and continue to wear 
out their vrecious lives in making bricks without straw, it is difficult 
for me to understand, 1 am speaking of some missionaries, not of all. 

| I venture to say that the missionaries whose work, educational, 
medical, and literary, prings then into contact with all classes and 
creeds are doing the real work of the country. Whereas those who confine 
themselves to the fostering of Protestant cormunities are, comparatively 
- speaking, wasting their time. In the same way Armenian pastors, who 
nave no thought for anytaing beyond the lines of Protestant territory, 
are working all but in vain. This does not mean that the evangelical 


churches are utterly hopeless, It means that the method of inbreeding 


will eventually produce organic decay, 
There is mich that I intend some day to say on the sunject of 
Protestantism in Turkey, hut my immediate object is to give vou my idea 


of what the field of the Avedaper may be, and the lines on which it should 


work, 


De The Avedaper has a wonderful hold on its present constituency. It 
is a real power and best of all its seeds have taken root in many places, 
I emphasize this last because with vantage ground gained in widely 
scattered communities, we are in a position to expand with a rapidity 


that will astonish many when the plans which T have in mind begin to 


matu Ce 


There is no doubt that outside of the Capital the Avedaper is. 


the most widely read paper in Turkey, The present circulation for the 
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thres issues (Armenian, Armeno-Turkish, and Greco-Turkish) is 35350. But 
tTNis if only a fraction of what it ought to be. If the American Board 
wishes to weeld a mighty influence in shaping the moral and spiritual 
destinies of this and adjacent countries, one of its hest, if not the 
best, agency is this Wid diy paper. This is not a prejudiced view. [I 
have my reasons. In the first place, wlike a localized plant which is 
acces#inie only to a few, it speeds wherever railroads, postroads, and 
mountain trails lead. Jt does not cail people, it soes to them. Week in 
and week out and year after year the "Newsbringer" has been probably the 
‘most unchanging factor in this country for the past fifty-two years. 
When the theres@ing aitricatttes of inter-comunication in Turkey are 


remembered, this fact becomes all the more significant. As another 


element in its potentialities it should he observed that the Avedaper is 


not simply one of many educative forces, but that for the great majority 
of its readers it is the only educational agency available. To compare 
it with a single Western publication, however.influential, is misleading. 


If any one can imagine the combined values of a Congregationalist, an 


Outlook, a Century, a Missionary Herald, a Tribune, a Literary Digest, 


and a town library, he will have some idea of the place which the 


Avedaper fills in developing the new Christian thought and the social 
life of this part, of the Orient, | 

At present the paper reaches and helps in molding the lives of 
perhaps 20 or 30 thousand people. There is no reason why this number | 
should not be many times multiplied. The problem of accomplishing this 
ali important purpose seems to me a burning question. We have no time to 


lose. It is now or never, 


Se What are the practicable means by which the Avedaper can be made the 


most influential factor in developing the intellectual, social and 
spiritual life of Turkey? How can the paper be given the commanding 


Place which its message deserves and the needs of the people demand? — 
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First: the paver must be attractive in form and contents to all 

sorts of minds. I+ must be popular, readable, and therefore have variety 

of subject and illustration, served up appetizingly. The tendency to 

settle into ruts must he avoided. To accomplish these desirable results 

the staff must be composed of wide-awake, ingenious, and hard working 
men, This brings me to the kernel of the problen, 


second: The future of the Avedaper depends on the men who compose 


its staff. Every other condition may be favorable, but if the staff is 
inefficient or insufficient, it is useless to expect solid results. 

T have no fault to find with my predecessor, but, T will be 
frank to say that the office system of business and certain members of 
the staff he handed over to me, I find very unsatisfactory. I had my 
doubts at the outset and now after a vear's experience I am convinced that 
certain changes must be made. | 
IT have written already at great length about yvrikorian. As a 

writer he is facile, but seems to possess no peculiar literary talent ex- 
cept for controversy, and I regret to say that a tendency to scheming and 
covert methods is almost as evident in his editorials as in his social 
relations. His sense of discrimination is good, however, and as an 
assistant in the choice and editing of Turkish articles I value his 
services. In any case ne is here and I have no intention of dismissiay 
him at present. ‘The fact that we have practically no competition in the 
Turkish nakes me Willing.%o let tne question of his remaining or not rest 
for a time, The Armenian and Greek departments are in need of immediate 
especially the former, 

At present Krikorian and J write the editorials. Every week we 
have a long one and two or three shorter ones. I have Rintia my best to 
make this a strong department and to some extent have succeeded; but it 


very far, as vet, from my ultimate plan. 


T am credited with afair knowledge of the Armenian language, 
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put I do not write in Armenian and see no probability of my attempting %o 
do s0,. My editorials are translated into the two languages and Krikorim, 
who writes only in Turkish, hands nis over for translation into Armenian, 
In addition to the editorial department, we have The Inner Life (one page) 
Science (two vages), Pictures or anecdotes (One page), Bible Study 

(1/2 page), Domestic News (two pages), Foreign News (two ynages), besides 
several pages for contributors. 

These involve an immense amownt of mechanical labor, transla- 


tion in two languages, transliteration into a third, and proof reading 


for all three, For this purpose we employ three translators and two 


assistants. One of these assistants I brought in to help for the 


correspondence, the reading of manuscript, the compiling of one page of 


domestic news and the general business of the paper. 
I will not trouble vou with unnecessary details, but in the 
course of a vear or two T intend to remodel the office entirely. Mv 


chief desire now is to promote my present Armenian translator, Mr. Nushan 


Condayan, to the position of assistant editor at a hisher salary than he - 


is receiving now. He is a fine fellow, with a strong character, ideas of 


his own, and is a first class, on the Armenian language in its up to date 
form, He is a Robert College graduate and for manv vears has heen Dr, 
Barnium's assistant. He is also a Christian and loval to the core. At 
present ne is burdened with the work é2 wird than one man and it is nearly 
all mechanical, tho exceedingly important, I have looked far and wide, 
but I know of no one who by training and tastes is better fitted for the 
calling of a Christian journalist than Mr. Condavan, and it has pecund +0 
me a pitv that when the real need of the paper is more original work bv 
natives of the country I should not he able to make use of such a man, 
His promotion would involve fhe securing of an additional assistant. As 
an assistant editor I should make use of Condavan for some editorial work, 


for the preparation of a department bearing on local interests and for 
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the digest rather than the translation of articles from the French and 
English. 

I nave no douht that my associates will give me Liberty to 
organize my staff in a wav that will produce the hest results, but when I 


propose anv vermanent addition to the expenditure the usual ohiections 


are sure to be raised. The additional sum T should ask for would be 


less than $500.00, a swum which I know would be soon covered by an 


increased income, The work we have done this past vear, due in a measure 


to my employing a personal assistant, part of whose salary I am paying 


myself, has brought us in ahout $900.00 additional. Over against this 


are. to be reckoned increased postage, halance of assistant's salary, 


jextra orinting, circulars, colored calendars, etc. 


I have entered thus fully into details dealing with policies, 


methods, staff, and finances in order to make it clear that the Avedaper 


‘as the oldest single institution of the American Board in Turkey is 


deserving of vour special attention as ovr Secretary, and that if I, as 


the responsible editor, am expected to meot the opportunities that are 


ripening on every side, T mast have stronger financial support than I 


have now, 


4, T have only showed vou the lower edge of my plan. More than this 


would weary vou hevond endurance. I will simply add that my entire plan 


contemplates three further editions of our Board's Weekly in the Orient, 


namely, Greek, Osmanli Turkish, and Russian.

1. We take a glance at what has already been done. In 1850, only 
nine years before the missionary service of two of the members of this 
Sub. Committee hegan, there were within the entire area covered by the 


four Missions seven churches with 237 members and seven schools with 
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112 pupils and a total of 23 native laborers. The Gregorian church was 


bitterly opposed to the missionaries and their work. The Orthodox Greek 
church was too indifferent and self-satisfied to condescend to bless us 

at all or curse us at all. The Turks, so many as knew us at all, treated 
the new comers with the considerateness shown to imbeciles or weak-minded 
and nidaiy fanatical and harmless saints. The latest obtainable reports 
of these four Wiseions sive the following facts, which we give in round 
numbers: 140 churches, 16,900 members: 4,000 pupils in Mission Colleces 

and High Schools, 23,000 in all, 102 ordained and 110 unordained preach= 
ers, 784 teachers, 1100 total of native laborers, 305 regular preaching 

places, 40,099 attendants. 5450600 adherents, 308 Sunday schools, 34,000 

pupils. There are now in these Missions seven hospitals in and through 
Which some 40,090 persons receive medical treatment each vear, and these 
patients are of all races and all classes. Nearly all the strategic 


points of the country are occupied by missionaries, by churches or by 


schools. 


These facts and figures however give but a small part of the results 
of missionary work in this Fmpire. With the pecuniary help of the Rible 
Societies Missionaries have civen to all the peoples the Bible in their 


vernacular, and millions of copies of the entire Bible or portions there- 


i of have gone into their homes. So far as the missionaries are concerned 
this is finished work. The issues of the Mission Press have averaged not 
far from 10,000,090 pages of Christian and educational literature each 
year for the last 40 years. This is all additional to the sacred Scrip- 
tures. 

s - Our relation to the Gregorian church and people is friendly, we may 
say even fraternal. We cannot sav s0 much of the Greek church. Rut our 


colleges and Robert College, itself an outgrowth of mission work, are 


full of Greek pupils. Robert College numbers among its pupils more than 
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two hundred Greeks and the Greeks even in Anatolia College nb cobuber 
the Armenians. The social life of the people of these races is profoundly 
influenced by that of the missionaries and that of the native evangelical 
Christians. The Turkish people also, through our press, our schools, 
which they take as models for their own, and which they are beginning to 
send their children to, through our hospitals and through our life among 
them are changing from an attitude first of mild contempt, then. of sus- 
picion and hostility to an attitude of marked friendliness. How large 
the influence of these four Missions has been in bringing about the stu- 
_pendous changes of the last swomer, it would te presuming in us to atten 
to measure. We make no undue venture in saying that if the influences 


we have set going were eliminated, these changes could never have taken 


place. 


ee In order to meat the responsibilities our position and work done 
in the country throws upon us, what do we require from our American 
friends and supporters? The first thing to observe is that we have been 
sowing seed, planting gardens, establishing institutions that grow, exparid 
and crv out for enlarged support, culture, care. Rut small. increase is 
needed in the nuwiber of American missionaries. The ranks of efficient, 
educated laborers, worthy associates of missionaries in the Press and in 
the Higher schools are filling up as the years pass. Keclesiastical and 
evangelistic work for the Christian races is largely and should he wholly 
in native hands. Rut there is not a College or High school in the country 
Which is not in dine t nead of money, heyond any income it possesses or 
Can acquire on the ground, for hetter buildings, apparatus, library and 
endowment, in order that it may do the work the time and the needs of 
the people are loudly calling it to do. And the Press. Alas, that at a 
time like tne present, our resources for issuing books are all converted 
into pooks that sell, many of them, slowly and fill our coffers very 


sparingly. Our own best hooks must be sold at low price and not rapidly 
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4. 
at that, in a country where the poor peovle after they have bought Bible 
and Hymn book and school books and perhaps ourCgvedaper, have only enough 
left to buy bread to put into their children's mouths. 
3. Coming now to the paper prepared by Dr. Lee, we remark, 

(a) We are in exceedingly good condition, the evangelical . 
people of the seuntry are exceedingly well classe and are ready for any 
advance movement in work for Moharmedans that God's providence and 
Christian duty may call Ws to. If what has already heen stated ne taken 

into account, it will he seen that we are much more than ready to begin 
work for Mohammedans. The beginning was made long ago. The Bible is in 
their hands. Chapel doors, school doors, hospital doors stand invitingly 
open to them. They are entering. If there are only scores of mission- 
aries who use Turkish freely, there are hundreds of preachers and teachers | 


and colporters and Bible wonen, and thousands of members of evangelical 


churches who do use Turkish freely and who live in close and kindly 
neighborhood with Turks and other Moslems. And now, since midsummer, 
with old barriers thrown down, with the fearful spy system abolished, 


with the cry of Liberty and fraternity filling the air, closer contact 


with Mohammedans is not only possible for all these missionaries, preach~ 


ers, teachers, and evangelical Christians; the approa@ to friendly con- 


verse, the winning power of Christian love is already in evidence. 
(b) If just now we were to say to Turks , "We want to make Chris- 
tians of vou and we mean to", the existing warmth of summer would change 


to the chill of December. Present attraction would be more than matched 


by determined repulsion. Our golden opportunities would be wrecked on 
the rocks of a 2@al, lovelv in itself but not according to knowledge. 


Let us do the work, meet the opportunity of the hour in silence and in 


prayer, but not do much talking and no public shouting over it. Much 


seed has already heen sown. Rehold, the whitening fields. Let us not 
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"shout the harvest home” but gather it noiselessly in, in silent joy. 
/ (c) We would recommend to the officers of the Board to seek — 
' out and appoint one maneges for each of the four missions, the very 
best men to be found, who shall come out with specific instructions, not 
published in American papers, and put cautiously even in the Missionary 
Herald, vie make a study of Turkish, Arabie and Islam, and so be prepared 
| to lead the coming generation of missionaries and of native laborers also 
| in the most intelligent, effective and sympathetic manner in work for 
the Moslem races. _ | 

We have said four men. They should be married men and it is more 
than vr fable that before these eight persons can reach the field, one 
singlé lady for each Mission, with similar equipment, and designated, but 
f publicly announced, to work for Moslems, in schools or otherwise, 
Will ‘be loudly called for.

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TURKEY WISSION SDUCATION COMMISSION. 


| 


The Commission appointed by vote of the W.T.M. at its last annual neeting 
— “to thoroughly investigate educational conditions throughout the Mission 


- and to consider the recommendations with reference to an education conmis- 
gion and its organization and report at the Annual Weeting of 1908” has 

' pleasure in presenting the following points: - 
: I Herewith we submit a series of tabular views which will be found to 
contain interesting statistical information. | Tabular View No.I showsthat 
there are in the mission 128 schools of all grades #ith over-6, 232 pupils 
in charge of 247 teachers. These schools occupy strategic points sith 
reference to the distribution to the population in the country. Their 
influence is far reaching not only over bhe pupils and families directly 
connected with them but also over the educational efforts and ideals of | 
the other communities. The following we quote fron Marsovan- “The results 
attained by the schools in the region of Warsovan are probably worth 
twice what they were 25 or 30 years ago. #§ very class of society 
Mohammedan and Christian, is making real efforts to improve and increase 
the schools. Many villages have such institutions now that a few years 
ago had none. Some of these ere rather humble and lame beginnings, but it 
is something to have the desire for a school bora in a community, and to 
have the children get at least the rudiments of an decuation. Existing 


 gchools -have been raised in standard and improved in quality of teaching 


Missionary schools render some of their best service indirectly; our insti- 
tutions are models for sone; rivals for obhers. Turks sometines say 
with pride “This feature of our school is just like what you have at the 
College.” It is to be feared that Protestants, after having set a 
new pace, are not always maintaining the lead.” 

The non-Protestant native schools are seriously hampered ‘dn- 

Gonpeten® schoal committees. They have the benefits of a uniforsg course 
of study prescribed by the Bishop, but the results are completely spoiled 
by the frequent carelessness and ignorance of those in charge and the 
lack of sompetent congecrated teachers. 

‘The equipment of the ".T.4. schools on the whole is good and — 
theic management effective though the efficiency of the system is. iapaired 
by lack .of thorough organization and cooperation. 
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Outside aid with exception of that from the Board is very little with the 
exception of Anatolia College which has the good fortune to be partially | 
endowed. 
Table No.V gives for each of the three grades of institutions in each 
station separately the average amount per pupil expended during the school 
year. For common schools Smyrna Station receives on the average £T.1.03 
per pupil from the Board, each of the other stations receives £T.0.27 or _ 
less. Fob High Schools Broussa receives the most per pupil, viz., ST.4. 60. 
Constantinople and Smyrna follow receiving £T.1.72 and £T.1.19 aii. 
The Nicomedia Field receives the least, vEBe, £T,0.32

In the Colleges and some of the High Schoois pedagogical instruction 
is given to some extent but perhaps in no case is the importance given to it 
that it should have. 

The comnon schools under native supervision are very unequal because 
of lack of funds and of strong and steady guidance. The work of the Colleges 
and High schools would oe greatly facilitated if tie common schools could 
be placed under ‘such ‘superintendence 3s to render them-more efficient as feeders 
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to the High Schools and colleges. Such guidance would also act as an in- 


-petus to the teachers in the isolated towns and willages by offering them 


encouragement and sympathy and bring a new interest into their work. 
Tbere is also need of greater uniformity in the matter of text books and- 


subjects of study among the High Schools and Colleges. 


An interesting table is Table VI whick gives educational statistics of 
Non Mohammedan schools in the city of Constantinople. 3 


In our investigation of the education Commission we are inpressed with: 
three facts:- 

ist. The strategic position heid by our educational system and its fair — 
equipment for the work needed ir the country. 

and. The fact of the readiness especially of the old christian communities 
and more especially of the Armenian communities to be benefited oy our work, 

8rd. that mutual encouragement resulting from a closer organization and a 

better understanding of each other’s work would mae our school — 9 far 
greater and-more beneficent power than it is. 

The educational work is appreciated by the nationalities. and gives us 
entrance into the heart and mind and aspirations of the nation. It puts 
choice young men under cur care for years and sends them all over the country 
as enlightening factors. The Armenian nation among whom our work has 
had most success is noted for mental alertness and ambition. © The avenue of 
approach to their future is tit intellect. Let that avenue be consecrated! 
Gur schools exist just in the centers of influence. Constantinople, Smyrna, 
for the outports; Marsovan, Sivas, Cesarea for the interior: Adapazar, Bardezag, 
Broussa affording a.compromise between the ambition of the coast cities and 
the staunch conservatism of the bone and sinew of the country. 

Our educational system furnishes the key of the situation. By the words 


“fducation system” we, speaking in and of this land, mean something very 


different from what the same words would imply in the U.S. Keligious training 
is not only an essential feature of the system here, it is the foundation 


feature. The genius of the east and the traditions and historic continuity 


of the national life of the various peoples demand a system of educatior founded 
upon and permeated by religion. So that every school conducted according 

to the genius of this land is a “school of the prophets.” The early schools 
were in the monasteries or connected with the churches and were founded 
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primarily to fill the needs and serve the purposes of the churches in their 
efforts to conserve and guide the relivious life of the people. With the 
‘demands of commercial enterprise for a more practical program of studies and 
with scientific advance the religious character of the schools held their 
own, more, however, with the pertinacity of inherited tendencies, a form 
without life, a rudimental mark without use, than as an informing spirit 
giving unity to thought, high principle to action and reverence to life. 

The educational syster of the missionaries was prepared for such a time 
as this. What the monasteries of this land were not in a position to do; 
what the merchants of Vienna and Venice failed to do the nissismary schools 
are doing. | They are showing God as the God of this modern world and that 
the religion of Jesus of Nazareth is not only connected with modern commercial 
enterprise and accordant with every established fact of scientific investi- 
gation, but also that it furnishes the only fomndation on which permanent 
prosperity can stand and also peautifies science and illuminates it nith 

“a light that never was on sea or land.” 

Witb the most rapid advance of commercial and scientific education 
that the condition of this land can bear the nissionary system teaches how | 
true reverence of soul and how supreme love to God and charity toward our 

neighbors may keep pace. Lord Cromer late of iigyot and Lord Milner: late 
of South Africa have recently made pronouncements upon the parazount import- 
ance that attaches to relizious faith in the ind of the statesman who has 
to deal with oriental peopies. : 

Any system of educaticn nust strengthen not weaken the hold of 
religion upon the mind and the chief purpose of Geucstson to develope the 
whole man. 

It is ours this instrument the most efficient 
possible which can be done by verfecting our own system and making it an 


effective instrument to leaven the educational nork of all nationalities in 
the country. 


I] Coming now to the second item in our instructions, viz., to“consider 
the recommendations as to an education commission and its organization” we 
find substantial agreement on the following points: - 

Ist. Such a commission should be appointed. This opinion is strongly 
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supported by Constantinople, Marsovan and Smyrna, and hesitatingly by Cesarea 
and Sivas. Marsovan says that such 2 commission should have been appointed 
ten years ago. kobert College and the American College believe it would 

put new life into our whole education system, especially in its effect upon 
the teaching body. dSivas would regard it as an experiment. 

Dr.Gates, writes, “Very many of our missionaries undertake the work of teaching 
without any previous experience in teaching. The first years of their service 
are largely experimental. § Books and methods are tried, discarded, and new 
one tried until they, at last, settle upon what seems to them best. iach 
school stands by itself, isolated. It would seem an immense help to new teachers | 
if they could realize that they are entering upon work in a system marked out 
by the collective wisdom of all the missions, and that there was at Constantino- 
ple a committee to whom they could write for information and suggestion in 
regard to their difficulties, and gain counsel which no one near can give. 
‘Other communities would be glad to consult the program and suggestions of such 

a Committee, and that they would adopt them more and more as time passes. 
ris would tend towards cooperation.” 

| 2nd. Coming to the matter of organization the distances to be 
travelled in order to meet together and the difficulties in the way of native 
travel suggest the necessity of a careful consideration of ways and means. | 
Marsovan emprasizes what atl feel that there must be “someone to do the thing.” 
“There must be some central person or persons chiefly responsible, who will 
give time and persistent endeavor to the enterprise.” Also from the beginning 
the authority and Pespones biti ty should be equally shared: with our native 
associates. 

8rd. With reference to the function of such a Commission some 

urge very strongly, all, witb the exception of Cesarea, acquiesce in the 
opinion that there should be a central Board able to work effectively. 
It is clear that such a Board should be so organized as to command 
the best thought of al] the statioms and yet at the same time be in a position 
to hold the work well in hand by giving the required amount of attention 
to its details. These conditions would require a Body centrally located 
So as to be able to hold frequent meetings and yet be in intimate communication 
with the stations. To fulfil these conditions the suggestion of the President 
of Robert College seems a wise one, viz.that this Committee should consist 
of “a body of men who shall remain in this work year after year and gain 
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| 
experience and information regarding the educational work going on in the 
fmpire until they become experts on kducation, able to answer any inquiries 
coming to them from within the Empire, from teachers, or from without the 
Empire, requests for information. The committee, if it be located in Con-_ 
stantinople, should have consulting members in the principal educational 
centers throughout the country. It would be well worth the while of the 
Board to appoint an Educational Missionary for the head of such a COmm1SB0n 
only he would need to be a. man who knows this country.” — 

Dr.Gates continues “I would suggest that the program for grading schools 
be sent out’as Récommendations; not as laws and that the Recommendations of 
the Committee be left to gain acceptance just so far and so fast as their | 
merit is conceded. Of course it will take time, but if you can get the right 
man at the head of such an sducational Commission in time he will make it 
power.” | 
The Committee of 1907 offered the following recommendations: - 
| The function of this Commission shall be purely advisory and it 
should consist of experienced educators. 

- Its aims should be (a) to study the educational institutions of 
the country, collect and classify al! available information on educational 
matters and serve the schools of the country as a sort of bureau of exchange 
-and information. 

(b) to enter irto correspondence With all these schools that are 
willing to join in a scheme of a graded system of education. (c) To consider 
the question of new openings for educational work. ({d) TO push the cause of 
industrial and normal training and render every service possible in supplying 
suitable teachers wherever needed. (e) To study the best method of giying 
aid to schools. (f) T° keep to the front the religious aim of our education 
and by the broadest interpretation of its office endeavor to promote the cause 
of christian education in the whole field of the Western Turkey Mission. 

4th. For the accomplishment of this work it is of first impcrtance 
that a suitable man be found to act as Secretary of the Commission whose work 
for the present at least would be to serve as a means of communication between th 
stations and the Commission visiting the Stations, consulting witb all those 
interested visiting the shcools, gathering exact information as to conditions 
aiding by suggestion or otherwise as he may find opportunity and furnishing 
the Commission with data upon which to proceed in its discussions and plans. 
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After a study of educational conditions within the field of the Western 
‘Turkey Mission your committee present the following observatiars. 


1. Hach Station represents an area which has developed forms of educational 


i vitality peculiar to itself. These are the result largely of local condi- 
' tions and requirements, they are essentially indigenous and not foreign. 
Therefore in al] contemplated measures there should be no interference with 
these natural growths nor the standard and methods they have produced. The 
ultimate success cf our educational work will not be achieved by reducing 
our educational institutions to the deal level of uniformity in methods and 
in courses of study but in helping them to a more complete development along 
the lines on which they have started. 

2. Taking it for granted then that the individuality and independence 
of our educational institutions are to be fully respected and emphasized ne 
believe that a great additional power wold be developed through a closer 
affiliation between these higher institutions, 

One great result of such an affiliation would be the more rapid 
elevation of standards in scholarship, in the morals of students, and in 
_ the religious life of each institution. fhe horizon of cur Student world 
nd instructors stronger incentives toward permanent achievements. 

3. The effort to federate the interests of our higher institutions 
would inevitably result in the gradual improvement and the necessary grading 
of the comnon schools. 

4. By presenting to the worid of inorica. Canada, and ingland a united 
front of federated institutions for the education of al] the races of Turkey 
our appeal would gain great force and would make itself heard. 


In view of these considerations the comnisston. presents the follow- 
ing recommendations. 


1. that the present commission on Hducation. be conttaned: for three 


years under the name of the Mission Board of Bducation, and that in the event 


of vacancies they be filled by the station or institutions represented or, 
in default of that, by the Board itself. 
2. that the officers of the Board be a President and an iixecutive 
pecretary. 


3. that Dr.Wbite and Dr.Chambers be to fill the positions 
of President and Secretary 
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4, that the Secretary be authorized to organize a bureau of corres- 
pondence and information. 
EF, that the functions of this Board be in general to continue the work 
of investigating educational conditions in this country, to preserve valuable 
records and statistics, to consider the question of examination papers for 
entrance to the higher institutions and the question of setting examination 
papers and the issuing of certificates to common school teachers, to prepare 
a course of study to be recommended to the common schools, to investigate 
the question of text books, to give attention to the question of normal 
schools to consider ways and means by which the higher institutions may be 
brought into closer affiliations, and to promote the cause of comity and 
cooperation with the other educational institutions of the land.

Dear Dr.Greene, 

their resignation from membership in Cesarea station and in- 
formation having been desired at Boston in regard to the ques-~ 
tions concerned ,the Committee ad Interim on Feb.6th as stated © 
byk\you ,took action looking to the visit of a deputation from 
other stations to Talas. In correwgpondence with Ceaares station 
the plan was agreed to,and Messrs.Perry,McNaughton,é& White 
were appointed such depusation to "confer with the Cesaréa 
station and prepare a report which shall be presented to the 
annual meeting.” 
Messrs.Perry and White accordingly proceeded to 
Talas,erriving here together Monday,March 15th and were agree~ 
ably surprised to find that Mr.McNaughton had hastened on 
end arrived the Friday before. We have been lodged as guests of 
the ladies connected with the school,and have been hospitably 
enterteined at table by the different families in turn. We | 
have been closely associated in all our committee work,and 
have been in agreement at every step. Our friends of the dtation 
have been frank and cordial with us,and we hold this circle of 
dear fellow missionaries in higher esteem than ever, and that 
is saying a great deal. 

Tuesday morning March 16th, we ‘began by our 
friemds who had resighed to tell us why they did so,and then 
we interviewed other members of the station, continuing until we 
had given three wneole days to listening to the statements of 
different individuals as to kim all the matters involved. : 
Thursday evening we joined in the station prayer meeting, lead 
by Mr.Perry. By that time we felt that we had a pretty clear 
view of the main facts ,and they presented three classes 
of difficulties. 

First came the independence of the hospital. 
The historic origin of the institution is sufficient to account 
for its subsequert consthtution. Having no assistance fpom 
the board,and Perhaps but little from his associates, Dr.Dodd 
found friends in New York who contributed to found and foster 
the magnificent medical work which he has built up. In 1901 
@ Board of Trustees was incorporated in New York,and the resident 
physician in charge was recognized as wholly responsible for 
the hospital administration. This created an”imperium in imperio” 
in the station. For certain purposes all American missionaries © 
met and consulted with equality of right ,privilege,and obliga~- 
tion concerning the interests of the work;for other purposes 
the hospital staff withdrew from their associates,and decided 
independently. The medical members of the station have been 
loyal missionaeries,and have constantly endeavored to administer 
the hospital in harmony with the welfare of the whole work; 
Bit—their position was—anomolous., 
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but their position wes anomolous, contained the seeds of 
difficulty at best,and in a sense was unfair to their assoce 
iates. The personelle of the hospital staff maneged the 

| system so well that there was no real friction until about 

three years ago,when difficulties arose concerning individuals 

| who occupied a double status: Being on the one hand mmbers of 

the station with equal rights with every other member; and on the 
hand members of the hospital staff under the euthority 

of the physicxian in chagge. Since that time friction,more or 
less acute,more or less constangt ,hss been 2 sad and serious 
feature of the station life. Missionaries outside the hospitaa, | 
having no euthordiy within its walls,have grown increasingly 
critical in regard to the hospital staff and their work,and 

have even seemed suspicxious of the evangefhical service so 

| earnestly rendered by the medical people in the field. It 

4 | should be remembered that the medical missionary staff consists 
£of seven persons,and the ather members of the station number 

eight. 


Second, theological differences have entered in,using 
the wor theological in a broad sense. Five or six years ago, 
| @ movement began in the field,headed by & young mén from the 
 Gentral mission,called the "New Life". Its advocates claim to 
urge essentially Kewwick teaching,and call for complete sub- 
| mission to the will of God,recognition of the Divine Power to 
save from a life of sin,a very literal acceptance of the Bible 
with special reference to their own peculiar tenets,and for 
the filling of the Holy Spirit. There is no doubt but perfectioné 
ism has also been cl@imed and preached by some, A spirit of 
pride and sel? coneeit has »een engendered in certain cases, 
and vagaries and excesses have not been wanting. Unfortunately 
the existing divisive alignment of missionaries has held with 
| reference to the"New Life". The hospital people unite in re- 
| garding it as a spipitual ,».ifting people to a 
| higher plane,bringing them to forsake sin and bow before God,-~ 
| & movement to be encouraged in its main trend,and corrected in 
q : its foolish features. The other missionaries regard it as 
lowering the spiritual tone,dividing communities into factions, 
| and in the main cpentrarx harmful,though they cordially admit 
that some persons have been helped by this teaching and effirm 
| that its fundimental doctrines are as true as they are old. 
| Another phase of theological difriculty is met in the 
| fact that some missionaries ,who hold most closely with the 
| New Life, party, maintain very conservative views as to the in« 


spiration of the Scriptues and other doctrines »While in the 
other missionary wing New theology and the critigal study of 
the Scriptures are welcomed. These conflicting views and the 

| _ persons holding them have been a subject of much diswussion 
4 and criticism by native Christian friends,resulting in deplor-~ 
| able confusion of ideas and party strife. 


Third, Personalities,in which ogcasion for friction 
lies latent in every mission station,have become seriously 
| involved. Two camps having been formed,their respective ranks 
| have allowed themselves to entertain and express misgivings, 
iistrust and misrepresentations concerning the other party. Ve 


We found such an atmosphere of suspicion,and want of confidence 
as would tend to stifle personal plety,and render spiritual 
effort sterile. | 

On Friday we began constructive work,hoping to be able 
to propose some solution for these difficulties.Meeting first 
with Dr.Dodd alone,and then with other members of his staff, 
we laid before them our view of the situation,and urged that | 
they seek common ground on which they could meet their associates, 
and especially,that they place the hospital on essentially the 
same basis as other instititions,namaly that a local board of 
trusteed be formed to have authority over the main questions of 
administration,but never,of course,to interfere with professional | 


matters. As we talked and prayed togetler,proposyals were made 


for the formation of a joint committee of seven persons,namely 
Dr.Dodd,Dr.Post,Miss Cushpan, Mr.Fowle,Mr.Irwin,Mrs.WVingate, 

and Miss Dwight,for 2 term of three years,to supervise such mtters 
as the purchase of land,the erection of buildings,the adoption of 
annual, and other reports, the employment of at Smsg&@s least the 
mogé important members of the hospitel staff,their assistants am 
servants,and similar affairs. Three years would be sufficiemt for 
an experiment,would allow time for correspondence with New York 

and Boston,whetinsr on matters of fundt@mental importance or on 
details,and during this time it was hoped that personalities would 
be forgotten and party spirit die out. We desire to record our” 
warm appreciation or the magné@nimity shown by the Doctors and 

their associates in thus waiving the privileges of the independent 
nospital,and inviting the coeoperation of non-medical members | 
of the station in their administration. We re-~affirm our conviction 
that,in general,and so far as possible,representatives of Anglo-~ 
Sazon Christianity constituting such small groups of workers in 

a far away Oriental field,should be united in the form as well 

as the spirit of the institutions and works which they administer, 
while professional questions and matters of detail should be always 
left to the individuals directly concerned. 

AS a condition of the new status proposed for the hos- 
pital,the medical eakkaa@ people called for a new attitude on the 
part Qe their associates toward the New Life movement,and for 
thre ays,around which discussion prevailed. The visitors were 
met by the astonishing fact that a movement ,certeainly strong and 
allegged to »e spiritual,wes viewed in «= diametrically opposite 
way by two groups of Christian missionaries. Of course the dis~ 
cussions involved differing views of the persons regarded as 
representatives of the New Life,and were largely confined to 
questions touching those persons. One missionary party said, 
we endorse the leading New Life doctrines: the other party replied, 
we distrust the New Life native people. The visitors went back 
and forth between the two perties,carrying propositions and counter 
propositions looking toward a settlement,but at the end of three 
days our eiforts appeared fruitless,and we almost felt that we 
must return to our homes in utter disappointment. Our own view of 
the New Lite came to be that if we were in the place of the 
Cesarea missionaries,we would 1.0% dare to resist the movement. 


That phase of it which represents spiritual aspiration should be 
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encouraged,while its egcentricities and conceit ,other things 
being equal,mey be best eliminatec or controlled by persons 
not avowedly opposed to the whole movements. 

Tuesday evening there was great sorrow in the 
circle,for none were, deeply Brieved at this schism in the 
body of Christ,more deeply desirous of wemoving the scandal 
of station strife,than these good friends themselves. To our 
great joy on Wednesday morning,a new spirit was maniiested~ 
a spirit of willingness to grant public toleration to the 
New Life people in the fieldeto admit differing theological 
views among the members of the reeunited station,and to work 
together in mutual sympathy and support in the building up of 
Christ's Kingdom in this wide and needy region. Two papers 3 
were drawn up by acknowlef&ged representatives of the two sides 
copies of which will ,of coursegaccompany this general report. 
One document is intended for signature by the members of the 
missionary circle,and is an agreementx for united and harmonious 
action from th&s time onward: the other is a letter to be address 
ed to the churches and congregations of the field,whose inter-= 
nal disgensions have not been asguB@ged hétherto beeause—si 
their knowledge that the mission station was itself a divided 


At this writing certain adjustments of 
detzil have been agreéd toa conmdition of great joy prevails 
among our dear friends. It is planned to have a social gathers 
ing at the Girls’School this afternoon,to which all the assistants 
employed in the hospital,Boys'’school and Girls‘school,and | 
leading representatives from the church will be invited to meet 
With the missionary circle, at which time our native friends | 
will be given to understand that all the missionaries have drawn 
neerer to gach other by drawing nearer to Christ, and that 
missionary labours will be conducted on a basis of union and good 
will among the workers. The fimal ratification of the two _ 
documents drawn up is expected to take place in connecktion 
with the prayer meeting this evening. We visitors hope to 
leave for our respective homes tomorrow morning. © 

| We would gladly csll attention to the fact that the 
Stetion agreement cordially contemplates and urges the withdraw-~ 
al of the resignations of Dr.& Mrs.Dodd and of Dr.& NMrs.Post: 
and we Sincerely hope that these resignations will not be pressed 
by the persons presenting them,or accepted by the officers of 
the Board. | 

: We would also invite the hospital Board in New York 
city to note the responsibility aeser@ted by Dr.Dodd in his 
consenting to a plan by which virtually a local board of trustees 
is formed to supervise the general polécy of the hospital as an 
experiment. This places the hospital off kim essentially the same 
basis as that occupied by other institutions here,and by several 
missionary hospitals in this country. In the opinion of the 
visiting delegation this is the best form of organization for 
such an institution. We hope that the New York trustees will 
welcome this emgperiment and that before the three years agreéd 
upon have exp&red a permanéentgalong this line may be perfected 
that will be satisfactory to all parties,that will in no respect 


impair the magnificent work the hospital is doingswhile it may 
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perhaps in some particulars be an advantage to the inst&tution 
by cowordinating different branches of missionery effort as a 
harmonious whole. 

Charges against the thoelogy of Mr.Wingate having 
been sent by the Committee of the Talas church to Dr.Green€ and to

They rere 
wearied and ashamec 6f « condition of strife ,and longed to end 
it.Probably outsiders were a help to this result,but they never 
could have effected a reconciliation on any basis if the 
resident missionaries themselves had not resolved to agree as 
Christians. They of course mus carry out the agreements they 
have themselves formulated and adopted. We pray the great 
head of the church that our Cesarea station associates may have 
grace and wisdom to carry out their present paans. May He 
be their peace " who made both one,and brake down the middle wall 
of partition”. In Him may they also be "buildéd together for a 
habitation of God in the Spirit.”

Of the best permanent location for the Girls’ Boarding. School. there

(1) There appear to.be three alternatives as.to.location,(a) the 
_forner site at Kaya.Bashi.(W.Brousa):.(b) the.one at present occupied | 
by. the school, and.(c) some other. site. in.Sed.Bashi, the. quarter . shere 
the.scbool-now is. 
a) As for the former site, it.consists.of a. fine piece of land 
on an.elevation commanding a magnificent outlook over. the.plain. .On it are 
two buillings, thh one .occupied from to by the school, and.from 
to a.Swiss Orphanage, and vacant for the past years, the.other 
a missionary residence. These buildings are in good condition, and 
could .accommoijate.perhaps forty boariers. The.property, which belongs 
.to.the.Board, .is.in a-Greek quarter. Near by is a Turkish .quarter. 
The Greeks of .Broussa have always been very fanatically opposel to. our 
work,and the school while. in-.Kana Bashi never had any Greek day scholars. 
The Orthodox Greeks comparatively very.good schools.for their.om 
.It would take years to attract considerable numbers of 
Brousa Greeks, were the school situated there today. Moreover, this is 
not the quarter where the highest type .of Greeks.live. And the 
adjacent Turkish quarter. is composed largely of refugees and.of the 
poorer class, .not.of those.likely to.be reached by our schcol. Besides 
this, the Kana Bashi property.is.nearly tso.niles. from the Protestant church 
the Post office, the market and thé government buildings; and the. school al- 
post .entirsly would be cut .off from the Protestant community. 
b) fhe school at .present occupies three buildings, all rented: - 
the main building is.owned by the Protestant community and was for seusral 
years. large enough for the.entirs school; the two adjacent buildings 
built, but .bad.to be rented from their Turkish 
owners to accommodate. tha increasing attendance. For the three, a yearly 
pent .of £1.77%.is paid.  The.site.is very advantageously. located between 
the.

(3) .It.remains.for us to show cause why, if the school is kept at 
Sed Bashi (Hast Brousa), the Board’s property at Kaya Bashi (west Brousa) 
should .not be sold, and the.money applied to the purchase of the.other site, 
The buildings and grounds at Kaya Bashi cost about. $17,600, originally: but 
if they were .now put.on the market and sold, they.could fot bring in all 
probability.more.than €3500.or $4000, There is.no demand at present in. that 
quarter .of the city for buildings .ofthat tend, unless. it be for use as a | 
silk_factory, for which they are not well suited. the other hand, there 
is a use.to which these buildings might most suitably be.put, with. untold 
missionary effectiveness. have here a rare opportunity for establishing 
medical work at a most needy point.

I 
replied that it would be an impossible situation to which I could not consent, All 
the rest of the Hosp. Sta°f (by this term “Staff I mean to include the ladies as — 
well as the physicians) heartily agree with me. It is the opinion of them all that 
she ought certainly to resign. ya) | | x 

Ever since she received her appointment as a missionary of the American Board — 
she has seemed to think that it altered her relation to the Hosp. Board and to 
the Hosp. management here. I do not think that I have in any way made my authority | 
manifest in an offensive manner, Our rélations here, living so closely together 
as we do, do not make it a@visable to insist on a sharp distinction of authority | 
as would be right elsewhere, and my plan of work with all my assiciates has always 
been by way of counsel and conference, In this I am sure they wll all bear =» 
out. The occasion a year ago arose from a case of gross disorder in the men's 
ward which continued for several weeks without being found out, and then not by 
Miss Cole. My only reproef to Miss Cole was, not that she was responsible for its 
occurring, but that she "ought to have known", Even this she resented, and so 
persisted in refusing to acknowledge that I had a right to say it, that I was on 
the point of demanding her resignation. She claimed that I had no right to — 
ask Bor her resignation without the consent of the Station, and that if the Station 
consented, she would appeal to the Mission, and even to the Prudential Committee, 

I replied that in Hosp. matters she had no right of appeal except to the Hosp. 
Board, and I should not regard anything else. As to her position as a missionary 
of the Am. Board I had nothing to say. Practically of course it cannot be denied — 
that severance of her relations to the Hosp. Board would be followed by the sam 
with the Am, Board. In all this the whole Hosp. Staff was emphatically with me. 

It was only through Miss Cushman's tact with <her that a settlement was finaaly 
effected and an open rupture avoided, 

Since then, by her own ackoowledgment, she has talked much with the ladies 
at the Girl’s School, her special friends, on this point of the authority vested 
in the Hosp, irrespective of the Station, and this has been a potent factor in 
rousing the Station to its present attitude towards us. 

During this past year we have had no unpleasant indicents, though this is 
I think largely due to the fact that we have left her to her work in the wards 
without oversight and have shut our eyes to what we did not like, | 

The fact is that Miss Cole is a first-class private nurse, and in her charge 
of the Operating room I have nothing but praise to give her, but her temperment 
and training have not made her suited to Hospital nursing and discipline, not to 
the oversight of nurses under her. I think that she now realizes this to some 
Cecree, and has come to the conelusion that it is wiser for her to withdraw. This

things where unity counts ‘for so much she is at variance, She is interested in 
all philanthropic and ethieal Christian work afd likes to teach is the 
lack of depth that is the root of the difficulty and not only we but some of our . 
native friends have noticed this and remarked upon it, ae 

Altogether I feel that Miss Cole has done the best thing in resigning and 
Mrs. Post, Miss Notth and I are quite ebdliee to face the difficulties of the 
coming Hospital year without her assistance, We feel that the Likelihood of 
friction would be more of a hindrance than her presences would be a help. I re= 
peat, however, that I have no personal feeling, against her and shall regret her 
going from us. I sincerely hope that these unfortunate events will not injure 
her career as a nurse and would recommend her most warmly to any whe desired her 
services as a private nurse, feeling sure that they would have the best ef care 
and bright and cheerful companionship as well. | 


Mrs. Post and I regret very meh the prospect of our resigning from the 


A. B. C. , M, but think it is certainly the wisest step to take, Our relations 
with Dr. a 


with Dr, and irs, Dedd and Miss Cushman have been most delightful and we feel the 


warmest loyalty to the Rospital and are mere than willing to take any steps nec- 
essary to help ferward this noble work . We are greatly indebted to you for 


sending us Miss North and we like her very mech; we feel that she has just the 


sterling Christian character that will stand the strain and difficulties of mission 
work and we look forward te a happy year with her, Not having Miss Cole we shall 
have to trim the work aceording to our ability to manage it. Of course, it goes 
without saying that with Dr. and Mrs. Dedd and Mise Cushman gene we cannot plan 


to carry on the work on a very ambitious scale; I only hepe that the Hospital will 
not suffer greatly frem a financial standpoint,

best that we could. He hopes that when the Borad of Trustees write to Mise dole 
acéepting her resignation, that they will eend a hearty work of appreciation | 
of the good service she has done here. In regard to the matters with the Statian 
which ehe has mentioned already, he has been unable to prepare the letter for this

‘They based the necessity for this 
action of the attitude of independence which they say the Hosp, has lately as- — 
sumed, They claim that we have taken an unwarranted pesttiba in this respect, 


and have moreover given prominence to our ideas in a disagreeable manner, They 


‘aay that sinte the Hosp. appointees are embers of the Mission, the Hosp. ought 
to be entirely tinder the control of the Station and Mission, the came as any oth- 
er department of the work, but that since we do not acknewledge this, the Hosp. 
should be entirely separate and the members of the Staff (in which term I include 
the ladies ales) should withdraw from their connection with the Station, ‘They _ 
say that it ie unfair that we should have a vote in Station affairs, while they — 


have no vote in Hosp: affairs, There are two classes of incidents of whieh they 


we have dene in this rempeet is to let one of our young men nurses go out te the 
villages to do such simple work as he was able with the influence of the Hosp. 

to epen deors for hin that weald be clésed to others, At first this wis done 
only during the summer vacation when his time was his ewn to go as he pleased, 
And thie has been dene for three or four years. ‘Last year we let him go for a 
time in the winter when the Hosp, work was slack and he could be spared. Again 
when a village congregation went a speciAl plea for him to remain with them two.

‘the trouble with Miss Cole arose which I havé mentioned in my other communication 
to you. We did net refer the mtter to the Station for decisien, and when she 


and her friends claimed the right of appeal to the Station, Mission, and Prud. 
Com, in a matter purely affecting the Hesp,, we refused to acknowledge that she 
had any right ef appeal except te the Hosp, Beard, They claimed that since she

wes a member of the Station, the possibility of her leaving the Statien should be 


considered by the Station first of all. I insisted, and ali the rest ef the Hosp. 
Staff heartily aggeed with me, that I was net teuching her relation to the Station, 
and that her relations with the Hesp, could be determined by the Hesp. Beard alene. 
Practically of course, owing te the financial confitiones under which she received 
appointment ae a missionary ef the Am. Beard, the decision by the Hosp, Beard would 
nateradly bé followed by eofrespending action on the part of the Am. Beard, But 
as far as any prerogatives were concerned, the possibility of her remaining with 
the Station would be a matter fer after consideration, 
Again last summer, Marsovan Station asked for the lean of Dr. Post for a 
year to take charge of theif Hospital, Although we personally talked with other 
meabers of the Station in regard te this and their judgaéat entirely ceincided with 
ours, we did net refer it'to the Station for decision, and we se stated in our ré- 
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Ones nére, last Dee., Marsévan Station asked for the Teen ef Mies Cele

‘In al these eases, the whole Hosp. Staff, with the exception of Miss 
cole, were a unit in feeling that we were in no way usurping authority, 
took our stand on the Constitution of the Hosp., especially Articles Vi a vil, 


and felt that we were doing nothing contrary to our allegiance to the Am, Board, 
inasmeh as the Prud, Con, eo far as we know, had actepted this constitutien and 
‘peatmabie the limitations thereby imposed upon ws in our relations: as nission- 


aries of the Am. Beard. 

‘When Hise Nosth proposed sending in her application to the Am, Board, I 
made no ebjeetion, supposing that the Station would approve without question as 
they had done for Miss Cushman and Mise Cole. ‘But when I mentioned the mtter 
to ir, Fowle and Mr, Wingate, they said that there was & large question involved 
whieh must be settled first. I then learned that during the whole year there 
had been smouldering diseontent in the station over the independence of the Hosp. 
This had apparently begun through Miss Cole and her especial friends, the ladies, 
or rather two of the ladies, at the Girls’ school. Tt had been discussed by 
others, and representations on the subject had been made without ay knowledge to | 


Mr, Peet when he was here last sumer, and Mr, Wingate had talked of it more or 

| less with members of the ‘Wission in Constantinople when he was there this winter, 
Qn learning of thie dissatisfied faction, I asked that we discuss the mat- 

ter at once, and sought conferences with the other men of the Station individually, 

‘and then the five of us, Mr, Fowle, Mr, Wingate, Mr, Irwin, Dr, Post and myself, 

Se far as I could learn, the instanees which I have already mene 

tioned, were the only conerete cases of complaint whieh they eeuld bring against 


us, But in additién to this, they charge that we have been offensively forward 
in proclaiming the of the Hespital, that we have in Sant, 
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"“mubbed it in®, I replied to this that i thought that such remarks had for the 
most part been made only in answer, when they had elédmed: or desired that some 
point which we considered entirely within the province of the Hosp. should be 


submitted to the Station, but that if in any such way their feelings had been 
hurt, I was sorry for it and we would certainly try to avoid giving any.sueh 
offense in the future, | 
A part of the time they said that they had no desire to mix in the inter- 
nal affairs of the Hosp, wut later they took the ground that the Hosp, should be 
subject to the control of the Station like any other department of the work. I 


said that in my opinion this was out of the question, beeause the Hosp. Board 
would never consent to it, and moreover I would not advise then to do.00, In 
that egse they eaid that there ms nothing else to be done but to niperatn aid 
have the appointees of the Hosp, Board resign from the Am, Board, 1 asked if 
there was no middle course possible, no comprouise by whieh such a radical ehange 
could be avoided and yet the feeling of the Station be satisfied, but they could 
see nothing of the sort, and apparently sought nothing else, ; 

We eannot but see of course the difficulties of the situation, .. The ap- 
pointees of the Hosp, Board, having received appointment as aiasionaries of the 
4m, Board, do sustain a dual relation, ‘Their support coming from the Hosp, Board, 
they naturally feel their allegiance stronger on that side, . In the ease of Mrs. 
Dodd and myself all acknowledge that the relation is somewhat different, But we 
have had no instructions from the whete-ef-shbe two Boards to define these relat- 
ions, What I have urged throughout the whole of this discussion is that we 
should address @ joint inquiry to the tee Beards in America, asking for their un- 


derstanding of the relations to be mintained between their two institutions here, 
vis, the Hesp. and the Station, But the Station has persistently:deelined this 
proposal, 
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My view of the relation between the two is somewhat as fol lowss 

The Hosp. is an independent evangelizing inatitution, intended to work on pare 
allel lines with the Station, though not under its control, The guarantee that 
the two shall be ig intended to be found in the person 
of the director who was ahvealy a member of the Station, The Hosp. . belonging 
to the Hosp. Board, was put in charge of Br. Bodd, a ‘missionary of the im, Board 
as their representative and responsible to them for the Hosp., while retaining 
his responsibility to the Am, Board as a missionary, The in Board, in effect, 
detailed Dr. Dodd to the charge of this Hosp. “claiming no further responsibility 
from him in this respect, while still holding him subject to ‘all ite rules and 

regulations in hie other missionary relations, ‘The members of the Staff sent out 
later by the Hosp. Board have asked for éspbttedcie under the ‘kn. Board, net ‘in 
order to rule over the affairs of others, but ‘in order to be more closely bound 
to the work of the Station, ‘The im, Board also has apparently thought it wise 

to appoint peraons to a share in the administration of the Station, and presumably 

with the idea that it would be of mutual advantage. - ‘The Birectos and members of 
the Staff ought always to be ready to take into consideration the advice of the | 
Station or of individuals, and in important. cases. to seek auch advice. . Te only 
documentary evidence that we possess in respect to this question is the constitu- 


tion of the Hoap. Together with this Dr. Post states that while in America he 


raised the question of the ‘power of the Mission to cont rol his location, He vas 
told, and he understood that this vas after correspondence with Boston on. the. sub= 
ject, that the had no such authority. The Station replied a0. this that 
it is doubtful how far the Prud, Com, has understood the bearings of the eonstitu- 
tion, and that in any ease, they cannot know the conditions that obtain on the 
ground here, and that therefore the Station should recomené at once such action 
as seems to them best,

After our first conference, it was proposed bp Mr, Wingate that not only the 


rest of the Hosp. Staff, should resign, but that Mra, Dodd and my self should do so 
also, This wis a logical carrying out of the idea that if the Station has no vote in 
Hosp. affairs, none of the Hosp, Staff should have a vote in Station affairs, Coup- 
led with this was a provision that in view of medical services to the Station the Am. 
Board should mke in annual grant toward my salary of 100 liras, Recognition was 
given to this, that ail other services Aitherto rendered by the Hosp, to the Station | 
entirely free of charge, such as nursing at their homes or occupying a bed at the 
Hosp. should be paid far at the usual rates, oe | 

A second conference held some days later seemdd to bring us no nearer to a 


satisfaetory conelusion, Finally Dr, Sost proposed that he and Mrs, Post, Miss 
Cushman, and Miss Cole should resign from the Board, while Mrs, Dodd and myself re- 


mained as at present, With this suggestion we séparéted, 

Four days later was held the Station meeting at which the letter to the Prud, 
Com. as enclosed was adopted. I again urged that the Station should not commit it- 
self to any definite step in a matter so important and chit but that ts 
ion should be sought from the two Boards in America, upon which we could base more. 
intelligent judgment. Mr, Fowle, Mr. Wingate and Mr. Irwin all said that this was 
“of no use", *thatwhatever information came it could make no difference*, “that - 


should. still want.to carry out the same plan®. I should have stated ¢hat in the 
course of our second conference they asked me whether if the Hosp, Board should say 
that the Hosp. was subject to the Station in all respects I would accept it. I re- 
plied that I would, and that I would live up to it. I then asked them whether if the | 
Prud. Com, should say that the Hosp, was independent and they had appointed members of | 
the Heap. Staff as missionaries of the im, Board with this knowledge in view they 
would accept it. There was a moment’ s hesitation, and then it was replied that they 
would accept it “but it would not settle the question®, implying that they would still 
agitate a change. From this and from their unwillingness to vait for information, 
it was evident that nothing less than resignation would satisfy, Ye therefore with- 
drew all’ further oppesitien, and voted for the adoption of the letter, not because we 
approved of such action at this time, but by way of aequiesence and for the sake of

‘wedieal works the following outline of a plan is euggested as furnishing a 
possible ground of solution ef the question.

Mr. Wingate speaks of my threating to resign, thereoy holding a 
"club" over them, of my presenting an ultimatum. I am sopry that my 
words should have oeen so understood. I only me ant to point out that 

the principle on which they vased their disapproval of iss North's 
application, and their desire for the resignation of some of the Hosp. 
Staffiogically implies that all of the Staff should resign, and I think 
that it will oe seen that it is only with reference to that princinie 
that I speak of resigning. 

He says that the head of the Hosp. and the head of a School or 

a treasurer are on exactly the same oasis as regards the authority 
But in saying this he entirely ignores the fact of the separate organi- 
zation of the Hosp. And this seems to have veen very generally lost 
sight of. | 

‘He oojects to the word "cooperation". It is the word used in the | 
contract with Dr. Carrington, only in that case it is cooperation with 
him on the part of the Am. Boardwhich makes it still more marked. | 

He oojects to the statement that certain work in Talas and vicinit 
requires no consultation. These were words exactly quoted from what Ilr. 

. Fowle had said to me in the veginning of the discussion, out I am wills 
ing to withdraw them, simply saying that the understanding should ve 
the same as for other missionaries in similar cases, 

He says that the present method has caused hafm in the field. If 
he means among the missionaries, I have said elsewhere that I think this 
is due to misunderstanding more than to anything else, and a clear appre 
hension of the conditions will correct that. If he means in the out-— 
stations, I am unaware of it. 

He says that the rest of the Staff are. suv ject to the Director of 
the Hosp. exactly as are native helpers, I do ‘ot so understand the 
constitution, They are suvject to the Hosp. Board as regards dismis- 
sal, as will oe seen from reading Art. VI. and I have taken no action 
not an accordance with that. 

He says that Miss Cole's resignation should ve presented to the 
Mission etc. vefore she leaves. With this I agree, out it would have 
veen out of place and ill-received for me to suggest. I had it in mind, 
out left it to others to suggest. 

| He says that my aggressive indevendence is evidenced. vy Iny showing 
to the Station my letter in reply to Marsovan, that I did so as a way 
of making a declaration to the Station, I had not the slightest 
thought of such a thing.If I had not shown the letter, would not com 
plaint have veen made that I was concealing what I did. My only thouzht

Mr. Fowle speaks of my * segging the whole question at issue " oy 
Claiming the Constitution of the Hosp. , adopted with the consent and 
approval of the Prud. Com., as the vasis of theindependence of the Hosp. 
and he geests that I had laid a trap in which the Station and Prud. 
Jom. und themselves caught, and justifies this suggestion oy saying 
that I now assert a deliverate intention from the first to make the Hosp, 
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jndevendent. This is simply one of the unworthy suspicions that take 
the place of sover argument.He thinks that the claim of independence is. 
a " plant of later growth ". I am indeoted to Dr. Barton for quota- 
tions from my letter of Nov. 20th I1900,proposing the separate organiza— 
tion of the Hosp.It had not occurred to me oefore I left Talas to look 
up any of my own letters as evidence on this matter, and I am sorry that 
I cannot now refer to the whole letter. I cannot now assert it defin- 
itely, out my impression is",that letter was read to the Station oefore 
it went to Boston. , The quotations which Dr. Barton gives show conclu- 
sively that I had the same ideas then as now, that they were hot at all 
concealed, and that Whe Prud. Com. accepts them as the oasis oy which 

to interpret the constitution. Aside from that letter of suggestions, 
I had no part in framing the Constitution at all, and knew nothing more 
of it until it came to me a completed document. I then showed it to w@ 
all of the Station who were present at that time. If they did not un- 
derstand it I cannot oe olamed for that. It is rather pemarkaole to 
ve charged on the one hand with such aggressive independence as to oe 
offensive to the Station,saying that the matter of independence was 
"ruooed into" them even when there was no occasion for mentioning it, 
and on the other hand to ve charged with having kept it so secret that 
for four years they did not know it. I think that this latter fact 

is evidence of our peaceful intentions. It was not untilFes. I905 
when a demand was made oy some memoers of the Station that the question 
of Miss Cole's resignation from the Hosp. (not from the Station, ve it 
noted ) could not ve acted on oy the Hosp.

He says that they have seen no proof of the independence of the 
Hosp. except the articles of incorporation.

At. the February meeting of the Committee ad Interim, the following © 
paper was presented and was fully considered in connection ith letters 
from members of the Caesarea Station, giving reasons for the action 
taken by that Station, action formally unanimous but accompanied by the 
statement that Dr.Dodd’s vote was rather one of assent than approval. 

"In view of the fact that differences of opinion have arisen in regard 
to the relation of the dospital to the Station and to the Mission; some 
holding that by virtue of the fact that Dr.Dodd is a regular missionary = 
of the Board, he is therefore subject to the direction of the Yission in 
all of his work; while he and others have assumed that he is independent 
of the fission in his medical work; the following outline of a plan is sug- 

gested as furnishing a possible ground of solution of the question. 

‘ 1. That Dr.Dodd and the Hospital Board pledge themselves not to 
carry on aork of any kind outside the hospital and dispensary, other than 
medical, without the approval of the Wission. | 

2. That all members of the flospital force except Or.and Urs Dodd, 
resign from their positions as wissionaries appointed by the Aterican Board 
This in view of the fact that if the plan as now proposed is carried out, 
they will henceforth be under the sole direction of the Hospital soard, 
and not subject to the Wission. 

3. That the Station request the and the Prudential Committee 
of the American Board to release Dr.Dodd from all obligation to said 
Board in the conduct of the hospital, dispensary, and other nedical work 
not interfering with his duties as sissionary physician for the Station; 
while holding him subject to its regulations in all other matters, the 
same as is done with other missionaries. 

The first of the three points seemed so obvious, that is, that 
all work undertaken in a station field should be under the direction of 
the station, that our Committee recorded and communicated its judgment 
to that effect. Our Committee, however, mas not prepared to pass any 
judgment at all on the other two propositions, without further light.

Our Secretary accordingly wrote to Caesarea Station and in reply, very 
full documents sere laid before us at our meeting on March 7th. fle make 
the following quotations from these documents, which show a real and 
important difference of judément existing between Caesarea Station on the 
one hand and Dr.Dodd and his hospital staff on the other, as regards the — 
relation of the Hospital to the Station ns touching missionary 4 
work in the field. | 

[Tt is from Or.Dodd’s communications that these extracts are made, 
and it is these claims to independence of station control, which the 
station declines to accept. 

“The Hospital as an independent evangelising institution is to work 
on parallel lines with the Station though not under its control.® “They 
{members of the hospital staff) are not y Canaeee to the vote of the rest of 
the station.” 

“fhe hospital staff acknowledge that no eveneattetic work by natives 
or Americans should be undertaken under the auspices of the hospital 
except in full cooperation with the station. 

Whatever is done in Talas or its near vecinity in the aay of visiting 
tract distribution, Bible nork, ete., is understood tc require no such 
consultation.” 

“fie did not refer the matter of Miss Cole? S sities ie to the sta- 
tion for decision, and refused to acknowledge that she had any right of 
appeal except to the hospital Soard.* 

“fhen Marsovan asked for the loan of Dr.Post for a year, we did not 
refer the matter to the station for decision.* Also we decided in the 
negative Marsovan’s request for Wiss Cole for a fen sonths without referenc 
to the station, and this action in these cases was based on the constitu- 
tion of the hospital as an independent organization=*- 

fhe above quotations clearly show the issue between Or.Dodd and 
Caesarea station. The whole correspondence is open to examination by any | 
member of the Mission in the Mission Library room, 

fo bhe Committee ad Interim the whole of the questions involved . 
seemed of so grave importance that our Secretary nas instructed to seek 
from all stations in Turkey (Bissiong)x exist, answers to the 
following questions, viz.- 

1. What relation does the Medical — or hospital work sustain 
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3. 


to the Station? 

2. &re the nurses voting members of the station? 

3. Does the hospital undertake evangelistic work outside its premises 
and if so on what conditions? 

The fourth question concerning surplus funds is answered wibh 
somewhat facetious intimation that if any hospital should ever be so happy 
as to have any surplus funds, it will know shat to do with them within its 
own walls. 

The answers from Aintab, are, - 

1. That the hospital is a branch of Central turkey College yet vir- 
tually under missionary control. 
2 That the lady nurses, Wiss Trowbridge and Miss Grant are missiona- 
ries and have a vote in station business, while Drs Shepherd and Hamilton : 


have no missionary appointment and have no vote. 


3. The evangelistic work of the hospital is confined to its own 
premises. 

From Warsovan - 

1. The hospital is a branch of regular Station nork. 

2. wurses not members of Station. 

3. Answer same as from Aintabd. 

Similar answers from Wardin. Ouse Ad, 
These questions were also sent to Dr.Sarton. His reply is long. 
It, may be summarised thus. 

1. The hospital so far as it relates to the mission work and the 
station is a part of one and the same work. All work, therefore, in the 
line of general missionary operations, should meet the approval of the 
station of which it forms a part. © 

2. The nurses, if appointed eissionaries have the same rights as 
others missionary ladies. 

3. No individual should undertake any work nithin any station withou 
the approval of the station. This sould apply a portion to a Hospital or 
school. for 

A hospital ,printing establishment or school of a station is al- 
ways regarded by the Board as only a part of the station and its work as a 
part of the one work.

The Committee ad Interim has newer considered 
eorstder.the contingency of the retirement of Dr.and Wrs Dodd fron their 
position as missionaries of our Board. Such retirement would concede the 
entire separateness of the Hospital and the Station work, wbile all our 
efforts,and notably Secretary Sarton’s letter of 2nd look toward 
preserving a vital relation between Hospital and Station.

Miss North, sent out by the OSp. poard in 1905¥ and has applica tor appointwent 
unaer the Am. bOara in Jane 1906. : 


In the case of tne ladies, Cusitaa ana Cole, tne appointment was made 
witn the recommendation ana full approval of tne Station after the very consiaeravle 
acquaintance shown in the above dates. hen giss Norto sent in her application 
for appointment, |] maae no objection, supposing that the station woula approve with- 
out question as they had aone for the others. jut when I mentionea the matter to 
some of the others in the Station, they saia that there was a large question involveg 
which must be settlea tirst. I then learnea that for nearly a year, since feb. of 
last year, there had been dissatisfaction in the Station over the indepenaence of 
the Hosp. On learning of this dissatisfaction, ] asked that we discuss the matter 
at once, ana sought conterences witn the other men of the Station. So far as ] 
could learn, the conerste cases of which they complain fall into two classes. 

Under the first it is saia that we are aoing independent evangelistic work, 
What we have done in this respect is to let one of our young wen nurses 60 Out to 
the villages, tirst to his own anathen to neighboring villages, to ao such simple 
work as he was able, with the influence of thse Hosp. to open doors for him that 
woula be closed to others. At tirst this was aone only during the summer vacation 
when his time was his own to go as he pleasea, ana this has been done tor taree of 
four years. Last year at his own urgent request, we let him go for a time in the 
winter when the Hosp. work was slack and he coula be spared. Again in the spring, 
when the village congregation of- hilenje near to his own village sent a special plea 
for him to remain with thea two months longer, promising to pay sometning touard 
his salary, ( since we would have to provide a substitute to do his work in the 
Hosp.) permission was Siven only after consultation with the Station. Jn regard to’ 
all this, we have to say that it began sp graqually that we aia not realize that it | 
was an independent evangelistic work,e out we see that it has developed so as toa | 
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Ze 
be a cause of remark, ana that we should not undertake anything of this character 
without tie consent of the Station. This acknowledgment we maae freely at the very, 
outset of the aiscussion, ana we think that this shoulda no longer be maae a grouna ,, 
of complant against us on the part of the Station, unless we shoula again transgresi. 
[he «ther class of cases is entirely aifferent. A year ago at this time a 

question came up in our Hosp. affairs which involvea the possibility of wiss Cole's 

| resignat. On. we did not refer the matter to the Station for decision, ana when she 

. ana her friends claimed the right of appeal to the Station, Mission, ana Prua. Com. 
in a matter purely affecting the hosp., we refused to acknowledge that she haa any 
right o/ appeal except to the Hosp. boara. They claimea that since she was a wen- q 
ber of the Station, tne possioility of ner leaving the Station should be considerea 

by the station first of all. 1 insistea, and all the rest of the. Hosp.. Staff | 
heartily agreed with me, that her rélations with the Hosp. could be aéterminea sole~5 
ly by the Hosp. board. practically oi course, owing to the financial conaitions — 
under she ana all tne otners received appointment as. missionarics of tne Am. 
board, the accision on the part of the nosp. pea¥a woula naturally oe tolloweda by a .

the Am. poara shoula never in any way be responsibie for any expense,--outtit, trav- 
cliing, or salary,-- tor any of these appolatses of the nOsp. board.)

Again last summer, warsovan station askea tor the loan of Dr. Post tor a year . 
to take charge of their Hospital.  Altnough we personally talkcea with other members 
of the Station in regard to tnis proposal, ( ama their judgment entirely coinciaed 
With ours ) we aid not refsr it to the station for aecision, and we so sPated in 
Our reply to arsovan. In regara to this also, until this present occasion, [| haa © 
heard no word of protest trom the Station. lf we were not right in our unaerstana- 
ig of the constitution of tne Hosp., we were certainly very wrongy- even presump- 
tuous in Our aéealing with misslonary business ¢ ana the Station was reniss in not 
seeking to learn the correctness or error of our position. 
| Onee wore last Lec., Marsovan Station askea tor tne loan of giss Cole for a few 
wonths. [nis also we aecideda in the negative without reterence to the Station. 

At that time the retark was maae to one of my associates tnat it was a question as 
to wndo haa the autnority to déeciae such matters. 

In all these cases the Whole dosp. staff, with the exception of Miss Cole, were 
a unit in teeling that we were in no way usurping authority. articles vy] ana yiI 
of tne Constitution of tne yosp. seew plain, ana we felt that we were doing nothing 
contrary to our allegiance to the am. boara, inasmuch as the Prud. Com., so far as 
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we Know, had accepted this cdnstitution ana recognizea the limitations thereby im- 
posed on us in our relations as missionaries of the Am. board. 

The Station disclaimed any desire to mix in the internal affairs of the posp., 
but they took the ground thay it the members of the Staff were members of the Statiol 
| then the Hosp. should be subject to the control of the Station like any other departs 
ment of the work. I saia that in my opinion the hosp. board would not consent to 
this, nor did [I think it woula be best. In that case they said that there sas no- 
thing to be done but to separate and have the appointees of the Hosp. resign from 
the Am. board, that it was unfair that we should have a vote in Station affairs 
while they had no vote in Hosp. affairs. 1] askea if there were no midale couree © 
possible, no compromise, by which the raaical change proposed could be avoided, but 
they could see none. In short, as was acknowleaged in Station yeeting, the princi- 
ple on which the proposed action is based reduces itself roughly to this, [If the 
Station has no vote innosp. matters, the Hosp. shoula have no vote in station mattes 

ié cannot but see of ‘course tne aifticulties of the situation. The appointees 
of the gosp. board, naving received appointment as missionaries of the Am. board, 
do sustain a dual relation. jut we have no instructions from the two foaras to ae- 
fine these relations. iihat 1 have urged throughout the whole of this discussion is] 
that we should address a joint inguiry to the two Bboaras in America, asking for a 
aefinition of the relations to be maintained between their tuo institutions here, 
Viz, bhe Hosp. ana the station, but the station has not consiaersa this worth while 
‘The questions which shouila like to ask are as foliows:

Qur view of the relations between the two institutions is somewhat as follows: 
The Hosp. is an independent philanthropic ana evangelizing institution, intenaea to 
work on parallel lines with the Station, though not under Station control. The 
guarantee that the two institutions shall work harmoniously is intended to be found 
in the person of the Director who was already a member of the Station. he Hosp. . 
belongings to the Hosp. board, was put in charge of Dr. Doda, a missionsry of the sm 
board, as their representative ana respomsible to tnem for the Hosp. while retaining 
his responsivility to the Am. Board as a missionary. The Am. boara, in effect, 
aetailed Dr. jodaa to the charge of this Hosp., claoming no further responsibility 
from him in this respect, while still hoiding nim subject to all its rules and re- 
Sulations in his other missionary relations. fhe members of the Staff sent out 
later by the Hosp. poara have askea for appointment under the Am. board, not in order 
to rule over the atfairs of others, but 1n order to be more closely bouna to the 
work of the Station. jhe Am. goard also has apparently thought it wise to appoint 
such persons to a share in the aaministration of the Station, and presumably with 
the iaeéa that it woula be of mutual aavantage. as to the questions proposed above, 
under the third question, we consider that items 1,2, 6, ana 7 belong to the Hosp., 
while items 4, 4, ana 5 oelong to the general evangelistic work in which we Ougnt to 
do nothong independent of the Station. jut in all matters the Director and members 

of the Staff ought always to be ready to take into consideration the advice of the 
Station or of individuals, and in important cases to seek such aavice. 

The only documentary evidence which we possess in reference to this question is 
the Constitution of the Hosp. Together witn thispr. Post. states that while in 
America he raised the question of the power of the wission to control his location, 
and he was told, ana he unaderstooa that it was after correspondence with boston on 
tne subject, that the wission had no such authority. 

At the Station weeting on Jan. 50th | again urged that the Station should not 
yet commit itself to any definite step in a matter so important, but that informa- 
tion should be sought from the two Boards in America,upon which we could base more 
intelligent juagment. It was replied however, that this was "of no use }}~ that 
" whatever information came it coula make no aifference,™ that " we shoula still 
want to carry out the same plan." seeing therefore the aesire of the Station, we 
made no further objections, and votea for the adoption of the letter, not because

we approved of such action at this time, but by way of acquiescence. 

My Objection to this action is that 1t 1s hasty and ill-consiaered. [t might | 
be the very thing we also woulda approve after sufficient time for deliberation and | 
correspondence with America. [Information from headquarters, and that on the vital) 
point of the whole discussion, should be secured before legislation is proposea. 
The results emen here on the ground have not been fully thought put. fhe princi- 
ple embodied in the first paragraph we have accepted from the beginning. If we 
are correct in our understanding that the Hosp. aha Staff are already independent | 
of the control of the Station, then the rest amounts to nothing more than a propos=| 
al that the Hosp. Staff resign from the Am. board, and so from the Station. If we} 
are wrong in our understanding, then opinions as to the neea or advisability of the} 
proposed action may be radically changed. | 
| Furthermore this whole discussion has been carried on by the Station on the 
basis that memvership in the Station is purely a privilege for which the members | 
of the Hosp. Staff give no corresponding privilege in return. There has never : 
been a hint that their membership in the Station has been of any value to the Sta- 
tion other than medically. Dr. Post has from the start taken an interest in all tl 
theout-stations, ana triea to inform himself in regara to them with an intelligent © 
appreciation of missionary conditions very uncommon in new missionaries. iss. 
Cushman has begun what none of the Station has ever undertaken before, the systema- 
tic training of Biole-women. poth of them nave taught in the boaraing-Schools. 
‘These are simply instances of work done in the Station aside from medical work. jem 
Neither of them has mentioned these things to me even in private aiscussion, and ] 
ado not mention them as constituting any claim on the Station, but only to snow that 
the members of the Hosp. Staff have always felt themselves a part of the station, 
Teady to share in its labors as well as in its privileges. 


As the matter now stanas, we of the Hosp. Staff are ready, in view of the evi- 
agent feeling of the Station, to accept the plan proposea. {ne statement of the 
members of the Station is that the relations shoula be put on a clear-cut, well-de-| 
fined business basis. jihat is involvea in that it is not necessary to aiscuss 
here. If this plan commends itself to the mission and to the Prud. Com. we shall 
be ready to carry it out without putting any hindrances in the way. 


There is perhaps one otner point which ought to oe mentioned. If it is a 
valid principle that when some persons are engaged in a work in which the Station | 
has no vote it is therefore unfair for them to have a vote in the Station, even 
though they share to some extent at least, in thie labors and responsibilities of 
the genneral wors along with the rest of tne Station, or if it-be held that the 
fact of being responsible to another joara for that special work prevents the aue 
performance of duties ana responsibilities to the Am. boatd, then it would seem 
that I also shoula resign from the am. poara, ana devole myself solely to the Hosp. | 
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and its work. this was indeea proposed in the beginning of the discussion. fhe 
fact that my support comes from the Am. Board seems to make a difference in the re- 
lation and in the sense of responsibility to that Biard. put if the principles on — 
which the proposed plan is basea, so far as ] understand them, are valid, then it 
seem that they logically touch my position also, and ] would feel embarassed in re- 
taining a voting connection with the Station. The conditions in Aintab somewhat 
resmole ours | believe, but I do not Know the getails of their arrangements. [| 
have written to find out, and hope that from there also light may be shed on the 
solution of our problem, | 

Hhat we ask first of all is that full information may be secured on which to 
base an intelligent and impartial discussion of the question at issue.

My Dear Dr. Greene, 
your letter to the Station in reply to the com- 

munications sent from here came last week. we at the Hospital are heartily glad 
that information is being sought, and that the question will be discussed on a 
broad basis. As to the questions proposed for inquiry, J think that you will find 
that the fourth will be of purely academic interest. 1 should have been glad to 
have had one, more specific in form, addressed to Dr. Barton, corresponding to the 
second question which | suggested in my letter to you, out doubtless that also wilde 
be elucidated in the correspondence. — I may be mistaken, but J think that the 
Hospital in Aintab is the Only one in furkey whose relations to the Am. Board in 
any way approach Ours. I think there are no others in all our Missions in Turkey 
that are incorporated under a separate board of trustees. | 

In your previous letter acknowledging the receipt of the paper adopted by the 
Station on Jan. 30th you made no mention of receiving the copy of the constitution 
of the Hospital which was forwarded at the sane time. I take it for granted that 
you must have received it , but if not, {| should like to be informed of it, for it 
is essential to an understanding of the situation here. 

I learn from your letter that wr. Wingate sent you copies of two papers which 
l wrote. They were in no sense officially presented to the Station as you seen to 
suppose, but were simply handed to individual members of the station in order to 
facilitate the discussion of the question at issue. Statements in the earlier 
one were modified amplified, omitted jor repeated in the later one after a Rfiret 
conference with all the men of the pie hais together. Since these documents were 
sent, another one ought to have been included which was written by mre Wingate, and 
passed around to menbers of the Station in the same way as mine. [It was written 
before my second. I have asked Mre Wingate for a copy of it, but he has none and 
has not retained the original. So I] cam qaote from memory only. It began with 
preamble similar to that of the paper of Jan. 20th, but included this statement, "* 
" and since it is evident that pr. podd can no longer beconsidered fully loyal to 
the Am. EBoard,( for example, would he be willing to go elsewhere if the Mission 


called upon him to do soy) therefore " etc. The first recommendation was that all 


the members of the HOspital Staff resign from the Am. Board and have no further of- 
ficial. connection with the Station. The second was that in view of pr. Dodd ts 
medical services to the Station the Am. Board make a grant of Qgne hundred liras per 
year toward his salary. 

This I] believe is something like the arrangenent at Aintab. fhe conclusion 
come to ( of entire separation ) may be the best, and if so we shall accept it, but 
the premises on which they have sought to establish that conclusion have not been 
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pleasing to us, nor in our estimation are they just and correct. 


In considering your questions addressed to other Stations, [J] think that the 
following extracts from letters may throw some light on the relation of the Hospital 
here to the Station as understood by the Prudential Committee. In preface I should 
Say that pr. Post was called by the Board of Trustees of the Hosp. accepted their 
call, and was appointed without any consultation with the FPrud. Com. and without their 
knowledge. After that, application was made for appointment as a missionary of the 
Au. Board. | | 


From pr. DPaniells to June igth, 1903. 


"Ian very happy to report that the Committee aspreved. your papers with great- 
est unanimity and appointed you as a missionary of the Board, designating you to the 
Western Turkey Mission in the expectationthat you will be associated with pr. Dodd 
in his medical work at cCesarea. As both you and we understand it, this appointment 
does not involve the Board in any financial obligations. It gives us great pleas- 
ure however to feel tbat you will be 5 member of the Mission, bb hearty sympathy 
with the rules and regulations both of the goard and ofthe yission. we extend to 
you our hearty Christian fellowship, and bid you welcome $o all the privileges and 


duties involved in this missionary appointment." 
From Dre Smith to pr. Fost, June 19th, 190%. 


" fhe peculiarity of your appointment is well understood, having been a part 
of the previous correspondence. you are to be a member of the western Turkey Ml6= 
sion and of the circle at Cesarea, while gepemdent upon the Trustees of the Cesares # 
Hospital for your support and for all financial aid. you will look to that Board 


for your outfit and travelling expenses and salary." 


From Mre Wiggin to W.S, Dodd. eb. 1zth, 1906- ( reply to an inquiry from 
here.) | 

"] have read today your letter of jan. 4th to the Secretaries in Cabinet meet- 
ing, and in our judgment it did not seem necessary to bring it to the prud. Com. 
Qur view of the action taken in 1901 by which a separate Board of frustees was or- 
ganized for the hospital, makes it unnecessary for you to account to theBoard for 
the medical receipts and expenditures of the Hospital,as all receipts are douotless 
needed for the promotion of the hospital work. If the Board of Trustees had a 
fund sufficient to warrant it, doubtless the Board would expect your salary and ot 


other personal expenses to be met from the funds of the frustees. " 


This shows that the officers of the Am. Board in Boston are not entirely bling 
to the situation created here by the organization of the separate Hospital Eoard, 
as some members of the Station have chosen to suppose.

Our hospital is a vranch of central Turkey college and under the 
the management of the same voard of ranagers as the college. Neitner 
yission nor Stationhas any voice in hosvital affairs, except in se far 
as one half of the College Board of Managers consists of missionaries o 
tne These memvers or the Board of Manage 
ers are elected however not vy Mission or Station, eut oy the native 
ecclesiastical "Union." Neither Dr. Hamilton nor ryself are memoers of 
the Mission. We have, no vote in Station or Mission, nor do we attend 
Station Meetings. I usvally attend the megstxnugs annual meetings of 
the ‘fission, am always elected an honarary memser and am given a goodly 
share of work etc. upon committees.Am a memver of the Board of Managers... 
of th ¢.T. college and of the Aintao Girls’ Seminary. Have always | 
Jeen. made to feel that I was one of the missionaries, although not tech 
nichally so. The same is true of Dr. Hamilton. The Mission allows the 
Jospital I00 liras a year in consideration of the servicesof the Hospi- 
tal physicians to the memoers of the Mission. I do not know that there | 
are any written rules or regulations in the matter, out voth Dr. Hamil- 
ton and myself hold oursefves in readiness to render any needed service 
to memsers of the Mission at any time, and make no charge for the same, 
in Aintaos Dr. Hamilton usually looks after tne pupils and teach 
ers of the Seminary,and I after those of the College. In the Paarmacy 
we charge a profit on prescriptions made upfor massionaries, the same . 
prices we should charge to well-to-do nativeg people. Dr. Marden took 
my place when I was on furlough, and naturally assumed the same medi- 
cally to the missionaries which I held. The grant of I00 liras to the 
Hospital went on just the same in my avsence, The only missionary we 
have ever had in Hospital was Mrs. Dr. Atkinson upon whom I performed a 
laparotomy. We made no charge for operation, out I velieve that Dr. 


A. paid the usual charge of 50 pr. a week for hospital care and voard, 
Although he himself did most of the care and the nursing. 
This I velieve answers all of your questions.

I should 
ke to consider the question in its general and oroader aspect, and 
ave the special and local details ‘tor discussion only in case of 


cessity. 


I. We have held that the aeeested is-an independent institution 
sthaslisned for the purpose of healing the sick and preaching the Gos— 
i;.( Art. VI of the Constitution of the Hospital );that this is an ac- 

mplished fact, and does not require any further legislation such as 
BE eropoeed Oy desarea Station in the third paragraph of the paper 
footed; that such legislation is superfluous. We vase this first of 
ll, upon the Constitution of the Hospital adopted with the consent and 
E.@oroval of the Prudential Committee. Articles VI and VII seem to ve 
lear. We hold that this was no Jlind action on the part of the Prud.. 
won. , vut understood vy them to mean that the Hospital was not svoject 
fm the control of tne Station in its medical work, its internal affairs 
r the disposition of ots forces, although all of the three memoers of 
he Hospital Staff at that time were missionaries of the American Board } 
emit that any evangelistic work outside of the Hospital should carried 
Pan only with the consent and approval of the Station. This latter is 
me whether any of the memvers of the Hospital Staff are anpnointed 
issionaries of the Am. Board or not, for in case they were not, miss-— 
onary comity would © require that work undertaken in a

This position as to the independence of the Hospital is confirmed 
y the statement made to Dr. Post vefore he came out that the Mission 
orld have no authority to change his location, which statement he un- 
erstood to have oeen approved oy Dr. Smith at the of his receiving his 
mpointment as a missiomary of the Am. Board. 

It is further confirmed oy a letter From Mr. Wiggin to me dated

Furthermore, in the letter from Dr. Barton dated April 2nd 1906, 
in answer to the first question he quotes from a letter of mine of Nov. 
Oth I900, in which this position is clearly stated, and he says that — 
hat Letter was ovefore the committee in the consideration of this rela- 
ion, and he accepts the parts quoted as emvodying the principles that 
Svern the relation . 
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In reading the contract entered into vetween Dr. Carrington and 
e Prud. Com.I am interested to see that the Hospital to ve estavlish- 
here in Constantinople is looked upon as an independent institution 
,regard to which the Am. Board agrees to "cooperate with Dr. carring-— 
nn", for which the Am. Board shall have "no resporsivility of any 
nd", excent in the definite and limited amount stated, and the stip- 
ation that theHosvital shall oe managed in "essential harmony with 
e work of the Mission", A letter from Dr. Smith some time ago in- 
red me that the constitution of this Hospital in Const. was v»,ased on 
at of the Talas Hospital, and in accordance with that I also learn 
at the secre tary of the Board of Trustees of the Talas Hospital was 
sxed to draw up this new constitution also, | 

I have spvoken of the Hospital as an independent ‘institution intend- 
4 to work on "parallel lines" with the Station, and this pirase nas 
een strongly ordjected to. I think that the vnhrase “essential harmony 
sed in the contract with Dr. Carrington fully justifies it, for that 
es cortainly does not immly Station control. If this latter had 2.een 
ntended the contract is vadly worded, for it should say, " In the mane 
zement of the Hospital he shall sulmit himself to to the control of 
he Station’ or words to that effect. 

In reference to Dr. Barton's letter of April 2nd I shovld like to 
ay that the first paragraph seems to me to differ very littie if any | 
rom the position that we hold. He speaks of the Hospital in its gen- 
ral missionary work as a part of the Station, while in its medical work 
t is separate. I do not know that it makes much difference whether 
e say that the " outside mark evangelistic work done oy the Hospital i 
sa part of the Station work carried on through memvers of the Hosp. 
waft," or whether we say that it is a " part of the Hosp. work carried 
nunder the control of the Station," A good example perhaps is the 
i2le Readers work under the charge of Miss Cushman. By vote of the 
tation the charge of the training of Bivle-women and their oversight 
as given to her. The only suitaole candidate who covld then ve 
ound has veen under training for a year and a half with daily instruc- 
ion or supervision of some soft. The only other Bivle-woman in our 
ield, in Ceg@area, has also oeen under her charge. By vote of the. 
tation voth have made weekly reports of their work to her. What 
neir salaries should ve, where they should go, etq., are questions re 
erred to the Station oy her as a matter of course, and voted on oy the 
tation as a matter of course, On Miss Cushman's leaving, this work | 
as oy vote of the Station*®placed unter the care of Mrs. Post. Mrs. 
bdd vegan in a very small way to have some tracts and leaflets trans— 
ated and printed on the mimeogranh. When this work grew and assumed 
roportions that made it a visiole factor in the work, the Station 
nought it well to appoint Mrs. Fowle as a committee to work with her, 
nd in the wisdom of this we fully concurred. It was acknowledged to 
€é work over which the Station should have control. 

Paragrapvis 2 and 3 of Dr. Barton's letter do not throw any special 
ight on the matters here vecause the questions there answered were 
ramed with a view to eliciting information from other Stations in Tur- 
ey rather than that needed from Boston. Parazraph 4 seems not to 
e in accord with Mr. Wiggin's letter to me on the same surject which 
have quoted elsewhere, and which he says was on the authority of a. 
avinet meeting. 


Re Memsers of the Hospital Staff have veen appointed as mission- 
Ties of the Am. Board. Before receiving such appointment they were 
Nquestionaoly suvject solely to the authority of the Hospital Board. 


bes any one suppose that the Hosp. Board had any thought that oy virtue 
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of such appointment the authority over their appointees whom they sup— 
ported and for whom they alone were responsiole ( as reiterated oy Dr. 
smith ) was taken out of their hands and vested in the Station ? And 
is there any evidence to show that the Secretaries, who speak of the se | 
culiar relation thus entered into, had a totally different idea from t* 
that of the Board of Trustees ? Miss Cushman was already a missionary 
of the Am. Board when the organization was effected, as was I myself; 
yet in my letter proposing this independent organization I say that 
" Miss Cushman and I will oe suoject to this ( Hospital ) Board as fe- 
gards our medical work, while retaining out relations to the Prud. Com. 
as regards general missionary work." and this is quoted oy Dr. Barton © 
as showing their understanding of the relation. This orings out a point 
that has hitherto oeen entirely overlooked, that Miss Cushman was a miss- 
ionary of the Am. Board vefore the organization of bigettes and that » 
oy the terms of that organization as understood at Bosto Aas well asp 
mm myselfoecame suoject to the Hosp. Board and no longer to the Prud. com. 
mg as regards the medical work. Yet in spite of this the Prud. Com. evi- 
ym dently expected us to continue to velong to the Station and to vote in 
Station meeting. And likewise they have expected the later appointees 
to have all the same rights, which as a matter of fact they and we have 
always exercised. 
Nowis there any inherent wrong or incompativility in the situatton 
thus created ? It is said that it has caused clashing. I am con- 
vineed that if the situation had oeen clearly understood from the begin- 
@ ning there would have oeen no clashing. In other words, the misappre— 
@ hension of the conditions caused the clashing and not the system. And 
whatever there has »,een on our side that has contriouted to the tension 
has veen due to personal fault and not to the system. It is not neces— 
sary to ourn down the oarn in order to clean the hen-roost. My plea 
from the oeginning has o,een to remove the misapprehensions and misunder~ 
standings oy seeking the fullest light possiole from the two Boards in 
America. Then if the oasis thus defined is not satisfactory, it will 
oe time enough to formulate demands for something different,. When 
urging this seeking of information, I was asked whether if the Hosp. 
Board and the Am. Board should unite in declaring that the Hosp. in all 
its work was suoject to the control of the Station, I would accept it. 
Although I bdelieve that such would oe for the oest interests neither of 
the Hosp. nor of the work at large, I replied that if such were the de- 
cision, I would accept it and live up to it. 

Let me give what I think is a fair illustration of the relations 
yvetween the two institutions as understood in America. Nazar Ef. Mos- 
dichian is an employe of the Biole Soc. in Amerrga. Cesarea. He has no 
relation to the Station in any way. His work is entirely independent 
of that of the Am. Board. He is invited to oe a memoer of the Mixed 
Conference to which is committed the care of the out-—station work. We 
never think of saying to him that vecause he is present and voting in 
that vody, therefore fairness demands that we have a voice in conduct— 
ing the affairs of his office. He appoints his colporteurs, who are es- 
sentially evangelists, working intermingled with our workers in the ew 
out-stations, he employsour workers to sell Biovles, paying them a com 
mission, etc., and all this without the slightest thought of referring 
anything connected with these matters to the Mixed Conference of which 
he is a memver. And I do not think that it has occurred to any other 
memver of that oody as veing incongruous. Yet that oody has no author— 
ity whatever over him, no contro] of his goings and comings. His sole 
connection with that oody is that a share in its respvonsivdilities and 
lasors has oveen conferred on him. 


In like manner I consider that the Ptud. com. has conferred on the 
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envers of the Hosp. Staff who have veen appointed as missionaries of 
he Am. Board a share in the resyonsivilities and lavors of the Station, 
mile knowing that the Station has no control over them in their rela—- | 
‘ions to the Hospital. | 
I would call attention to the fact that in Aintao Miss Trowbridge 
nnd Miss Grant are missionaries of the Am. Board and voting memoers of 
tne Station, although Drs. Shepard and Hamilton are not. The Station 
snd Mission there have no voi ce in the affairs of the Hospital. Dr. 
snepard says that the Hospital is " practically under missionary manage- 
nent ", oy which he means in distinction from oveing under native con- 
trol,one half of the Board of Managers »veing missionary and one half 
yeing native,although the former are chosen not vy any missionary vody 
ut vy the Central Union. That Hospital is the only one that I know 

of in Turkey whose conditions are similar to ours in that it 18 organ 
ized under a Board of Trustees ( in that case in conjunction with the 
‘cllege ) separate from the Am. Board.. oe 


3. The memoers of the Hospital Staff except Mrs. Dodd and myself 
are asked to resign from the Am. Board. If it shall ve decided that 
this is the vest thins to do, voth for the Hospital and for the gener—- 
a1 work, they are re ady to do so, I am not at all convinced that it 
would ve vest; more than one of the rest of the Station in the o,egin- 
ning of this discussion expressed the opinion that it would ve harmful. 
Being missionaries of the Am. Board however they would p¥efer to retain 
that relation, and if it would oetter the situation, to voluntarily 
withdraw from voting in Station meetings. Some such arrangement as 

t is they would heartily accept. 


In conclusion I would say that I urge the Mission not to take any 
radical action without getting full information fromboth dJoards in Amer- 
icag ( the Am. Board and the Hosp. Board ). It is in this respect that 
I feel a mistake has hitherto oeen made, No answer can ve permanently 
satisfactory without a full uncerstandi ng on vovoth sides. Nor do we 
wish to take any step in regard to resignation from the Am. Board with» 
cout hearing an expression of ovinion from th 
theHospital Board. I have not yet heard anything from them on this 
point,except fror one individual of the Board, andi he expressed the 
hope that resignation might not ve necessary. I would suggest that 
thé“stid a statement to the Prud. Com. explaining the case, as full az 
statement as may ve thought wise, that a copy of the same ve sent to 
the Hosp. Board, that the two Boards ve requested to confer ( oy 
committee or otherwise .), and to formulate a joint answer, I am will- 
ing to agree oeforehand whatever answer shall thus oe given, out of 
course if the position laid down in such answer shall seem to the Sta— 
tion or Mission to ve unwise, the way will oe open to recommend chan-

but. tae views which doginate the Station are such that we cannot work unaer a 

their shadow. 
but finally, the deciaing tact in the situation | is that the aifference 

is such that it exercises a controlling influence in the practical aetails 

of the work of the field. it involves questions of what preachers ana teache 

ers and other agents shall be employea in the work, of the visiting of con- | 
gregations ana their treatment, of the whole attitude toward our oative bre- 
thren and of their attitude towara us. if it were a were question of doctri-

sonstraint fron the Prud.Com., their issire has renainei the game, and has 
azain been strongly 3tated to as. In view of this, and seeing that the 
causes of friction have become nore pronounced, #¢ Jeened it better to 
accept their view of the situation that @eparation was the best thing 
for all. fe did not Wish to make their talk about our resigning the 
orominent reason in our letter, for it evident fron previous corres- 

pondence that the authorities in Boston would not be pleasei, to say 
the least, to hear that the Station had reopenad that questian. It seemed 
to us that to state more of the underlying causes which convineeli as that 
the sitaation demanded this action would make for a quieter and qaisker 
acceptance of our resignation, | This expression of their deiire woaid not 
in itself have peen a suf ficient cause for our resigning, for that Was a 
matter apon whic) judgment had been alrealy passed. But yet it was the 
Starting point for our consideration ani could not bat have much h weignt. 
Judgment had already been passei I gad, tut on the basis of its being a 
question of administration as regards Hospital and Station. The cirzuan- 
Stances that have orought it up again involve questions of our relations to 
ths people ani td) the work, and it was only fair that this should be statei.

In tha Becont glace, you evidently seen t> think that we are the ones 
wtO have strayed fron the faith, or have gone into such sece 


entri2zities of 
belief as to lead to this separation. Against this I protest, for I do 
not think it is tess, it may be that the emphasis which We olaze on the 
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aork of the Holy Spirit constitutes such a difference, out I do not think 
if Owht to 10 Sod. fe do balieve and teach that there is 4 special 
filling with the Holy Spirit which is promised to all dellevers, 4 personal 
Pentecost for each, which they have a rigent to elain and dught to seek, and 
that this is needed for the test service for the Master. There is no other 
ooint in which ny belief,as far as ] know, 1iffers for example from that of 
Fow#le, There is 4 of our Protestant people who have 
taken a strong hold on this pelief, and in the beginning many of then went 
into extravagansieas of statement and serious errors, such as confounding 
the new birth with the later fiklinz with the Spirit, and the doctrine of 
oerfactionisn. Against these things we have striven ani taught as well 
as we could, and I think that these things are largely eradicated today from 
the teaching of the “New Life” people w#itn whon we have had most to do. 
But I know that the name has cling to then, and that we have oeen accused 
of fosterinz it by bsing in Sympathy with then. | 

In one point I acknowledge that our views,aside fron what I have 
already stated, have coen a factor in the sitaation. My study of the Bible 
itself, and attompting to enter more deeply into the spirit of it, has led 
ne tO bacone more conservative than | was years ago, espacially in respact 
to inspiration, and has lei me to a simpler faith in the plain teaching 
of the Word, that has pecome inexpressioly precious to me. Thus the 
tendency of my thinking has something to do, though i would almost say in 
a negative way, with the width of divergence bata ayselt and Vr. Wingate 
for example. ne has lately given out a statesent of celief in reply to 
criticisms nade, which has to be juigei by what be expressly omits as well 
aS by what be expressly says, and also in connection with other statenents 
that he has made. For example, he does aot oelieve in the Deity of Christ 
though he does accept 4 divinity for himy he does not believe in his 
preexistence or virgin birtao, nor in the sacrificial view of the atonenents 
he does not believe in the absolute working of the Hody opirit on the ninds 
and hearts of nen; he does not believe that the statenents of the Aoostles 
in the wnpistles as t> doctrine are binding upon as, or authoritative ,excepl 
as they approve themselves to our oan thinking. T have nd desire “ g9 
into this at length, dul simply give a few points to illustrate bow far 
apart we are in our views, Mr.irwin agrees with hin in much, but to what BX on 
tent I do not know, [his constitutes a dominating force in the Station. 

Now a3 1 have repeatedly said, ali this need not constitute a ground 
for division if it were nerely a matter of our beliefs. I| can accept nost 
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heartily another man’s conscientiousness even though it differs radicaily 
fron nine. It is not-in the matter of osliefs tnat friction comes, 1% 
would be perfectly easy to keep still about them and go on our Own Ways. | 
And we do have good social times together ani disregard all these things. 
But it. is in the carrying out of details of work, in our judgment of what | 
persous ought to b4 employed in tne field, in our approval ani disapproval 
of what shurches and congregations do, that the friction comes in, For 
instanze, I bave known for years something of “r.Wingate’s views, but it 
has not nade trouble between as, ani i have made 19 complaint abcut it. 
But when some of the people began to learn of these things ana maqe 4 oro- 
test to the station in the matter i could not heip sympatnizing with them 
in it, and that iid make trouble. Or again, when it seems to be a 
definite policy. to employ nd one as preacher woo is known a3 a “New Life” 
man, regardless of qualifisatioss otherwise, 1 cannot agree, ani feel that 
nost serious hara is being ione in the field. [here are some who are 
called “New Life” people whom i would mot on any account want to see employed | 
by the station. I do not at all approve of Yiss Gerber or her work, and 
many of the New Life people feel the sane way about her, But there are 
Others whom i consider aast consecratei and aseful workers, Inasmuch as 
this tivergence of policy, which has its basis in divergence of views,

this tine. The peginning was tne fact that Mr.Wingate began to give nore 
public expression to some of nis views than .te had done before, [he psople 
Logg notice of it andi began to question it. In reply to a letter written 
to him fron Vesarea he stated that freedom hai some to the country and it 
44S time to teach these things to the psople openly, referring to some 
nigh Criticism views on the Via Testament. The people were aroused and 
came to us to know more abput it, what “these things” sere Zoing bo mean. 
While giving them infornation in general, we declined to give then any 
Statement about Mr.Wingate’s views, but told then if they wanted to know 
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that they should go to him direct and talk with him, [hey did so, the 

church committee (Hokepar tsa) of the Talus church made an appointment with hin 
for an evening’s talk, and cage away having learned much that he had not preacnada | 
in public. They proposed various things to do, for it aroused then very 
greatly. [hey wanted to write to Boston complaining of ois views ani asking 

to have him recalled, etc. We told them not to, that nd sach complaints in - 
regari to doctrinal matters would be listened to in Boston. 1 may ada 

too that on two previous occasions within three or four years a Similar proposal 

made by some of the native bretaran, ani once i, and once Ur. Post, while 

1 was in America, was able to stop it. I speak of this to show that what 

has happened now is 4 coming to 3 heal of what has ceen in the minis of people 
for some time, and that Mr.Wingate himself has given occasic ficr this, and 

also to show that this has arisen from the native people and not from us in the 
nospital. All that was finally done in the present case was the sending of 4 
request to the Station to make a change in the nanagezent of the Swiiay norning 
Sabbath School in the Girls’ ocnool, of mbich ur.Wingate had charge, With 
this request we could not help but sympathize, and 1 thought that perhaps Mr. 
Ningate when he knew the feeling of tho people would himself quietly withdraw 
from this service, and this would have disarmed the opposition. The Station 
nowover made reply that while not agreeing with him in all points they considered 
O13 teaching not only not harnfal, but useful. With this view we could not 
agree. some of our ndspital especially assistant physician, had 
o8en active in this matter, cut so had sone teachers in tile Boy’s School and | 
the Seriba employed by the Station. It was with reference to this episode that 
the other men in the station expressed the opinion that I ought to resign fron 
the Board. Ur.Post was away touring at the tine, but on his return agreed hearti- 
ly with the position taken by the rest of aus in the Hospital. I will only add 
one litem to show the f@eling of the Talas sonyresation. Their annual election 
took place two days pefore | left nome, and they elestei a shurch committee for 
the coming year who were solidly in favor of counteracting these new viens in 
every way tnat they could. 

{ think it will be seen that the preseut situation has its rise in a 
disaffection toward the station on the part of a large number of the people, an 
Opposition which is not new and which is growing, [The fact that we feel that 
these people are on the right track (though we are not Willing to become sponsors 
for all that they do) constitates the grievance against aus.

1.nid the of the native cooperation accompanvilng the 
outoreak of political disturbenses ,ebesive the Prudential Comittee 
from its pledge?To this the answer is:No,for they continued the same 
annual grant to the college,after that collapse ,without any question of 
1ts validity,and,so far as we know ,have never questioned 1it(It may be

tives under the plan of cooperation) 

The fact that the srant did not lapse with that particular native 
failure is clear in another way:the pledge of the vearly grant was made 
before ther 2 was any hative cooperation--before there was any college, 
and afterwards the name Anatolia College was autnorized.The original 
grant was: to the institution itself,and not to 1t under conditions as 
to name and mode of management.It 1s well known here,that the college 


waS 1n imiinent peril,from which it escaped none +00 soon,by passing

wholly under American control.If it had remained in anv measure under 


the control of subjects of the Ottoman government ,who can tell? Its 
‘very foundation might have been overthrown,and the institution brought 
to an end,in 1892-5-4. 

As said above,the Board’s grant in aid,as a pledged part of the appro - 
priations,has never been ai thai ner tne fact and propriety of the 


continuance of the grant questioned by the Board. But, the mission has 


taken a course which annuls +he pledge of the Board, reducing the grants 
in aid of tne college,during seven vears, trom a pledged total of $3:, 400 
to a realized total of about $3,700--that is,co: siderably more than 
half has been lost ov the mssion aetion.Duri:g the last three years, 
almost 70 per cent has been lost. Where did the mssion get the au- 
thnoruty to de this?’.Thne Trustees of tne college have never given no- 
tice to us the Managers,of any such abrogation of the pledge.so far as 
ee such notice has ever been given to the mission.And here is the 
pledee. 
How has this--involving a ioss of avout$#,700 to the college, som « 
adout¢iIn this wise.Punds being short,in instead of making appro- 
priations to the separate stationag’ Board save a lump sum to the Western 
Turkey Mission, and threw the onus of distribution upon them.This mth- 
od has been in vogue since that time.For three vears,the mssion re- 
garded the pledge to Anatolia College,and then disregarded it,as they 
do still. 

To this,a kind of answer has been made thus:The mission has _ re- 
duced the pledged $1,200.We give Mars ovan its proportion, and Marsovan 
is at liberty to put the whole into Anatolia College,instead of its 


out-station work.As the amount due the college is about the sam as 
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that spent in the field,this is equivalent to saying that Marsovan can 


have its college prant,bv giving up its whole field work .When the Pru- 


dential Conmittee pledged this vearlyv sum,and made it irreducible,was 


it their intention that it should be kept intact in such a way as tins— 


by the sacrifice of the whole Marsovan station fieldvwe might give up 


our wrele field of 30,000 square miles,but who would take it?sone of 


the brightest and nest work in the Turkish missions 1s in the Marsovan 
field. .0nlyv the statement of such a proposition 1s necessary,to show it 
preposterous. 

Here then,the matter stands.A vearly grant of $1,200 was made to 
Anatolia College ,and made irreducible. That pledge stands here on the 
books, and has never been abrogated,nor any notice of its withdrawat 


Piven,eitner to the college managers,or to the mission,so far as we 


- know.and vet,the mission has made the pledge null and void by its ac- 


t10n.Has the mission any right or authority to do sovWe trow not. 


From the first ,Marsovan has felt that a wrong was done in this 
matter .But we have not fully known what action may have been taken here 
we had not access to the records of the Prudential Commttee.We always 
hoped for ». betterment in ish finances,and we dreaded stirring up ill 
feeling.The weariness of vears in collecting money to meet deficits. 


consequent upon this loss has,at last resulted in the presentation of 


the matter to this pody,with the request that thev take effective nea- 


sures to secure the fulfilment of their pledge. 

In thus speaking,we do not condemn the mission as unrighteous .We 
suppose they have gone upon a wrong idea--the idea that the lump sum 
method does away with the pledge,though,for three vears after 1894,they 


acknowledged the opposite doctrine.There s2ems also,to exist another 
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false notion--to some extent at least-that Anatolia College pertains to 


Marsovan alone,as if 1t nad no important relation with other fields. 
Now,the college is carried on, as much for the benefit of the other 

Six stations fields,as for our own.The graduates are laboring in all 
these ftields,and in others far beyond.Greece is now looking to this in- 
stitution to supply its evangelical laborers. 

As tO this Case then,there seems but one conclusion:the mission 
has ow seven yearsb2en,not with the idea of defraiding,but in fact ,ta- 
king aie using for other purposes , the funds : belonging to Anatolia Col- 
lege,and the institution has had to gO about the world begging for the

oped she would leave the college a legacy for its hospital,and,after 
her death,it proved that she had done soO*z,000 L.st. The Managers great 
ly rejoiced in this,as it showed a way of relief from the burden of 
constantly collecting funds to meet the hospital deficit.''hey have been 
waiting ever since,wondering why the einer was not paid over.Now we 
learn that 1t has been wae over , and is being used to pay the salary of 
: Dr .Carrington,a regularly appointed missionary of the Board,although 
the, church in West Roxbury is pledged to him. This has caused 
ddeslarension in our station, and letters from them ask that this tian 
be looked into..This use of the funds is a serious mistake,but a mis - 
take only,for nobody supposes an intentional wrong was done. It has 
come niet in this way:It has been supposed that the hospital at Mar- 
sovan,and the hospital surgeon are on the Same basis of support , out the 
nospital belongs to the college, and bears its name ,wnile the doctor 1s 
a regularly appoliited missionary supported oy the Board sa the college 
President dopted by ‘the Bristol Ce) as Ur .carrington 
was by the church at Roxbury.Tne college tunds Cannot be taken to sup- 
port one of the missionaries ,to say nothing of NAVLDE an Aler- 
ican church support him nominally,while the college pays the vills.Mmss 
Marston’s legacy was given to the college,in care of the Board, as we 
generally tell donors to do,and was not given for the general work of 
the Board.:nothing 1S more certain than this,t0 us who know the whole 
history of this matter.Possibly,in the wordipg of the will,ther> may be 
forms of expression which a party so disposed,might so construe as to 


deprive the college of its right in this bequest,but the American Board 


1S hot such a party. 
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This explanation being made,we have little doubt tnat the mistake will 


be righted:we earnestly ask that it be rectified without delay. 

The two cases of loss by the college,of that which is undoubtedly 
its own and exceedingly necessary to it are now before this body.There 
“isa call for some few words conclusion. 

The college has had 1ts own vearly deficit to meet,and the hospital 
in connexion with it,another deficit.In the case of the hospital,about 
half the running are met through payments by patients. hose 
of the college And board of students , amount to about 
$14,000 a vear,of which students pay $10,000Ine small incom from en- 
downents meets halt of the rest.Tnere nas remained practically, 
the necessity of raising,dv s{ e1al effort, about $4,000,which we have 

been doing for ten vears or so.Under these circumstances , t he anmal 
loss of about $700 on an average ,out of the $1,200 guaranteed to the 
college as an annual grant till its endowments should be realized,is a 
@ very serious tning.'The Loss of the Marst on legacy,the only reliable 
means of meeting the hospital deficit ,would be an squally serious mat - 
ter,but the feeling in the hearts of the brethren at Mars ovan, conse- 


quent upon these losses in these ways,would be more serious than either 


Now,as the President of Anatolia College, and its r2presentative

‘The paper presented by Dr. Tracy to the Prudential Committee, bearing 


on a pledge which was made by the Committee to Marsovan station in 1888, 
to provide in part for the support of Anatolia College, was referred to 
the Cabinet for consideration and report. This paper and the facts there- 
in referred to have been carefully examined, and the Cabinet reports 

as follows: 

| It appears that when Anatolia College was organized as a College, 

and the question of providing for its suppert was under consideration, 

the Prudential Committee after long and careful deliberation adopted the 


following Minute January 24, 1888: 

"That the understanding of the brethren at Marsovan, as conveyed by 
their joint letter of Dee. 13, 1887, to the effect that the Prudential 
Committee is pledged to appropriate $1,200 annually, as long as it may 
be necessary for the evrrent expenses of Anatolia Cellege, upon condition 
that the native community fulfil) its pledge, is warranted by the facts 
and accepted by the Committee. 

"That the sum of $3,200 is to be regarded as a pledged part of the 
appropriations for the general work in the mission, and that the limit of 
the regular estimates be fixed se as to inelude this amount. a 

"That the mission be distinctly requested hereafter to inélude the 
sum asked for this ‘Werpose in the regular estimates each year". 


This Vinute was practically a part of the constitution of the Col- 


lege, and of permanent force. It has never been withdrawn or reconsidered. 


Payment of the pledge which the native community had made, amounting to 
a thovsand liras or am annual inceme of sixty liras,was fully maintained 
but fcr a short time. Because of this pledge a certain share in the lo- 2 
cal management of the Cellege was allewed to the native community. The 
pledge was partly fulfilled up to 1893, when the payments from the native 


community ceased; and with the cessation of payments the part which the 
native community had taken in the management cf the College ceased also. 
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Notice of these facts was given to the Prudential Committee and from that 
time onward the College has been administered wholly under the control 
from these Rooms and a local Board of Managers made up from the mission. 

For several years, until 1894, the sum of $1,200 was annually in- 
cluded in the appropriations to the Western Turkey mission and was made 
an irreducible part thereof. In that year the finaneial conditions in | 
this country led the Prudential Committee to substitute for the grant of 
a detailed list of the items for general work in each mission a lump sum 
) which each mission was to distribute for itself. The Western Turkey mis- 
| sion, in distributing its quota, placed at the disposal of the Marsovan 
station simply its percentage of the total grant, leaving the serious re- 
duetion which was made upon all the estimates to fall upon the grant for 
Anatolia College as well as upon the estimates for other parts of the 
general work, and this course has been followed substantially in each 
succeeding year. This was done without report of the fact to these : 
_ Rooms and without protest from the Marsevan station, at least until this 
7 paper from Dr, Traey was presented. The fraetion of the general grant 
assigned to Marsovan hardly sufficed to keep alive the regular work of 
the station and left but a moiety of the expeeted grant for the Cellege. 
And thus the College has been foreed to look for help elsewhere, and has 
suffered a steadily increasing burden because of this reduction of its 
stated income. Dr. Tracy lays these facts before the Committee and asks 

for a remedy of the situation. oc 

The Cabinet observes that the Prudential Committee has recognized 

the pledge of 1666 as binding notwithstanding the facets which have been 
above recited. The entire withdraval of the native pledge and of native 
control was distinetly known by the Committee at the time these steps were 
taken, and no change in its relation to the College was made. As long as 
the grant was made directly fran these Rooms the pledge was fulfilled. 
The diminution of the amount realized fran this grant which followed the 


| 
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year 1894 was due to the failure of action on the part of the Western 
Turkey mission. Had the Marsovan station immediately entered complaint 
and brought the matter to the knowledge of the Committee a remedy could 
have been promptly provided. The result of such action continued from 
year to year has been to infliet a real loss on the Cellege, for which, 
however, the Committee is not responsible and for whieh no present remedy 
can well be provided. 
The Cabinet would call attention to the fact that in the original 
Minute the pledge of an annual appropriation of $1,200 was exclus ively 
stated to hold "as leng as it may be necessary for the current expenses 
of Anatolia College”. The determination of the time when it 8 hould no 
longer be necessary it was understgod beth at the Rooms and in Marsovan 
was to be in the hands of the Prudential Cemmittee. The statements which 
: Dr. Tracy has made go pretty clearly to show that the necessity of this 
grant exists for the present, while there is hope that the time may soon 
come when this grant will be no longer required. : | 
The Cabinet do not see now any present remedy for past losses, but 
they are of opinion that the pledge is still valid and that the Committee 
ought hereafter, uwmtil the need of this grant has ceased to exist, to 
; take measures to secure its fulfillment. They therefore ree ammend that 
for the present the Western Turmey mission be notified when the annual 
appropriations are reported that this sum of $1,200 a year for Anatolia 
j College must be made a first e¢laim upon the apprepriation for general 
‘ work in the mission, to be deducted therefrom before the apportionment to 
the several stations is made. They further recemmend that notice be 
given to the mission and to the station that the Committee cannot deem 
} itself bound to continue this pledge beyond the time when, in their judg- 


' ment, such a grant is no longer necessary for

We confidently look for the blessing of God upon these meetings, 
and to this end we invite all who love the Lord's work to unite with us in.

ent individuals must have heard the truth. In closing his letter he says 
"It was to me a very happy day. I seemed to behold before me the un- 
doubted evidence of the beginning of a spiritual work among these be 
nighted people.* Facts justified the impression formed at that. timeand 
so great was their interest in the work that Dr.and Mrs.Schneider went 
in September 1871 to reside in Yenijeh for a time and,like Paul at Roms, 
they began to preach in their own hired house and then laid the founda 
tions of the work Which through tue blessing of God has grown to the 
present dimensions, ASA determined opposition appeared, theer house was 
stoned several times,there were even threats to burn it,but God's~hand 
was in the movement and all attempts to hinder it were in vain, Dr JS.)

found many among the ignorant women glad to listen to the reading of 
the Bible. The rooms rented for the services soon became too small and 
accommodations were also required for a school,so a suitable building 
was purchased and the necessary repairs nd alte: ‘ations were made, It | 
is a significant fact that none of the Board's funds were put into this 
building at the time of its purchase,though a small sum was donated la- 
ter when it was made over into a parsonage.

I shovld not fail to mention that this brother has had 
an important part in the evangelical work throughout the whole fieldylI 
early learned to value his counsels and have been privileged in having 
him as a companion in many of my tours to the outstations and,when hin- 
dered from going myself,l have been glad to send him in my place, for, 
like myself ,he firmly believes that a minister is called to serve his 
people in many more ways than simply preeching th- gospel from the pul- 
pit.

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THE PROTESTANT 


At its Annual Meeting, held in May 1904, the Western Turkey Mission voted 
to appoint a permanent committee, the duties of which should be to keep in touch with 
the Protestant Chancery, report on ils work and, together with missionary associates in 
the various stations and under several Boards, advise and encourage the various com- 
munities in their efforts to maintain this Chancery. 

The undersigned were chosen to serve on this Committee. At the Annual Mee- 
ting this year Mr. McNaughton’s name was added to the Committee and a vote was 

passed requesting the Committee to issue a statement in regard to the Chancery for the 

use of all the missionaries in the Empire in urging on the. Protestant communities their 
moral and financial obligations towards the Chancery. 

In accordance with this vote the Committee has the honor to submit the following 
facts and suggestions with the hope that they may be of service. 


The Chancery. 


‘It is evident that few among the people grasp the fact that there is a_ vital 
connection between every Protestant institution or organization in Turkey and the Chan- 
—cery at Constantinople. His Imperial Majesty, Sultan Abdul Hamid II., recognizes the Pro- 
testant body of Turkey through ils representative, whose election He sanctioned in February, 
1889. Whether the case be one of presenting to His Majesty the interests of some distant 
community or of asking for the extension of imperial favors to the Protestant body at 
large, the individual on whom this important function rests is the Vekil of the com- 
munity. It is true that the local Vekils in many of the important centers transact much 
of the local business;. but, as is well known, all inportant matters must come through 
the Chancery, and aside from this it should be clearly understood that the local autho- 
rities officially recognize these Vekils solely because they represent the man who by an 
imperial edict stands as the civil head ‘of the Protestant body of the Empire. It is not far 
from the truth to say that a large majority of communities regard the Chancery as a sort 
of bureau for the transaction of casual business, such as the securing of firmans, and that 
a financial return is due the Chancery only for specific services rendered. This is a mis- 
conception, the pernicious results of which are already apparent. Suppose, however, 
that this view is the correct one and this «bureau,» finding it impossible to pay even its 
office rent out of the meagre returns should decide to withdraw, what would be the re- 
sult? Before long there would be no Chancery, and through inexcusable neglect the Com- 
munity would lose by default a well nigh priceless boon granted by His Majesty, Sultan 
Abdul Mejid, in 1850. The edict begins in the following words, «Let it be known on receipt 
ofthis my noble rescript that whereas those of my christian subjects who have embraced 
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the Protestant faith have suffered inconveniences and difficulties in consequence of their 
not having been hitherto placed under a separate jurisdiction, aud in consequence of the 
patriarchs and primates of their old cr eeds, which they have abandoned, not being natu- 
rally able to administer their affairs.......» 

No intelligent person informed as to the importance of holding fast hard won 
privileges need be told that such a contingency as the obliteration of the Chancery would 
be a severe blow to the cause for which several missionary boards have given their best 
of life and treasure for three quarters of a century. Ground once lost may never be re- 
covered. We put this point as strongly as a circular of this kind will permit, feeling 
sure that our associales appreciate the importance of the matter. Moreover it must be 
remembered that on the Vekil rests the responsibility of guaranteeing the good faith and 
loyalty of the people he represents. If in the eyes of the Government any irregularities 
or violations of privilege are taking place within a certain Protestant community, the 
Vekil is held responsible and the matter is referred to him. Thus it will be seen that His 


Majesty holds the Vekil responsible for the loyalty of his community and also expects him > 


to act as medium for his people in the event of any injustice being done them. 

~The point from which to grasp the situation is the Government’s point of view. 
It matters little whether this or that group of individuals see the necessity of a Chancery, 
or at least ifs special benefit to themselves. The Government practically ignores all 
groups, communities, even denominations, and recognizes only the officially appointed 
head. It decrees that if there is a body there must be a head and if there is no head 
there is certainly no body. In other words, no organization in Turkey, however strong, 
may expect a continuance of its official standing if through its own neglect it fails to 
maintain the head sanctioned by His Majesty to represent that body. 

It is clear then that aside from all the important. services it renders by the 
iransaction of a considerable amount of business during the year, the Chancery is abso- 
lutely necessary in order to keep open the channel of communication between the Sove- 
reign of the country and his Protestant subjects. Scarcely any folly could be greater 
than for a Protestant to minimize the importance of the Chancery and above all to neg- 
Ject giving it his financial support. A parallel case would be for a foreign subject to 
attach no importance to the Embassy of his own country and to ‘cpaaeee all personal 
obligations towards its maintenance. 

After a careful investigation into the affairs of the Chancery we feel under 
obligation to add a word in regard to the present Vekil of the Protestant community, 
A. H. Boyajian Eff. His abilities are too well known to require mentioning here, while it 
is admitted that from the standpoint of education and culture no member of the Protes- 
fant community, is better fitted for the office. For seventeen years without salary or re- 


muneration he has carried the weight of his arduous office with a fidelity which very 


few people realize. The records fortunately show how ably this man has supported the 
interests of his people in critical times, how persistently he has worked and is still working 
for the royal favors which mean the peaceful enjoyment of the privileges of worship and 
education. 
One further fact which made a deep impression on our minds is that in order 
to keep the oflice open Boyajian Eff. has generously advanced the necessary funds from 
_ his own pocket and the sums thus advanced exceed one hundred and e eighty liras, not 
to mention the arrears in the salaries of those whom he employs.

Finances. 


After being given the utmost freedom by Boyajian Eff. in the matter of in- 
vestigating the financial standing of the Chancery our Committee was astonished to find 
how meagre the returns have been from the people in whose interest the Vekil and his staff 


are working, For instance, during 1904 the total contributions from the communities 


amounted to only L. T. 54, more than half of which came from Constantinople. - fees 
received during the year brought in only L. I. 59, giving a total income of L. T. 113, 
The inadequacy of this sum is evident since in order to run the Chancery on its ml 
ill equipped basis at least L. T. 300 are required for clerical and general expenses not 
including any remuneration for the Vekil himself. Now in order to put the Chancery 
on a basis which will give satisfaction to all concerned in the transaction -of business at 
least L. T. 100 should be added to the amount available for general expenses. As a_ 
matter of justice to the present Vekil and with an eye to the future of the Chancery when 


Boyajian Eff. can no longer serve, a provision of at least L. T. 300 should be made for 


the salary of the Vekil. This will bring the total sum required up to L. T. 700 per 
annum, and this would be the most economical basis possible. After careful consideration 
of this imperative need, in the light of past experiments, we would offer the following 
suggestions, it being understood that our Committee assumes no ) pow er. to either . 
to our associates or to native communities. 


Fees and Contributions. 


The local Vekils may be made to understand that as they hold their office solely 
by virtue of the recognition accorded them through the Vekil at Constantinople they are 
under obligations to consider the proper suppert of the Chancery as a permanent issue, 
and that it is an important part of their service to assist in raising the necessary funds. 


We would suggest, therefore, that each community choose at least two men from their 


number to serve with the local Vekil or Mukhtar as a financial committee which shall 
have in charge the collecting of the fees charged for local business, dividing the same on 
a percentage basis between the local Vekil or Mukhtar and the Chancery ; also of assessing 
on the community the fixed sums pavable to the local Vekil for his services and to the 
Chancery for its support. We would suggest under fees that hereafter a small amount 


‘be added to the local fees charged and that the addition be set aside for the Chancery. 


For instance, if heretofore five piasters have been charged for an Jlmikhaber, hereafter 
seven and one half piasters be fixed as the fee and that of this, two and one half piasters — 
be apportioned to the Chancery. 

In the second place we would suggest that the amount assessed on each com- 
munity, so far as the Chaucery is concerned, be in proportion not to the membership of 
of the church but to the yearly expenses of the community for schools and church, taking 
as a basis only what is paid by the people. In order to facilitate the adoption of such 
a system we will forward to each station a list of the communities within its field append- 
ing the suggested contribution asked from each community. As there may be some 
delay in tabulating this list we would suggest that three per cent of local expenses met 
by the people might be regarded as a fair contribution to be made for the benefit of the 
Chancery at Constantinople. Of course any arrangement of this kind must be purely 


Voluntary and should be entered upon bv a natant agreement between the people and 
their head men. : 
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A Final Word. 


We are glad to assure all friends of evangelical work in Turkey that the Chan- 
cery is achieving solid results year by year.. In this connection we might mention the 
fact that during the past five years more than ten Firmans have been secured and that 
during this per iod over one thousand letters have been received and a correspondence — 

maintained in regard to the legal status ai the schools and churches of His Majesty’s 
Protestant subjects. 

Effort is being made to place the Chancery on such a satisfactory buitnens anes 
as will remove all cause for complaint: in the future, 

We would emphasize again that this matter touches the missionary work of the 
entire Empire at a vital point and that no one whose interests are bound up in these 
widely scattered communities can afford to ignore the situation any longer, The time 
for a decisive effort has come and may not be safely postponed. _ 

We therefore make an earnest appeal to all our fellow w orkers to assist in the 
solution of this problem before it is too late, and within the limits of prudence to spare 
no efforts in bringing at ant the wiser heads of the communities to a realization of the 
situation. |

The Turkish Government does not recognize any method of denling with — 
Christian subjects (excepting when it wishes to inflict punishment) save throug 
some individual who represents the mass. This representative is dealt with 
by the Turkish officials in e considerate manner, and the interests of the com- 
munity which he represents are generally discussed in o friendly yay. 

In the hierarchical churches the interests of the whole body of

A study of Present, Conditions in 
The Western Turkey Mission. 

Perspective requires first distance, second point of view. In reviewing the | 
missionary work done in Turkey both these conditions seem to be fulfilled. There 
is distance, reaching back 75 years to a day when a certain man of God planted 
foot in this Capital of the Ottoman Empire and set in motion forces which have 
become a part of the life of the country. The second requisite, a point of view, 
would seem to be gained not by a rounded number of years, but by a change in posi- 
tion. Some changes come imperceptibly, others are cataclysmal. We have had our 
share of both. However. they come, they give us a point of vantage from which to 
look back. We see clearly the day of the pioneer, the romantic beginning of Sreat 
things. Our vision includes heroic men and women. Their figures loom large on the 
horizon,for strength and courage were theirs, and it was they who,after centuries 
of intellectual Quiescencehad passed,came to break. ground for the new ideas of the 
est. 

Then follows the constructive period when creative senius asserted itself a the 
ideals of our earliest missionaries took definite form. Disorganazed bands in 
search of a new relation to truth became churches. The humblest efforts to train 


centers, social, intellectual, spiritual and radiated their influences in every 
direction. The life of the country was touched in a thousand ways. A rational 
spirit of reform, uncolored by political motives, unmarred by sordid aims, Look 
possession of hhose who had eyes to see and ears to hear. 

We who are younger do not forget that there are still those among us who have 
contributed no small share to this constructive period. kmerson says that an 
institution is but the lengthened shadow of a man, and these ourfathers, some of 
whom have just passed into rest and others remain, we see the genius that has | 
sounded from pulpit and press the note of a new evangelism and covered Turkey wibh 
a net-work of schools and benevolent institutions. May we never forget our 
heritage. Many a cause, however splendid in its beginnings, however secure in the 
sterling character and high aims of its pioneers, has gone down in ruins because 
their successors at some point relaxed their hold and in a crucial hour lost 
courage. Our responsibility today is beyond estimate. 

This leads us to consider a phase of missionary work in this country, which de- 
“as immediate attention. We may briefly indicate it as the Next step. 

The process of development is so slow and the changes so Sradual that we fail to 
note the completion of a cycle. The clock ticks no louder as the current of time 
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Slips along into a new century. This is especially true in a country where the 
wheels of progress turn slowly, and where by comparison with the forward rush 

of the outside world, the movement seems to be retrogressive rather than pro- 
gressive. In spite however of discouraging conditions and disappointed hopes, 

I believe we are entering on a new era in mission werk in Turkey. 

. The pioneer period was followed by the constructive period. Then came the 
hour of test when faith was sorely tried and the lamp of hope burned low until 
morning joy ended the night of weeping. . 
For the sake of clearness we may call the new period we are facing as that 
of readjustment. We are not likely to found more colleges for some time to come, 


or even to enter new fields for organized work. Our plant is already of suffi- 
cient dimensions, The question at issue is how to bring it,in all its depart- 
ments,up to a higher degree of efficiency, to produce in accordance with the 
demand, and indirectly to justify the cost in life and treasure covering three 
quarters of a century. 
During the few past months I have had the privilege of visiting the larger 
part of the Western Turkey Mission. It would be impossible for me to recount 
here all that I saw and to give adequate expression to the inspiration I received 
during more than four months of travel, covering 8800 miles. Two impressions — 
will always linger as the permanent effects of my long journeys. Men and women, 
consecrated to the work of saving humanity through Christ, unconsciously are 
lifted to a higher level. They shine with a light not their own and become a 
power which only God’s presence can give. This is the only possible explanation 
of the modern miracle of missions, whether it be done in the school or the hos-— 
pital or the pulpit. fihere Christ’s spirit gives the motive, there even appa- 
rently barren soil becomes fruitful. Success is assured. But where the con- 
trolling spirit of love is lacking, men may expend their highest and best arts. 
It will all be in vain. This fact was impressed very deeply on my mind as | 
witnessed the triumphs of many, and I am bound to add, the failures of a few. 
Another impression.I shall never forget the faces, young and old, aggregating 
. thousands, in which 1 looked. Some were bright and hopeful. They seemed to say, 
He are waitirg, Show us the way to the ideal life. Others, oh so many, worn and 
sad, were longing for some word of comfort. ‘Still others, happy already in that 
peace which passeth understanding, seemed to be singing softly, how sweet the 
nane of Jesus sounds, In a believer’s ear. : 

In time I may forget other things which also impressed me deeply in my 
visits to scores of villages, towns, and cities, but I shall never forget that 
out yonder in those broad fields are thousands and tens of thousands of souls, 
hunsry for the truth, longing for sympathy, yearning as men will to the end for 
the touch of love. It is with the memory of these facés that 1 come to you. 
They sive me courage, these our friends, known and unknown, to speak of very 
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practical matters, which I believe concern their deepest welfare. For surely 
Jove is practical as well as loyal. The statesman is a true patriot because he 
Shapes a future through the wise handling of present and everyday affairs, 

We are entering on a new stage. Is there no turning to our road? Shall we 


take time to make sure, or shall we plod along, self-absorbed and busy, trusting 
that a kind Providence will not let us come to srief? 


CHURCHES AND S&LF-SUPPOR1. 


The primary agency for the dissemination of truth is the pulpit, and in the 
majority of cases the pulpit represents a church. We are all rejoiced that the 
gospel may be preached in many ways, that we have schools and hospitals and homes 
for the fatherless, that the christian personality is a mighty unit of power. 
Nevertheless we are aware that the organized church has come to be God’s powerful 
instrument for propagating his kingdom on earth. | -. 

I feel sure that 1 am voicing the thoughts of all here in expressing a sense | 
of anxiety over the condition of a very large proportion of the churches in the 
Western Turkey Mission. There are a few bright exceptions, just enough to show 


situation, unpleasant and discouraging as it is must be frankly faced. It may 
afford a brief respite of comfort to urge the generally unfavorable condition of 
the country and the poverty of the people, but ee worker, be he mission- 
ary, pasbor or layman, will nov be satisfied wii SP any other excuses. We are 
all under a solemn pledge to uphold the cause of Christ, to carry his gospel of © 
peace and hope to waiting hearts, wherever they are found. We are pledged to do 


our utmost. Are we doing it? An engineer informed me that at a certain point 


of Constantinople. Similarly we may say that in the 48 churches of the Western 
Turkey Mission bhe power going to waste is enough to evangelize the entire field. 
There is no call for me to enter into particulars. The actual state of affairs 
is well known. A feeble spirituality, the predominence of selfish motives, @ 
spirit of exclusiveness, fostered by narrow men, and frequent, almost chronic 
church quarrels sound familiar keys. I have the testimony of two missionries 
at least that they were obliged to spend a large share of their time when touring 
to settling church quarrels or personal quarrels in the church. It sounds like 

9 bit of unconscious humor to read in a recent annual summary that the touring : 
missionary reports fewer quarrels than usual. Unfortunately a pastor or mission- 
ary must often find his consolation in the thought that the conaitions are not 

as bad as they might be. I would not claim that every difficulty may be traced 


in the Bosphorus the water power going to waste is enough to light the whole city 
| 


to the same root. The all important subject of the Theological Seminary adequate 
for the supplying of strong leaders will be discussed in a separate report. Be- 
Sides the paucity of wise and consecrated leaders I admit that there are other 
unfavorable conditions, but in the study thus far given the subject, I have come 
to the conclusion that these churches are weak, irritable, and unproductive because | 
their native strength has not been sufficiently fostered and developed. The import- 
ant principle of Christianity, self-propagation, has suffered neglect. We may 
eliminate the few ignorant men who look on financial support by a foreign Board 
as their permanent right. The great majority understand that christian brother- | 
hcod prompts assistance until the church helped can stand on its own feet and walk 
alone in the joy of independence. Let it be understood that my present standpoint 
of argument is the good of the churches and the rights of the people. The wise vse 
of money is a duty, but the development of self-propagating and independent church- | 
es ip a sacred obligation, which touches christianity at a vital point. 
It is inspiring to see what strenuous efforts are being made in other coun- 
tries toward self-support by the churches themselves. In Ceylon last year the 
pecple contributed for churches and schools #560 over against $137 given by the 
American Board. In Mexico the averase contribution of church members toward self- 
‘Support was $10 each. ie are scarcely surprised now at any of Japan’s achieve- 
ments, and yet no one can resist a thrill of admiration in reading of the enthu- 
siasm and christian courage with which the Home liissionary society of Japan asked 
to have the remaining 26 churches transferred to its care, making a total of ¢¢ 
self-supporting churches. This is especially significant at this time when the 
nation’s life struggle has drained its resources to the utmost limit. 
| It is true we have our own difficulties, but the blessing for which we wait 
Will never come until we have discovered and removed the causes of the lethargy 
that is slowly settling over the churches. 

Itaimomy intention to place before you an exact statement of the degree of 
self-support thus far attained by the churches in this and other missions but I fine 
that the statistics at hand do not furnish enough facts on which to base an 
accurate view. There are, however, sufficient facts in evidence to show that the 
progress made in the Nestern Turkey Mission toward self-support has not been satis- 
factory. Comparisons are sometimes deceptive and it is well to be on one’s guard 
against specious arguments, but I have found no reason why a comparison between 
neighboring missions in this country and the iiestern Turkey vission is not wholly 
fair. 

It is well-known to many that Dr.Wiheeler, 3 recognized missionary statesman 
of the creative type, was an enthusiastic apostle of self-support. He and his 
- two life-long associates, ably supported by Pastor Schmavonian, bent all their 
energies in this direction. In a report of Dr.iiheeler’s, dated 1871, after show- 
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ing how the people had given $5000 towards the support of their own work, adds 
these words, “We hope to go on thus decreasing our drafts on the churches at home.” 

I have no hesitation in saying that the marvelous development of the evangelical 
work in the Harpoot field during those early years was due in larse part to the 
practical application of this saving principle. We know what fearful odds this 
field has had to struggle against during the past fifteen years, and yet, even 
under these circumstances we learn that substantial progress has been made. 
Marash station was established in 1858, and yet only 15 years later in 1868 there | 
w4re tuoindependent churches. Here is a sentence culled from the report of that year, 
“The native churches are assuming self-support with an earnestness and consecra- 
tion to Christ that promise an | early oo of the missionary work proper in 
this quarter.” 

In this same report especial attention is called to the fact that the Cilicia 
‘Union, organized on the principle of self-propagation, was already a force and 
accomplishing splendid results. No thoughtful person will fail to recognize the 
fact that the various unions of the churches in Turkey are organized not for con- 
venience in the transaction of business, but because they contain the life-serm 
of the work of the future. If they are weak they should be strengthened, if they 
are discouraged by the obstacles that surround them they should be cheered by active 
sympathy and loyally supported. The same reasons exist for persistent and patient 
effort in strengthening the civil status of the community as 3 self-governing © 
body through the Protestant Chancery. 

Recently Marash celebrated the jubilee of its First Church and on that occa- 
sion an academy fund, started six years previous, of 1500 liras was completed. In 
- this field alone the three churches of the city and the one in Zeitoun are self- 
supporting and two will soon be indepandent. In last year’s report this cheering 
statement is made, “There seems bo be a growing desire among the people to provide 
for themselves and the conviction that this is the true order.” I have especially 
emphasized the work in Marash for the reason that in its infancy, when times were 

hard and members few, the principle of self-support was made not the topic of 
- spasmodic exhortations, but an issue, and it has been kept an issue, until the peo- 
ple themselves have caught the enthusiasm of a standard under which they may pre- 
serve their self-respect and struggle for the supremacy of christian ideals, 
The most striking comparison between the Central and Western Turkey Missions 
consists in bhe following. In the Central there are now 28 organized churches 
and 14 of them are independent. In the Western there are 48 churches and only 
10 of them are self-supporting. That is,the ratio is as 50 percent to 28. In 
the matter of schools the contrast is even more striking. In the Central there 
are 126 schools and of these 65 are self-supporting. In the Western there are 131 
schools. Only 21 do not receive foreign aid. The ratio here is 51 to 16 percent. 
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In such a comparison we are not to lose sight of the excellent work being 

done in this mission, the churches that have struggled so splendidly for inde- 
pendence and now stand in their own strength, and of those missionaries and pas- 
tors who are earnestly working for the principle of self-support. Moreover it 
gives me real pleasure to testify to the worth of many pastors and preachers whom 
I have met during phe past few months, to the sincerity and reliability of many — 
in their congegations, and to express my conviction that no field is richer in 
men and opportunities than the Western Turkey Mission. Now in view of the wealth 
our soil holds and with the hope of brighter days before us shall we not unite 
‘native and foreign workers, in a campaign for arousing the churches to a realiza- 
tion of their latent strength and open their eyes to the possibilities following 
@ hard-won res etemgsp Let us not accept self-support in principle, but. let us 


every one of those 13000 who attend evangelical services fron neek to week shall 
feel the thrill of a new impulse and the joy of an assured future “Prepare ye 
the way of the Lord andnake his paths straight.” : 


THR NEED OF A SCHOOL SHSTEMs 


NO one can nied in any part of Turkey today and — be impressed by the fact 
that a new era of education has begun in this country. Even Moslem schdols are 
making wonderful strides. The College I visited at Konia was clean from top to 
bottom, modern in its equipment, and withal bore every mark of making education 

serious business. | 

It is a source of gratification to know that the setahb habeas of American 

schools has had a large share in bringing about this wave of educational reform. 
It is also inspiring to recall that in these three missions of Asiatic Turkey 

there are in 380 schools, under American auspices, over 20,000 pupils. It is also 
a fact well worth noting that from a geographical standpoint the Western Turkey 
Mission enjoys unsurpassed advantages. In the first place it is partially cir- 
cled by 1000 miles of sea-board, and is traversed by nearly 800 miles of railway 
with several important and much travelled highways, thus facilitating transpor- 
tation and communication. It contains nearly all the great seaports of the coun- 
try and a large number of populous cities, including the capital of the kmpire. 
Already two of its colleges are planted in the two largest cities, a third is only 
two days’ journey from the sea, aud all the obher higher institutions are easily 
reached. Having in mind these great advansages it is reasonable to expect that 
our 181 schools, scattered strategically over this vast and important area, 
should form a system pregnant with possibilities. fihen it is remembered that 
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the education we offer extends in influence far beyond parochial limits into the 
life of the entire christian population then we begin to realize the weight of our 
responsibility and the largeness of our hope. 
If we take time for a calm and sane survey of this broad educational area from 
our consciousness will emerge the outlines of a divine plan. Through years of 
patient effort crest after crest has been gained, the standard of chtistian educa- 
tion has been planted at every important point, and now the aggressive forces seem 
to be converging. The situation is ours, with one proviso,-if we are strong to 
hold it. | | 
By a natural sequence of events the past 25 years have constituted a period of 
centralization. Colleges and high schools have been moulded into shape. The men 
and women adapted to this work have given every moment of time and every ounce © 
of strength to this great service, and I believe it is no exaggeration to say that 
the weight of the missionary force and the best of native teachers have been 
applied to the educational institutions at the centers. I, for one, do not regret 
this. 1 fthere is anything which gives us a sure ground of hope for the future 
it is the solid and permanent character of our higher institutions of learning. 
Meanwhile, perhaps necessarily, the secondary schools have been neglected. It is 
true that a fair number of boys and girls go from the smaller towns and villages 
to the center, but how many more remain, who, by reason of their poverty, need 
all the more the advantages of a good education at home. 
In the matter of supplying a better class of teachers there is always the 
weighty plea of insufficient funds. Much depends, however, on the value at which 
a secondary school is rated. lxperience testifies that the most expensive invest- 
ment in the world is a cheap teacher. 
This leads to a second consideration, and that is the adequate supply of 
teachers for all points. That this need is not met most of us know. Sometimes it 
is a matter of chance whether a village or town school secures capable teachers, 
or in fact any at all. The places nearer the higher institutions are the mest 
favored. 
In view of these facts I venture tio ask whether the time is not fully ripe for 

us asa Mission to look at our whole educational field as one, each component 
part being regarded as important as every other. The elements are at hand, what | 
weneed is cohesion. It is time for us to weave a few connecting loops and make 
our net-work of schools into a system. 

In making the following suggestion I would emphasize the point that in taking 
any new steps it would not be expedient to interfere in any way with the exist- 
ing authority and freedom of the various stations. My suggestion would be this. 
An Education Commission, composed of our best educators, might be elected to 
permanent office. In rough outline their duties would be by regular correspond- 
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ence and by conferences, say every two years, to regulate the supply of teachers, 
to consider the question of a first-class normal school to supply the Mission 
to determine the grading of schools and so far as possible bring them under some 
uniform system, to decide the relation of the high schools to the colleges, to 
investigate the advisability of new departures,to keep to the front the religious 
aim of our institutions, and finally to form a sort of court of appeal to which ~ 
all such questions as touch the life of the schools at vital points may be referred, 
Naturally every field would be represented, and I firmly believe that such a 
Commission, if elected and entrusted with these important duties, would stand to 
save us ffom impending dangers and would prove an aggressive force of incalcula- 
ble value. 

THE ARMENIAN NATICNAL CHURCH, 


In closing I would like to touch on a subject which, though too large for 
adequate treatment here, is too important to pass by. ven the casual observer 
cannot fail to notice that the majority of pupils in our schools come from Gre- 
gorian and Orthodox families. The reason for this is not primarily for the ac- 
quisition of the English language but because parents have learned to value above 
Other things that training which gives depth of character. iven more significant 
is the fact that there is scarcely ever a religious gathering or preaching service 
in whdch some Gregorian friends are not present. This does not mean what it might 
have meant in early years. There is seldom any thoughtof breaking connection with 
the Old Church for the purpose of joining another. It is simply an effort to 
satisfy a spiritual need and an expression moreover of a feeling of fellowship. 
I shall never forget the deep joy of these occasions when I stood recently 
before Gregorian audiences in their own churches and preached to them in a name — 
they love; or the many occasions when I addressed the pupils of the national 
schools on the essentials of personal and national life. 
The facts we have at hand are surely significant and may nell make us pause 
and ask whether here too there is not a 41h Step. 
In contemplating closer relations with’ Beople, the Armenian nation, for whom 
we are working we must emphasize the need of a more than superficial knowledge 
of their history, especially their religious history. One fruitful result of such 
study will be for instance the discovery that the first Puritans of the world, back 
in the 8th century, who sowed the seeds of the great reformation in Burope, and 
were the intellectual progenitors of the founders of New fngland came from a little 
district in the heart of Armenia. Another result of closer inspection will be 
the knowledge that the most ancient, national church 18 also the most tolerant, the 
least tainted with Roman arrogance, democratic ir spirit and organization, and 


possessing elements of spiritual strensth. 
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Changes are slowly coming about which in our absorption we hardly notice 
some of the ablest young men of the nation, literary in taste and eloquent as 
preachers, are entering the service of the church. Bible study in one form and 


another is being inaugurated. Women hold in places weekly religious meetings, 
while the young men and young women are becoming intestested in ideajwhich cente 
about the church. And I judge by recent experiences that the day is not far 
distant when: the idea of christian endeavor with its watchword of loyalty to

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to resupply this district. Scareely any one has plough oxen left. One large land- 
owner had 120 oxen, but has recovered only 8. There are 336 orphans and widows 
in my district and 1106 persons who are in extreme need.» 

The large agricullural region about Harpoot is outside of the devastated district, 
but reliable information shows that over 1000 laborers, from more than 40 villages 
in this region, who went to Cilicia to find work in the harvest fields, there lost their 
lives, killed ecnerally «with sickle or mattock in hand.» Their death means sreat 
want and suffering for this region. 

Dr. Barnum of Harpoot Wriles: 

«You telegraphed the other day that you could give us LT. 50. Let me say thal 

a great deal more will be needed. The Adana massacre destroyed more lives on our 


plain and in the Palu region than did that of C95». From a single village (Haboosi), 
for example, as many as 65 men were murdered in Adana, all wage earners. Through 


all this region an unusual number of men were in thte Adana plain, secking work, 
when they” were mercilessly butchered. We are recetving urgent appeals for “help lo 
meet the needs of the surviving families. So please send us w hal vou can rightfully give.» 
From Aintab we have. the following: 
«These days have revealed a distressing stale of poverly. I cannot see how we 
can gel through this winter. Tam sure there will be actual starvation before spring. 
The political disturbances have re-acted badly on trade. The grasshoppers (locusts) 


and hail have destroyed much of the wheat, and the other crops, including the olives, 


were hurt by frost, so that prices are very high. There are large numbers of un- 
employed people w ho cannot possibly get their “food. Today there are being fed in 
part or wholly by the churches of this cily (including 120 Jews) 1930 people. 

The Moslem population is in a worse condition even than the Christian. This is 
the situation at the close of the harvest, the casiest month of the year. What must 
we see before spring comes!» 

Miss Chambers writes from Kessab: 

«We are in immediate need of help to get a supply of beds. The weather is growing 
cold and rains are setting in. Sickness is "increasing and many of our sick ones are 
lying on the damp bare eround wilh no covering. Please let us have some money for 
beds and bedding as soon as possible. We can “make them here if we can have the 
means to buy the material. Seed wheat is urgently needed. It will soon be too late 
to sow the fields. Oxen also ought to be provided for ulling the fields.» 

From Tarsus: 

«The rainy season has begun’but many of the people are still living under tents. 

We have waited anxiously six months for the rebuilding which has not begun.» 
From Hadjin: 

«Diseases like typhoid are increasing. In a short time the winter season will be 
here when work will cease. A careful estimate shows that LT. 600 at least will be 
needed to take the people through the winter.» 

From Marash: 

«In the cily of Marash our people are feeding 500 people, mostly widows and children, 
bul they are entirely destitute. No government aul is given here for food. In 20 
surrounding villages there are also needy people to the extent of 1619, or 2149 in 
aul, nevding help in this district. This will require 3920 pounds Turkish for food. 
A further sum of 230 pounds Turkish should be provided for seed to sow the fields 
or we shall have a shortage of food next year.»

A careful estimate of the number of victims still requiring aid and help to regain 
that position of self support which they formerly held shows that at least 80000 ‘Will 
need to reccive assistance of some sort to enable them to pass the coming winter 
while many of this number are wholly dependent upon outside aid for the daily 
food needful to sustain life. Indeed actual starvation faces many of the unfortunates 

mentioned above. 
| The material losses attending the massacres in Cilicia were enormous. To alarge 
extent two prosperous provinces haye been despoiled, leaving poverty in the place of 
former abundance. The amount representing these material losses has been vari lously 
estimated. In no case, so far as we have learned, have they been estimated at less 
than LT. 1,000.000, while some careful observers think that a much larger sum 
would more correctly represent the real losses sustained by the survivors It follows 
thal, allhough the Ottoman Government has undertaken to distribute help lowards

from this souree cannot meet, except in a small measure, the requirements of the 
situation. Upon our Committee therefore falls the task of supplying food and shelter, 
as may be required, to supplement the grants made by the Government, furnishing 
the houses with beds, bedding, and domestic ulensils, clothing the people, as well 
as providing all other necessaries for starting them in life. This disaster has been 
so great and the calls at this season of the year so urgent as to make it impossible 
for “the International Relief Committee to lay down its work now.

REPORT OF MR. FAVRE 


The International Relief Committee had an extraordinary sitting on Saturday, Dec. 
4th specially to hear the report of Mr. Favre, representing the Swiss Committee of Neuchatel, 
who hd just returned from a tour in Cilicia.. Mr. Favre stated that he reached Alexandretta 
on Oct. 2nd and shortly after left for Antioch and Kessab in company with Rev. Stephen 
Trowbridge of the American Mission at Aintab. After visiting Kessab he went on to 
_ Aintab and thence in company with Dr. Shepard travelled through the mountain region of 
Baghche and Iassan Beyli, as far as Marash. After visiting the Marash region he went 
to Adana, at which place he spent some time in and about the city. He was unable, on 
account of lack of time, to visit Zeitoun and Durtyol. He was in Adana at the time of 
the flood and.saw the situation there, after the waters had subsided. A | 
He told many heartrending stories about the situation in the region of Antioch. In 
that region he stated that the Armenians were nearly annihilated. In the Armenian quarter 
of Antioch only: twenty men are left, besides the women and children. A hundred houses — 
were looted, and the entire contents carried off, but, as these houses were near to the 
Mohammedan quarter, they were not burned. The refugees found shelter in the English 
chapel which is under the care of Dr. Martin, but at the time Mr. Favre was in Antioch 
the people were-housed in a building rented by the government. In view of the present 
situation and from the fact that the Armenian quarter is separated from the market by the 
Mohammedan quarter, the Armenians are afraid to return to their houses. The women and 
children, practically the only survivors, are naturally afraid to return to their former 
dwellings. as to do so, ‘and to have necessary dealings at the market would oblige them 
to pass the houses and through the streets occupied by those who have robbed them of 
their relatives and their goods, 

For these reasons arrangements must be made to send the remaining Armenians in 
Antioch to the near by Armenian villages, or to Aintab. The orphans from the Antioch 
community are being cared for in part at Aintab. | 
Mr. Favre reports that at Kessab fully one half of the houses in the Armenian quarter 
were destroyed. The population at the time of the massacres fled to Latakia. At the time 
of Mr. Favre’s visit to Kessab not a single house had been rebuilt. No money had been 
distributed by the government for that purpose and. as a consequence, the people were 
living in such huts and shelters as they had been able to improvise. ‘The city is in ruins. 
The relief sent thus far had not been sufficient to meet the needs of the people. He saw 
in many instances 19 to 12 persons living together in one small room, having lost all their 
goods in the ruin of the city. They were in a most miserable condition. | 

At Antioch there seems to be no fear of failure of food stuffs, but at Kessab the 
supply of food is insufficient for the support of the people and he found at the time of 
his visit. 2300 people in great need and without any adequate supply of food for the winter. 
_ The animals also, belonging to these people. were stolen and they are therefore without means 
for cultivating their fields. The Swiss Relief Committee had appropiated LT. 500 to this — 
place inaking its appropriation on the basis of letters and reports to which it had access 
but Mr. Favre on seeing the situation decided to recommend to his committee to increase 
its appropriation at once to the sum of LT. 1000. This proposal has been accepted by 
his committee and the sum has been paid over through the aie Committee at 
Constantinople. A careful estimate of the imperative needs of this place was made by Mr. 
Favre at the time of his visit and fixed by him at LT. 2300. Of this sum, as stated above, 
the Swiss Committee gives LT. 1000. Mr Favre speaks in terms of great praise of the 
industrious habits and frugal life of the Armenians of this locality.

The work in the mountain region at Baghche and Hassan Beyli has been carried 
forward with great activity by Dr. Shepard, who has displayed extraordinary activity, and 
has used great discretion and economy in the rebuilding of the ruined houses with the 
sum of. LT. 10,000 which he has received from the Government through the Vali at Adana. 


- He has been well assisted in this laudable enterprise by his associates, Turks and Christians, 


even the women were working about the buildings and carrying an important part of the 
work in connection with them. At Hassan Beyli the houses erected are of a very poor 
description, intended simply for shelter, because the shortness of the season and the smallness 
of the appropriations did not permit of anything better. Mr. Favre is of the opinion in 
speaking of the haste that has been necessary in providing these shelters before the winter 
rains begin, that had Djemal Bey, the present governor-general of Adana been earlier called 
to his post a great deal of time which ran to waste during the latter part of the summer 
would have been saved and thus the people would have escaped much of the inconvenience 
and even suffering which they will now be obliged to endure during the winter. On in- 
vestigating the condition of the people in this region Mr. Favre telegraphed to the International 
Committee at Constantinople that the sum of LT. 1000 at least would be needed to provide 
clothing and food for the winter, and he undertook to provide on behalf of his committee 
the sum of LT. 600 toward this amount. The International Committee paid the remainder 
so that the sum of LT. 1000 has been sent to Dr. Shepard for the needs of the people in 

Mr. Favre found the economic condition in the Marash region much worse than it | 
was 14 years ago when he visited that locality. He heard while at Marash that there is 
great want and suffering at Zeitoun where there is practically a famine. The people in 
this region, for want of work animals, those of the Christian population having been 
stolen during the late events, have been unable to work their fields and the fields therefore 
have not been sown. ‘The inhabitants of many of the villages, on account of insufficient 
nourishment, are suffering from illness. They are generally without suitable shelter, their 
houses having been destroyed and, as their household property was carried off, they are in 
a most deplorable condition. | : : 

Mr. Favre also visited Hamidieh but had not sufficient time on account of the 
torrential rains to make careful investigation as to the condition of the people and the work 
done. At Osmanieh he found that many houses have been built so that the few people that 
remain in this region, where the massacre was most severe, will be able to spend the 
winter in comparative comfort. 

Coming now to Adana, Mr. Favre spoke of the damage done by the flood as being 
very extensive. Many houses were ruined, among them a number that had been prepared 
by the relief committee for the use of the refugees. The quarter damaged by the flood was 
inhabited about equally by Turks and Armenians. At Adana both the Government Relief 
Committee and the International Relief Committee have been working hard, but the amount 
at the disposal of these committees has been inadequate to meet the needs of the 
situation. At Adana the ruined quarter remains untouched, no steps having been taken 
- toward rebuilding the houses. The amount voted by Parliament allows only LT. 30 for a 
family of 5 persons, LT. 15 is added when the family is more than five but these sums 
are of course altogether inadequate to restore the houses that have been destroyed, many 
of which cost their owners several hundred pounds while not a few were expensive structures 
that would have done credit to the capital of the empire, had they been located there. 

In Adana there are many refugees who have fled to this place from the surrounding 
country, hoping to find food and shelter and, if possible, work. On account of the feeling of 
insecurity it is not possible to induce them to return to their former homes and as their 
dwellings have been destroyed and the contents carried off there is little inducement to 
them to leave a large center like Adana and return to places which have been swept with 
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the besom of destruction. Naturally there is much sickness among these poor people crowded 
as they are, with insufficient shelter and scanty clothing. Happily at present there is no 

epidemic among them but in other respects it 1s impossible to exaggerate the misery of 
their condition. | 

In Tarsus very little relief has been distributed and the government has done nothing 
toward rebuilding the ruined Armenian quarter. As in Adana so also in Tarsus the plans 
of the Government for rebuilding the ruined district have not yet been matured and it 
seems probable that little if anything will be done it these places until the coming spring. 
This means that the people will have to be carried through the winter in their present 
miserable habitations. 

In speaking of the condition of the orphans throughout the entire region of Cilicia, 
Mr. Favre stated that, although a few orphanages have been started or some other arrangements 
have been made for the care of the children, the work done in this direction is quite inadequate 
to the needs. Mr. Favre deprecates the separation of the children from their mothers, as 
will be the case if they are sent to orphanages, and he strongly advocates a system of relief 
which will preserve the unity of the family by allowing the children to remain with their 
mothers. This he thinks can be realized through some form of assistance that will supply 
work to the mothers and children. a : 

The refugees in Adana were found by Mr. Favre to be generally without household — 
utensils, even the most common articles needed for preparing food are wanting. He was 
greatly distressed by the conditions in which these people are living and, in order to 
provide for their wants in this direction, he pledged the sum of the LI. 500, which has been 
paid over through the International Committee at Constantinople, | 

_ Mr. Favre speaks in highest praise of the activity and benevolence of the Governor- 
general, Djemal Bey, whose work on behalf of the suffering people throughout the entire 
vilayet has been unremitting ever since he came to his post. He thinks if he had had a freer 
hand and had been relieved from the necessity of conferring so frequently and upon even 
small details with the distant Capital, work would have gone on with greater rapidity and_ 
thus much valuable time would have been saved. 

On the whole the work done by the relief committees throughout Cilicia has been 
well and conscientiously performed. They seem to have been actuated by purely benevolent 
- motives and have distributed with impartiality the funds that have been committed to them. 
The self denial, the industry, and zeal displayed by these committees is beyond all praise, 
but there is still much to be done before the warm weather of spring and summer comes 
and before the people can reap another harvest. | 
A hearty vote of thanks was passed by the Commitee expressing its gratitude for 
the help so kindly given at this crisis by the Swiss Committee. as well as for the personal 
assistance given by Mr. Favre, its representative, and, on behalf of the Armenian nation, it 
was stated that these services will never be forgotten, Mr. Favre was then presented to the 
members of the Committee individually, after which the session closed.

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THE SIGNIPICANCE OF THE TURKISH REVOLUTION 
| By Rev. George Washturn, D.D. hand De 


For three quarters of a century the Ame ricane represented in 
this assembly today have had a deep and sincere interest in the people of | 
the Turkish Empire, of all races and religions, They have joyfully contr’ 
buted mill ions of mone y and hundreds of consecrated lives to help these 
saopie to a higher and better life, and have sought for nothing in return 
but the sympathy and cooperation of the peopie in this work, They have 
had no commercial or political interests to serve, but ‘have lent a hand in 
every food work, rejoiced with the people in every advance which they 
have mide and mourned with them over every calamity which they have smf- 
fered. 
We cannot forget them today when they are rejoicing as, they 

have never rejoiced before - when for the first time men, of all races): 
and religions are fraternizing and the streets of cities and towns are 
ringing with shouts of Liberty, Equality, Fraternity and Justice - when 
even the Sultan on his throne proclaims himself the Apostle of peace and 
good-will. We cannot but feel that At igs the dawn of a brighter aay and 
to hope th: it ite brightness may wwe be obscured by storm clouds - or go 
out in darkness, sO we hope, ~ so we pray. 
tai This is not the time or place to énter into the details of the. 

ae extraordinary revolution ever recorded in the history of Burope. 
With many of these details vou are already acquainted, but there ars cer- 
tain f: vets which it is desirable that we shoulé clearly understand, | 
, This revolution is the work of the Ottoman Turks, the race 
which has ruled the Empire for 600 years” - the most remarkable race which 
ever came out of eentral Asia to trouble the peace of Burope. At f irst 


only 400 families - never very numerous - today representing less than 
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one-fifth of the population - as conquerors and 48 rulers over conquered 
races they have never been surpassed. They were already Mohawumedans when 
they entered upon their career of conquest. They usurped the ‘Caliphate, 
which belonged to the ‘Arabs and thus made themselves the. leaders of the 
Mohammedan world, influence Mohannedans depends upon the pros- 
perity and power of the ‘Empire duish they rule. For more than 150 years 
that power. has been waning while the Christian States of the world have 
been ‘advaneing in wealth and power with incredible rapidity. 

During the last 30 yoare while the Turkish government has 
represented the worst features of Oriental despotism, there has grown up — 
a party known as Young forks, who have seen the light, who have begun to 
think for themselves, who have opened their eyes to the progress of the 
Christian world, who are ready to. adopt social and political principles 
which Europe and Le oe have painfully worked out in 19 centurées under 
the influence of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. They tock advantage of the 
universal hatred of the government of the Palace Camarilla an¢ accompl ish- 
ed a revolution whose watchword was Liberty, Equality, Fraternity and Jus- 
tice, Peace and eood-will to all. The y were. moved to do it to save the. 
Empire tide Pain. Their motives were not religious but patriotic. 

It is not strange that the: army was ready to support this ate 
dient to revive the Turkish power, It is not strange that the people 
acquiesced in it for the burden of the existing despotism had fallen upon 
all classes and made life unbearable for Moslem and Christian like ., the 
ery of Liberty was like a voice from Heaven and was re-echoed from every ._ 
city and village ane camp in the Empire. To the people it meant relief 
from their burdens and the possible possession of all good things. It 
eT no wonder that the y went wild with joy. Be owe 

But we may wonder how it happened that the Mohainmedan, the\f/\ema 
made up mostly of old school, fanatical Turks, should have joined hands 
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with the revolutionists in the foundation of a government based on prin- 
ciples so foreign to the whole history of Islam and of the Ottoman Turks, 
It ie probable that it was in the hope that « strong and regenerated Tur- 
kish Empire, which Was still ruled by 4 Caliph and in possession of the 


holy cities, might regain the influence which it had lost in the Mohamme- 
dan world and that under its leadership they might hope Tor a great pan- 
islamic revival. Some of them, no doubt, dream of the time when all Asia © 
and Africa, following the exaeple of Japan will rise against the domina- 
tion of Furope. : 
They may also have recognized the wisdom of the. policy or the 
Young Turks to put an end to internal dissentions and secure peace and 
harmony within the country, by granting equal rights and a share in the | 
government to all races and rel igions. Por more than a hundred years all 
the European interventions in Turkey, which have resulted in the dismem- — 
berment of the Empire, have grown out of conflicts between different races | 
within the Empire, some times of one Mohammedan race with another, put. 
generally to emancipate the Christian races from the oppressive domination 
of the Turks. It has been through such interventions that Greece and all 
the Balkan sthtos have obtained their independence - that Feypt, Cyprus, 
Crete, Rosnia, Herzogovnia, the Caucasus, and a part of Armenia have es- 
caped from Turkish rule. All the world knows that the motives which 
have led Russia, Austria and other Powers to intervene have not been un- : 
selfish but still it is reasonable to believe that if the many races and. 
religions of the Bmpire enjoy personal freedom, are contented and pros- 
perous, there will be no excuse for farther interventions and that Turkey 
will be allowed to work out its destiny in peace, 
Many Turkish women 180 took part in this movement, and one of. 
its most interesting features is the prospect which it offers of opening 
the way for the education and emancipation of Moslem women all over the 


Empire. 
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er, i It is not true that Islam degrades woman by teaching that she 
has no soul and no hope of eternal life, nor is it true that she has no. 
influence and no rights before the law. It is only within « few years 
that Christian States have guarded the property rigets of women as the 
Mohammedan law does and women have often been the most important factors 
in the Turkish government. There have been, and are Turkish women known | 
and honored as writers both of prose and poetry, - some have been succes- — 
ful merchants. Still it is true, and it is in fact recognized by the 
Young Turks, that the greatest Obstacio to the regeneration of Turkey is 
to be found in the general ignorance and social degradation of the Moslem — 
, women. There are Turkish families which are remarkable except ions to 
‘this general rule, but the ordinary Turk looks upon woman 4&8 an inferior 
being, devoid of morality, fit to be a slave or a plaything, but unworthy 
of his companionship on equal terms and to be discarded on any pretense. 
The harem is not a fit place to bring up children who are to be citizens — 
ina free state and Turkey can never know what true liberty is so long as 
her sons are brought up to igok with contempt upon their sisters. ‘ 

As I have explained, this revolution was not designed to, weaken 
the power and influence of Islam, but rather to increase it by making 
Turkey a model Power, worthy of the respect of the world, But if it is 
successful, if in the course of years it overcome § the obstacles, inter- 
nal and external, which stand in its way it will be the most remarkable 
development of Mohammedanism, which the world has ever seen since, in the 
Middle Ages, Bagdad and afterward Cordova were famous centres of learning 
and enlightenment, It will be the grafting into Mohaume ganism of social 
and political principles which are essentially Christian in their origin, 
founded upon the teaching of the Gospel, and Christians in their histori- 
cal development. However slow the Christian States have been to recognize: 


it, -Liberty, Equality, Fraternity are Christian principles. Lord 
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Cromer, in his great werk on Egypt, expresses the opinion based on his ex- 


perience with the Arabs, that it is impossible for a Mohammedan State to 
has | 
adopt and carry out such reform and this,long been the general opinion of 


Europe in its experience with Turkey. | 
The importance of the pre sent revolution lies in the fact that 
the Young Turks have undertaken to prove to the world that this is not an 
impossibility, They propose to do it, and they have epesaee to all the. 
races and religions of the Bapire to stand by them and lend a hand. They 
have invited the Sheik-ul-Islan, the highest authority in the Moharmme dan 
world to declare that "while the new Constitution is liberal, Islam is 
still more liberal." For the nemene at least, they have carried ail the 
people with them 4 the | Sul tan , the army, the Moslem Hierarchy, the Chris- 
tian races, the Some the Arabs and even the more uncivilized tribes, am 
they have won the applause of the Christian world, especially in Ame rica. 
We are not blind to the fact that they have undertaken a hercu- 
lean task, surrounded by dangers and difficulties which can only be sunm- 
mounted by ye ars of patient toil; by the abandonment of long cherished 


traditions on the part of the Christian races as well as of the Turks, — 
and by the good-w3ll of European Powers who have long coveted their ter- 


ritory. But whatever the end may be, we as Americans, -as representatives 


of those who have been working for more than 3/4 of a century to help the 
people of Turkey to a higher life, must rejoice in the downfall of the 
Palace. Ceeaviiie. whieh has deluged the land with the blood of Christians 
and crushed out the life of the Turks -- which has done its best to destroy 
everything which we began as essential to the uplifting of a nation. — 

We must rejoice that the Turks themselves who for centuries have 
ruled only by force of arms Cver conquered races have risen to a new — 


and higher conception of the relation of a State to its subjects - that 
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they are trying to found a free state in which the people shall rule - 
with equal rights and duties for all. We cannot but regret that the ir 
first difficulties have come from the haste with which their Christian 
neighbors have taken advantage cf the present weakness of Turkey to satis- 
fy their own ambitions, The Young Turk s had a right to expect at anes 
es beneveient neutrality on the part of the Christian States of Eupope, 
tet instead they have received a blow which must seriously weaken their 
prestige at home and ‘may lend to war in the Balkan states. 

What doez this reveantése signify to us and to our work. in. 
_Turk'y? It does not promise everything which we might wieh, but if does 
fret far more than we had any reason to expect from the Turks. §0 far

The Theological Seminary is the great central interest in the ms-

for that work is sent out. Again and again,I have been disappointed, 
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when ft thought the right man had been found.Four months ago,I thought

FINANCE: 
There ar2 several parts in this difficulty.The chief part concerns 
the college. We have had great success in getting students to pay , and 
they do pay $10,000 a vear,out of the $14, OOO of running expense, aside 
from the plant. Of the remaining $4, 000 to be provided,about $1,600 
is realized from endowment income.The ‘renai nang $%,400 has to be raised 
We should, have ,but have not, received the $1,200 a year prom. sed by the 
Board.Though made trrreducible ov the Board’s action,the Mission,the 
Board’s agent ,is now reducing it o¥ about 70 per cent,oyv throwing al- 
most the whole support of our tield work upon the college.On account 
of the shrinkage of interest on invested flunds,the . amount that has bea 
added ie the endowment through mv efforts, barely makes up for the less 
from that decline.I have sent out considerable sums to meet 2xpenses
